Joan Baker 'Funeral' Confronts 
Realities of HIV-Positive Women

At times the idea of a gay/ 
lesbian/bi “community” seems 
quaintly mythological. But on 
other occasions, such as Satur¬ 
day, October 23, its individu¬ 
al, often fractionalized mem¬ 
bers put the “unity” back in 
community. On that day, as 
marchers assembled at noon 
for a “political funeral” called 
by Lesbian Avengers and oth¬ 
er groups to honor lesbian 
AIDS activist Joan Baker, or¬ 
ganizers distributed informa¬ 


tion, and friends greeted 
friends, but the mood was 
deeply serious and the talk 
was of togetherness. 

Jenn Maeder, Baker’s 
lover, began the march by 
asking that participants “let 
compassion and respect over¬ 
come our anger” about the 
death of this “undaunted les¬ 
bian who fought for the 
recognition of all women — 
lesbian, bi, heterosexual, and 
unlabeled — with HIV.” 

Anger was present, certain¬ 
ly, and it showed when an 


anti-gay political sect attempt¬ 
ed — unsuccessfully—to crash 
the event. After which the 
march proceeded peacefully 
to Market and Castro, escort¬ 
ed by dykes on roaring bikes. 
The crowd filled the west¬ 
bound lanes of 18th Street; 
eastbound motorists waved or 
honked in support. 

A taxi driver gave a raised- 
fist salute as he passed the 
phalanx of signs with Joan 
Baker’s picture and such mes¬ 
sages as “Wake Up Call: Get

Shanti Holds 
Open Forum Tonight

The board of directors of Shanti Project, the AIDS service 
organization, has scheduled the second in a series of commu¬ 
nity meetings “to discuss issues of interest,” for Thursday, Oc¬ 
tober 28. 

Shanti clients, volunteers, staff, and other constituents will 
have a chance to talk with board members about the status of 
Shanti services and the agency’s future. One expected topic of 
discussion is the status of Shanti House, the 64-bed residential 
facility for people with AIDS. 

Because of 1992 fiscal irregularities within Shanti Project, 
its housing facilities, including Shanti House, will be divided 
among other support organizations. The resulting impact on 
the community is still unknown, and a source of concern 
among people with HIV and AIDS. The audit of Shanti Pro¬ 
ject’s books, which was to have been completed before this 
town hall meeting, on September 31, has been extended by the 
San Francisco Department of Health until December. The for¬ 
um will be held anyway, from 6 to 7:30 p.m., at the Douglass 
Alternative School Auditorium, located at 4235 19th Street, be¬ 
tween Collingwood and Diamond streets in the Castro. ▼ 


AIDS Update Confab 
Opens in San Francisco

SAN FRANCISCO - 
Prominent AIDS researchers 
delivered an upbeat message 
Wednesday, October 20, at a 
meeting where they noted re¬ 
newed enthusiasm, optimism 
and hope, as well as promis¬ 
ing new vaccine tests in the 
fight against the deadly dis¬ 
ease. 

They said they are forging 
ahead with studies of long¬ 
term survivors, combination 
drug therapies, individualized 


tests to determine treatment 
effectiveness, and inoculation 
trials on thousands of gay 
men and intravenous drug 
users. 

The widespread discour¬ 
agement and pessimism that 
followed last summer’s inter¬ 
national AIDS conference in 
Berlin — where scientists pre¬ 
sented a slew of disappointing 
study results for what had 
once been considered promis¬ 
ing therapies — have given 
way to more positive atti-

Clinton Administration Appeals to 
Supreme Court on Pentagon-Gay Suit

If it didn’t seriously impact 
so many lives, watching the 
“gays-in-the-military” ball 
bounce from court to court to 
court might be an amusing 
pastime. 

On Tuesday, October 26, 
the Clinton Administration 
appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court to intervene and stop 
enforcement of a federal dis¬ 
trict judge’s order requiring 
the Defense Department and 
Pentagon to cease all dis¬ 
charges and discrimination 
against homosexuals in the 
armed forces. 

The decision comes less 
than a week after a series of 
news stories in mainstream 
newspapers quoted unnamed 
Administration and Justice 
Department officials as saying 
the Justice Department would 
wait until November to de¬ 
cide whether to appeal. 

On October 20, the Balti¬

tion lawyer as saying that af¬ 
ter much discussion between 
lawyers for the White House, 
the Defense Department, and 
the Justice Department, the 
decision was made to wait un¬ 


til the Defense Authorization 
Bill goes into, effect. That bill 
contains Senator Sam Nunn’s 
new provision, passed by 
Congress, that in effect enacts 
a new ban on homosexuals in 
the military. 

“The Justice attorneys ap¬ 
parently felt that their 
chances of winning were low 
— but if they file after the new 
law goes into effect, that will 
strengthen their chances to 
have the Supreme Court in¬ 
tervene and overturn Judge 
Hatter’s decision,” John 
McGuire, the attorney who 
would argue the case before 
the high court on behalf of his 
client, Navy Petty Officer 
Keith Meinhold, said after 
reading the Sun story. 

McGuire will argue the 
case before the high court.

S.F. D.A. To Take Kalouche 
Murder Trial to Grand Jury

The San Francisco District 
Attorney’s office will seek to 
have the accused murderer of 
Mark Stadleman, a gay man 
killed ten months ago, indict¬ 
ed by the San Francisco 
Grand Jury to get the case to 
trial, bypassing the normal 
preliminary hearing stage. 

Stadleman, 52, was found 
dead of multiple stab wounds 
in his ransacked Larkin 
Street apartment last Decem¬ 
ber 10. He had last been seen 
alive on Thanksgiving, 1992. 

Abdel Kadir Kalouche, 22, 
a native of France who resid¬ 
ed in the United States on a 
valid passport, was arrested 
and charged with the murder 
on December 28, 1992, in Los 
Angeles. 

Kalouche, a former em¬ 
ployee of the QT Bar on Polk 
Street, performer in gay porn 
films, and onetime erotic 
dancer at the Campus The¬ 
atre, remains in custody after 
pleading not guilty to homi¬ 
cide charges earlier this year, 
according to Assistant District 
Attorney Peter Cling. 

“The case is not set tor tri¬ 
al yet. It hasn’t gone to pre¬ 
liminary hearing. It was on 
the calendar for a preliminary 
hearing last week, but the at¬ 
torney appointed for 
Kalouche made some state¬ 
ments that he wanted to do 
more investigation,’’ Cling 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

A preliminary hearing is 
held before a judge, who de¬ 
termines whether there is 
enough evidence to support a

Superior Court trial on the 
facts. If there is enough evi¬ 
dence, the case is sent for the 
setting of a trial date. 

An alternative, when there 
are procedural delays, is to go 
to the county Grand Jury to 
have the accused indicted — in 
which case the suspect is re¬ 
arrested and the case moves 
immediately to Superior 
Court. 

“It seems to be languish¬ 
ing. The case is not moving 
forward — and for no good 
reason as far as I can see — *so 
I’m taking the case to the 
grand jury to get an indict¬ 
ment,” Cling said. 

Other assault arrests 

Kalouche was represented 
by the Office of the Public 
Defender for several months 


following his arrest and extra¬ 
dition from Los Angeles, but 
the county department had a 
conflict of interest in the case 
and an outside lawyer was ap¬ 
pointed. 

The Public Defender is re¬ 
quired to recuse itself in cases 
when it has represented other 
people involved in the case in 
prior legal matters. 

Cling declined to discuss 
the facts of the case, except to 
say that Kalouche has also 
been charged with assaults on 
other individuals, in addition 
to the murder of Stadleman. 

“I make it a point of not 
discussing the facts of the 
case in the media. That’s not 
unique to this case,” he told 
the B.A.R. 

“If we can get the case to 
the Grand Jury some time 
next month, we’ll probably 
get a date set in mid- 
February. A lot of that de¬ 
pends on what sort of case 
the defense makes,” Cling 
said. 

Stadleman was the part 
time residential manager of 
the six-story apartment build¬ 
ing at 550 Larkin, where he 
was found dead. 

According to homicide in¬ 
spectors, robbery may have 
been the motive in the mur¬ 
der, because Kalouche had at¬ 
tempted to sell some house¬ 
hold property belonging to 
Stadleman after the killing. 

Murder in the commission 
of a robbery is a “special cir¬ 
cumstance murder’ ’ — and sus¬ 
pects convicted of the crime 
can be given the death penal¬ 
ty. ▼ 


Sticker Shocker!

A vicious hate sticker tar¬ 
geting African-American, bi¬ 
sexuals, and intravenous drug 
users made its ugly appear¬ 
ance in the Financial District 
over the weekend. 

The green “crack ’n’ peel” 
sticker is similar in design to 
those sometimes plastered by 
AIDS and gay activists, but 
the message isn’t “Glamorize, 
Don’t Militarize” or “ACT 
UP/Fight back /Stop AIDS.” 

The message this time is 
“Don’t Catch AIDS! Don’t 
have sex with 

1. intravenous drug abusers 

2. bisexuals 

3. blacks (heterosexual 
blacks are 14 times as likely 
as Whites to be AIDS carri¬ 
ers.)” 

The sticker is produced by 
a group called the National 
Alliance, which lists its ad¬ 
dress as P.O. Box 90, Hills¬ 
boro, West Virginia. The tele¬ 
phone number on the sticker 
is (304) 653-4600. 

Callers to the phone num¬ 
ber receive a hate-filled mes¬ 
sage, sponsored by the Na¬ 
tional Alliance and National 
Vanguard Bookstore. 

“Let me ask you a ques¬ 
tion, think back to the attack 
on the Branch Davidian 
Church in February 1993,” 
the message begins. “If the 
residents had been, say, 
members of Jesse Jackson’s 


Rainbow Coalition, or ... a 
group of homosexuals. Would 
the government have attacked 
in those cases?” 

“Certainly not,” the anony¬ 
mous voice concludes. “For 
minority and homosexual ac¬ 
tivists are sacred and immune 
from criticism in the New 
World Order.” 

Anti-Semitic, too 

The hate message goes on 
to state that superstar Michael 
Jackson, the subject of recent 
allegations of child molesta¬ 
tion, is receiving special treat¬ 
ment — because he’s benefit- 
ting from the “best guidance 
and technical assistance that 
Jewish money can buy.” 

The hate line message 
claims that if actor Clint East- 
wood had been accused of 
sleeping with little girls, he 
would have received different 
treatment. Eastwood’s agent 
at the William Morris Agency 
in Los Angeles has been ad¬ 
vised of the message and is 
reportedly outraged, but was 
not available to comment to 
the B.A.R. 

The message then goes to 
to complain about “anti-white 
agitators,” lambastes the mass 
media, and concludes with 
more of the anti-gay, anti¬ 
black, anti-Jewish diatribe. 

“It’s so vitriolic,” said 
James McCawley, who 
brought the stickers to the at¬ 
tention of the B.A.R. “I was 


outraged — and even more so 
when I called the phone num¬ 
ber. It’s just amazing that any¬ 
one would try to pull that 
kind of stuff in San Francis¬ 
co,” he said. 

McCawley noticed four of 
the stickers — and a friend of 
his noticed five — all within a 
two-block radius of the Mont¬ 
gomery Street Bart Station 
on Monday, October 25. 

“It’s a sign that we have a 
lot more work and education 
to do,” he said. 

AIDS service providers are 
angered by the sticker’s mes¬ 
sage of hate and by its incor¬ 
rect information. “I find it sad 
and disgusting that in 1993 in 
America — much less right 
here in San Francisco — that 
this kind of hatemongering is 
going on,” said Dave Ford, a 
spokesperson for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 
“Obviously the information 
on the sticker is absolutely 
wrong, and we and other 
AIDS service providers in 
San Francisco and nationally 
have worked very hard to let 
people know they can protect 
themselves from HIV by us¬ 
ing a condom during sex, and 
by making informed decisions 
about risk reduction.” 

At the end of the two- 
minute message, callers are 
invited to leave a message of 
response. Once again, that

Paula's Clubhouse 
Is Kaput — Now What?

Say good-bye to Paula’s 
Clubhouse. 

Paula’s Clubhouse was 
home to clubs like the Satel¬ 
lite Room Cabaret, the 99- 
Cent Video Festival, the any- 
thing-goes dance club Junk, 
the immortal performance 
venue Klubstitute, Wednes¬ 
day’s Faster Pussycat, and 
more. 

Faster Pussycat, the oldest 
of the clubs at Paula’s, paved 
the way for a new mix of 
drag, poetry, punk music, tat¬ 
toos, strip shows, weird 
Americana bands like the Del 
Rubios, performance art, 
African tribal music, Junk- 
style silly disco, and comedy. 
It all blended into a new alter¬ 
native gay and lesbian scene 
in Paula’s Clubhouse’s inim¬ 
itable style. 

There won’t be a final par¬ 
ty. 

Paula’s Clubhouse had re¬ 
cently converted to an “all¬ 
queer seven days a week” for¬ 
mat. Where else could you 
catch Riot Grrls? Watch the 
birth of butch punk rockers 
Tribe 8? 

In San Francisco’s night¬ 
club world, the party-loving 
public is fickle. Club longevi¬ 
ty is not necessarily a virtue. 
Everyone wants to see and be 
seen at what’s-hot-and-hap- 
pening-now, no matter how 
much fun they had at last 


week’s big thing. 

Remember Xixax, Wet, 
Girldome, or Royce? Cyclops? 
Carefree? How about 
Bedrock or Eve? Club memo¬ 
ries run short, and tastes are 
capricious. Club nights come 
and go, ghostly echoes of 
voice mail trailing behind 
them like yesterday’s per¬ 
fume. 

But Paula’s Clubhouse, at 
3160 16th, closed because of 
other reasons. 

99-Cent Video Festival pro¬ 
moter and Paula’s Clubhouse 
bartender Jeffrey Winter and 
the other club promoters 
were told that the business 
had been put up for sale, but 
they could still run their clubs 
until November 24. All of the 
club promoters had booked 
their programs accordingly. 

Not surprisingly, the Mon¬ 
day, October 18 closure of 
the space caught them off¬ 
guard. “I already had a band 
booked for Wednesday,” said 
the DJ and promoter of 
Faster Pussycat, Downtown 
Donna, when a phone call 
from Paula Sabatelli, who 
owned the Paula’s Clubhouse 
liquor license/business, tipped 
her off to the club’s imminent 
closure. “I am out of money 
because I promised certain 
bands guarantees, and I owe a 
lot of printing money on 
handbills and ads. There is no 
way I can recoup my funds 
on that,” said Downtown 


Donna. 

What was not immediately 
known was whether the busi¬ 
ness was sold, or Sabatelli 
was evicted for not paying the 
rent. Although Sabatelli 
owned the business, she did 
not own the building that 
housed the business. Down¬ 
town Donna took action. “I 
know Sabatelli was evicted 
for not paying rent. I called 
the landlord myself,” she said. 

Winter found out the end 
of the Paula’s Clubhouse 
scene the hard way — he was 
going to work and found the 
locks had been changed. 

The future of the increas¬ 
ingly popular Video Festival, 
Faster Pussycat, and the poly- 
morphously perverse Junk 
and Klubstitute remains un¬ 
certain. The individual club 
promoters are currently 
searching for alternative 
venues, but many bar owners 
are not interested in a young, 
punky crowd. 

According to some club¬ 
house denizens, club owners 
think the alternative crowd 
won’t buy drinks and are 
afraid of their places getting 
trashed. Some straight alter¬ 
native venues do not want to 
attract the lesbian and gay 
queer/punk crowds. Down¬ 
town Donna is selective about 
her venues as well: “I don’t 
want to have my club at any 
place that isn’t safe or has an 
extensive history of gay bash¬ 


ing.” 

Downtown Donna has 
found it harder finding week¬ 
end space for the women’s 
clubs because women don’t 
drink as much as men do, so 
the bars can’t make as much 
money. Yet there are wom¬ 
en’s clubs that have had regu¬ 
lar weekend venues, like MT 
Productions’ Girl Spot. “It’s a 
more conservative crowd at 
the Girl Spot than Faster 
Pussycat,” said a Girl Spot 
regular to this reporter. “The 
Girl Spot women are more 
my type,” she hastened to 
add. 

Unfortunately, women and 


men who looked forward to 
showing off their anything- 
but-conservative looks at 
Paula’s Clubhouse will have 
to keep their tattoos, 
polyester, bell bottoms, and 
bad drag outfits under wraps 
for a while until the now- 
homeless alternative-scene 
clubs find new venues. 

Answers in the bar busi¬ 
ness often do come down to 
simple economics. Downtown 
Donna explained, “The major¬ 
ity of that alternative queer 
punk crowd doesn’t have 
money, and they drink wa¬ 
ter.” ▼ 



Senior Safety 
Program Threatened

A San Francisco gay man 
who’s been working with the 
city’s Senior Escort Program 
says he is concerned about lo¬ 
cal budget cuts that may 
harm senior citizens of all 
sexual orientations. 

Ken Stephens, a civilian 
employee of the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department for al¬ 
most 15 years, averted a 
purse-snatching at the Web¬ 
ster Street Safeway on Thurs¬ 
day, October 21, with the help 
of a grocery clerk. Stephens, 
who has been escorting se¬ 
niors to and from bus stops 
and their chores as part of the 
City’s Senior Escort Program, 
says the attempted crime 
against the elderly woman he 
escorted is evidence that the 
program is necessary, and 
that budget cuts could harm 
the program and risk the safe¬ 
ty of elders. 

“We work with older gay 
and lesbian people,” he said. 
“Mayor Jordan wants to cut it 
down, and hire contract out¬ 
side employees.” Stephens 


says this is a wasteful mea¬ 
sure. The area he patrols is 
known for several purse- 
snatchings a week, and the 
program’s volunteers are 
working hard to prevent 
them. 

Somewhat surprisingly, 
statistics show that elderly 
gays and lesbians are not of¬ 
ten victims of reported anti¬ 
gay violence crimes, at least 
in San Francisco. “I don’t 
think I’ve ever seen one [re¬ 
port of a gay bashing victim] 
over 50 in the four months 
I’ve been here,” said Terry 
Person, program director of 
Community United Against 
Violence, adding, “It’s usually 
younger folks in their twen¬ 
ties to forties who are gay 
bashed.” 

Person told the B.A.R. 
that those who commit anti¬ 
gay violence are also, histori¬ 
cally speaking, young — and 
getting younger. “Last year, 
the average perpetrator’s age 
was 19, and this year it may 
be 17,” she said. “Lately we’ve 
been seeing a lot more 13- 
year-olds.” ▼

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Gay Weightlifters Act Up

While growing up, San 
Francisco gay weightlifter 
Ben Brody was growing up, 
he was harassed in gym class¬ 
es. Brody, who started his 
iron pumping hobby as an 
adult, was less beefy and mus¬ 
cular as a youth, and as he 
asked the Bay Area Reporter 
rhetorically, “Weren’t most of 
us harassed?” 

“When I was called, ‘fag¬ 
got,’ I would cower,” he re¬ 
called. “And I was called ‘fag¬ 
got’ a lot.” 

But Brody and other 
weightlifters at the Central 
YMCA didn’t cower Thurs¬ 
day night, September 30, 
when an unidentified day- 
pass free-weight room visitor 
began harassing and insulting 
gay male weightlifters. The 
gay men stood up to the ho¬ 
mophobe, and eventually 
forced him to leave the Y. 
Brody said, “We let him 
know that his macho behav¬ 
ior would not be tolerated.” 

The homophobic man be¬ 
gan his harassment in the el¬ 
evator, according to witness¬ 
es. When he entered the 
weight-room-bound elevator, 
he glared at a gay weightlifter 
who, feeling uncomfortable, 
asked him, “What are you 
staring at?” 

The man’s response to the 
weightlifter was a hostile, 
“You fucking faggot...” 

When the elevator ride 
ended, the gay man alerted 


others about the homophobe. 
Meanwhile, he’d begun ha¬ 
rassing other gay weight- 
lifters. “At first we couldn’t 
believe there was a homo¬ 
phobe in the gym, because it 
is so gay,” said weightlifter 
Jeff Farris, who was also ap¬ 
proached by the man. 

Farris was working out 
with his regular workout 
partner Mike Trempert, when 
the homophobe approached 
and asked Farris and Trem¬ 
pert if they were brothers. 
When the two, who are close 
friends, said they were not 
brothers, the man responded, 
“Then you are sick.” 

Farris and Brody recalled 
the man announced to the en¬ 
tire room, “I am French and 
you are sick,” and, “At least I 
am a real man.” 

Straights were angry, too 

The homophobic man 
didn’t seem to understand he 
was in a predominantly gay 
gym. When he began his bar¬ 
rage of insults, he turned to 
others in the room, apparent¬ 
ly expecting support for his 
homophobia. “The Central Y 
was considered one of the 
original gay gyms, but now 
I’d say it’s probably 75-80 per¬ 
cent gay,” said Brody, who 
found all the weightlifters, 
gay and straight, stuck togeth¬ 
er. Brody explained, “The 
straight people there were 
just as outraged and angry.” 

A group of 20 gay men 


and sympathetic straights sur¬ 
rounded the homophobe and 
confronted him. Brody said, 
“The reaction was like a 
‘spontaneous direct action.’ 
One person alone might not 
have stood up to him but ev¬ 
erybody was enraged.” Farris 
said, “By then he’d been ob¬ 
noxious for a good hour or so, 
and the reason most people 
didn’t say anything sooner 
was because the guy was so 
big.” 

The weightlifters drew 
into a crowd circling the man, 
and some told him he 
shouldn’t be there if he felt so 
uncomfortable around gays. 
“People said, if that’s the way 
you feel about gays, then 
what are you doing in San 
Francisco,” Farris recalled. 

“By that time, he [the ho¬ 
mophobe] was ready to fight; 
we all were,” said Brody. Far¬ 
ris said, “Somebody had 
called downstairs,” and Cen¬ 
tral Y management, alerted to 
the problem, sent an employ¬ 
ee to diffuse the situation. 
The employee escorted the 
man out. Brody recalled, “Ev¬ 
erybody applauded when he 
left.” 

Amy Weitz, the YMCA’s 
San Francisco’s Director of 
Communications, said the sit¬ 
uation was handled in a busi- 
ness-as-usual fashion. She told 
the B.A.R. that the Central Y 
treated the situation exactly 
as they would have handled 
any instance of inappropriate 
behavior. 

Yet this was an unusual oc¬ 
casion to the weightlifters in¬ 
volved, like Brody and Farris. 
Farris described the event as 
“a complete reversal of what 
most people experience in 
their lives. We were not going 
to take it.” 

Since harassment of gay 
men in gyms and the macho 
world of sports is common¬ 
place in many parts of the 
country, especially cities with 
smaller gay populations than 
San Francisco, Brody felt the 
spontaneous group response 
to anti-gay harassment was a 
breath of fresh air. Brody 
said, “Especially for some of 
us involved, who were a little 
older — we work out because 
we want to feel strong. And 
the nice thing was that we 
were strong, and we were 
united.” ▼

Janis Callon, 31, an enter¬ 
prising Oakland nurse, has 
launched a precedent-setting 
crusade to put real substance 
into that city’s domestic part¬ 
ners ordinance. 

Upon the dissolution of 
her two-year relationship, Cal¬ 
lon discovered she would be 
subject to a city-mandated 
one percent real estate trans¬ 
fer tax when she attempted to 
purchase her ex-partner’s 
share of the house they held 
in joint tenancy. “The transfer 
tax is like a local sales tax,” 
Callon said, “but I found there 
are exemptions for married 
couples who divorce but no 
provision for those of us who 
qualify as domestic partners.” 

The Oakland ordinance, 
which was unanimously 
passed by the city council in 
1992, states that “any two un¬ 
related persons over the age 
of 18 regardless of gender 
who share a household and 
living expenses qualify as a 
domestic partnership.” 

“The ordinance officially 
states that the concept of fam¬ 
ily has changed and allows 
city employees to share bene¬ 
fits,” Callon said, “so I saw no 
reason not to challenge the 
transfer tax issue — after all, 
it’s a substantial amount of 
money when you consider the 
cost of homes.” 


Callon then looked up the 
Oakland anti-discrimination 
ordinance, which was passed 
in 1984 and which prohibits 
discrimination in employ¬ 
ment, housing, and real estate 
transactions. She went before 
the tax board and filed for a 
personal one-time exemption 
to take care of her immediate 
problem, but then asked her 
city councilmember to amend 
the city transfer tax to include 
domestic partners. The fi¬ 
nance committee of the city 
council has the matter under 


consideration and is expected 
to recommend passage to the 
city council. 

Oakland is hot the only 
Bay Area city to address do¬ 
mestic partner inequities: San 
Francisco Supervisors Carole 
Migden and Kevin Shelley 
and City Controller Ed Har¬ 
rington have also vowed to 
improve the City’s domestic 
partnership laws. The root of 
the San Francisco problem is 
related to retirement benefits, 
not property taxes. ▼

Proposition 174: 

The Worst Idea 
We've Ever Heard 

The idea behind the state ballot measure known as 
Proposition 174 is so bad we scarcely know where to be¬ 
gin to dissect it. 

For those who are unfamiliar with the proposal, it 
goes like this: parents who don’t want their kids sent to 
public school would get a voucher, approximately equal 
to their share of taxes that would go to the public sys¬ 
tem, that they could use to offset the cost of tuition to a 
private school. And for those who can’t find even a pri¬ 
vate school they like, there is a provision that allows 
anyone who can gather together two dozen kids or so to 
start one! 

Sure, we know the public schools are a mess, but Prop 
174 isn’t out to fix that problem. What it is trying to do 
is funnel some largesse to parochial schools, in violation 
of the principle of separation of church and state. Con¬ 
sidering that religious institutions already shirk their fair 
share of taxation, we think it’s pretty greedy of their sup¬ 
porters to try to prop up church schools at such an enor¬ 
mous cost to the rest of us. 

Schools are run down, yes, and textbooks are gener¬ 
ally old and supplies are short: not because, as Prop 174 
proponents would have you believe, administrators do 
not care. The system is falling apart because of “de¬ 
ferred maintenance,” a concept introduced when Reagan 
gave that tax break to his rich friends. At the time we 
were told that America’s infrastructure (of which schools 
are a part) could wait for tax money but rich people 
couldn’t. Eventually, we were expected to believe, the 
rich would spend so much that money would trickle 
down and the country would have buckets to spend on 
repairing the damage incurred during the “deferred” pe¬ 
riod. 

Obviously, that didn’t happen. The rich got richer, the 
poor got poorer, and the schools got screwed. Worse, the 
school kids got screwed. 

Now, the same right wing forces that were so adamant 
about giving that money away is protesting the loudest 
about the current condition of the schools, saying Prop 
174 is the only possible way to repair them. (Not that 
they genuinely care, that much is clear. The whole thing 
is just a shameless sham that has nothing to do with ed¬ 
ucational improvements.) And once again, those who 
scream the loudest about family values are willing to sac¬ 
rifice their kids — the most helpless members of those 
families — so the elders can get a little more political 
power. It’s disgusting. 

For those readers who may still be in favor of Prop 
174, we make the following suggestion: try it out else¬ 
where first. 

In other words, since the 911 system is also in disre¬ 
pair, why don’t you try to set up a voucher system to buy 
yourself your own goddam police and fire departments? 
And when your house is on fire, call that number and see 
how well it works. 

But leave our education system — the only remaining 
vestige of any official U.S. statement of concern about its 
children — alone. 

Vote no on Proposition 174, or suffer the consequences 
when those kids grow up: uneducated, their share of 
money already spent by this generation, implicitly told 
they are valueless. Angry. 

That is called getting what you pay for.

PROPOSITION "A" No Position 

Cultural Facilities Improvement Plan 

We have no objections to the Asian Art Mu¬ 
seum moving into the old library building. We 
are concerned about the add-ons to this propos¬ 
al: it seems that someone has decided to give 
everyone a slice of the pie. If that is to be the 
case, how come the gay community only gets 
about four percent of all the monies for a Cul¬ 
tural Center that does not even exist on the 
drawing board? We are also concerned about 
who is raising all the money for a proposition 
that is being spearheaded by the outrageously 
expensive campaign firm of Clint Reilly. We 
can’t really get behind this $160,000,000 boon¬ 
doggle. You have to add the interest on these 
bonds ($98 million plus approximately $60 mil¬ 
lion interest): we are not comfortable with this 
one. 

PROPOSITION "B" VOTE NO 
Street and Traffic Bonds 

Once again the city does no preventive 
maintenance and when the streets become a 
mess, they come after the voters to try and co¬ 
erce us into pissing more money away in an 
overbloated bureaucracy. The true cost of 
these bonds is $110,840,000 million ($69 million 
plus $42,800,000 in interest). Proposition 
B-VOTE NO. 


PROPOSITION "C" VOTE NO 
Sales Tax 

The city is saying that if the state sales tax 
doesn’t pass in the election, then we could not 
exist without the additional tax money. We be¬ 
lieve that the board has finally started to grap¬ 
ple with our budget problems. Let it continue 
to cut and slash and learn to live within our 
means. On PROPOSITION C-VOTE NO. 

PROPOSITION "D " VOTE YES 

Police and Fire—Early Retirement 

This would increase the official time served 
by two years, to encourage those persons close 
to retirement to do so during 1994. It would 
help to fill upper slots with newer officers and 
would help to phase out some of those persons 
with other pensions. New personnel don’t have 
the same sweetheart deal. For PROPOSITION 
D—VOTE YES. It makes sense. 

PROPOSITION "E” VOTE YES 
Spousal Pension Benefits 

This is a good housekeeping measure, and 
it also brings San Francisco’s women employ¬ 
ees into the 21st century. This proposition also 
removes some of the sexist wording from the 
existing charter. We believe in this proposition. 
VOTE YES on E. 


PROPOSITION "F” VOTE YES 
Police and Fire Retirement Benefit 
Notification 

This would allow the board with a majority 
vote (eight members), to transfer the police and 
firefighters from the costlier city’s retirement 
program to the better managed CAL PERS. 
This could be a win-win situation for the city 
if enacted. We urge a YES Vote on PROPOSI¬ 
TION F. 

PROPOSITION "G ” VOTE YES 
Wage Freeze 

This would allow those employees who did 
not opt for a wage freeze in 1991-92 to negoti¬ 
ate now for dental coverage and two additional 
days off each year for the next two years — in 
return for accepting this year’s wage freeze. It 
will bring all city employees into the same 
rules and regulations. VOTE YES on PROPO¬ 
SITION G. 

PROPOSITION "H" VOTE YES 

Radio Communication Lease Financing 

This proposition would enable the city to 
lease a badly-needed radio system to join all of 
our emergency services under one system. As 
it is now, the police, fire, and paramedics can’t 
communicate with each other. The current sys¬ 
tem is so old you can’t find replacement parts 
for most of it. We urge you to VOTE YES on 
PROPOSITION H. 

PROPOSITION "I" VOTE YES 
Health Department Lease Financing 

The D.P.H. under this proposal could re¬ 
quest the board to authorize leases to pay for 
equipment, or for the construction or improve¬ 
ment of any building used by D.P.H. without 
prior voter approval. The total principal owed 
could not exceed $20 million, increased five 
percent annually. This limit would be in addi¬ 
tion to the current limit on leases. VOTE YES 
on PROPOSITION I. 

PROPOSITION "J" VOTE YES 
Cash Management 

This proposition makes a technical change 
to the charter, to help modernize the way the 
city does business. It does not give the board 
more power and it doesn’t detract from the 
mayor’s authority. The board must still abide 
by the budget. VOTE YES on J. 

PROPOSITION 'K " VOTE NO 

Ethics Commission 

There are sufficient safeguards built into the 
city charter to handle this question of ethics. 
We don’t need a new political commission 
elected by politicians. We have some problems 
with the way conflict of interest laws are over¬ 
looked. We don’t believe this is the answer. 
VOTE NO on PROPOSITION K.

Small-Minded Detractors

An insane move for a scientist’s 
career but an exemplary act of ethics.” 

Well! Now we know who Dr. Duesberg is; just who 
in God’s name does Mr. Mirken think he is? A bona 
fide wise guy for sure, who, like most wise guys, 
employs arrogance to cover up (or in this instance to 
telegraph) his own ignorance. The B.A.R. should be 
ashamed of itself for printing such garbage. 

I don’t think Dr. Duesberg needs any defense here. 
When the story is finally told (and that will include 
the atrocities committed by the AZT pushers), I’m 
afraid Dr. Duesberg will be able to say “I told you so.”

We Abhor Prop. 174 

As members of the lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender communities, we are concerned at the low 
level of coverage and lack of discourse on Prop. 174, 
an upcoming California election initiative and its 
potential dangers. 

Prop. 174 will directly impact our communities in 
the following ways: 

(1) It would undermine the public educational 
system by redirecting over $1.4 billion of public funds 
to private schools, 80 percent of which in this state are 
controlled by religious groups. 

(2) These voucher schools would be permitted to 
discriminate against potential students because of sex¬ 
ual orientation, family structure, religion, gender, 
family income and mental and physical abilities, 
among other factors not specified. 

(3) As the initiative is written, the voucher schools 
would not be accountable to anyone for their uses of 
public funds, for curriculum standards or for the 
values they would teach. 

(4) In effect, it opens the door to an era that would 
see more segregation, intolerance and inequity, pro¬ 
moting an insidious atmosphere that would create 
more confusion among our youth — when teen suicide 
is already alarmingly on the rise nationwide. 

What would become of the 10 percent of the student 
populaion now awakening and coming to terms with 
a sexuality that is different from that of the majori¬ 
ty? Should not everyone’s efforts be directed at en¬ 
couraging sensitivity, tolerance, knowledge of 
diversity, equality, safety*and a sense of community? 

Should not our future leaders be educated to deal 
with the stuggles our communities will certainly face? 
Should we not try to pave an easier, more humane way 
so that our youth does not have to pass through the 
same trials we had to endure and that some of us did 
not survive? Should we not promote our school system 
to support alternative families and to appreciate the 
diversity of all families? 

To maintain our progress in securing and protecting 
civil rights for all, we cannot afford to be complacent 
and permit the educational process to be expropriated 
by religious zealots. We must VOTE NO on Proposi¬ 
tion 174.

Lantos A Liar

against gays in the military, you wrote (Aug. 2, 1993): 
“As you know, in the 102nd Congress I was one of 78 
co-sponsors of HR 5208, which would have eliminated 
this reprehensible practice from all branches of our 
military, and my position clearly has not changed. I 
am determined to work with like-minded colleagues 
who feel that a nation committed to non¬ 
discrimination must have a military dedicated to the 
same values.” 

Unlike your like-minded Bay Area colleagues in 
Congress, you voted for the Nunn amendment to the 
Clinton-Aspin directive which was ultimately sup¬ 
ported by the entire Joint Chief of Staff. In effect, you 
voted to reverse the intent of the administration’s 
directive in the following ways: 

1. Allowing the Secretary of Defense to reinstate 
questioning regarding sexual orientation when

whether the conduct is heterosexual (Tailhook) or 
homosexual. 

3. Allowing witch hunts to continue because it 
creates an ambiguous “credible information” standard 
for investigations. 

4. Adding a list of fifteen findings that reaffirm the 
pre-Clinton ban, including the ludicrous assertion 
(contrary to findings of Pentagon-authorized Rand and 
previous studies) that homosexuals “create an unac¬ 
ceptable risk to the high standards of morale, good 
order and discipline and unit cohesion.” 

That is what you voted for, Mr. Lantos, while our 
previous Representative Nancy Pelosi, from whose 
district we were redistricted, voted against the amend¬ 
ment.

Vote Tuesday, November 2! 


A very low turnout is 
expected (meaning 
that most voters real¬ 
ly don’t give a damn 
about it) for next Tuesday’s 
election day in California. 
However, in addition to a 
number of local issues to be 
settled by San Francisco vot¬ 
ers, there are a couple of im¬ 
portant statewide proposi¬ 
tions that voters should be 
interested in. 

Specifically, Prop. 172 is a 
statewide proposition that 
would extend the present 
one-half percent sales tax. 
Passage of the plan would, I 
am told, bring somewhere be¬ 
tween $12 million and $15 
million to San Francisco to be 
used for “public safety pur¬ 
poses” — i.e., the hiring of 
more police officers, possibly 
upgrading the Juvenile Cen¬ 
ter, etc. Most polls now show 
Prop. 172 passing statewide 
by a narrow margin. It has 
the support of both the 
Democratic and Republican 
parties, Governor Wilson, and 
most of the incumbent office¬ 
holders of both parties. 

I’m not in the business of 
predicting elections, but I 
think you can safely put this 
one in the win column given 
that the most recent statewide 
Field Poll showed that among 
those voters most likely to 
vote on Tuesday, Prop. 172

passed by a narrow margin 
(42 to 38 percent). Another 
poll released last week by the 
Los Angeles Times showed 
it winning by a 44-34 percent 
margin. 

Prop. 174, the so-called 
“private school voucher’’ 
scheme, is quite another sto¬ 
ry, however. This proposition, 
one that could put control of 
public schools in the hands of 
people like the Christian fun¬ 
damentalists, is looking at al¬ 
most certain defeat.

Locally, incumbent City 
Attorney Louise Renne is be¬ 
ing opposed by well-known 
attorney Neil Eisenberg, long 
a power in Democratic Party 
politics. While Renne seems 
to have garnered most of the 
big-name and political club 
endorsements (although 
Eisenberg is backed by 
Quentin Kopp, District Attor¬ 
ney Arlo Smith, Jack Moli- 
nari, Jose Medina, Carol Ruth 
Silver and others), Eisenberg 
is running a strong race. This 
one should be Renne’s to lose. 
Both Renne and Eisenberg 
are friends of mine, and I’m 
making no recommendations 
in this one. 

City Treasurer Mary 
Callanan is so much more 
qualified than her opponent 
that she will win in a walk. 

I don’t care a lot about 
most of the local propositions, 
though I’m voting for Prop. A 
because it includes funding 
for a lesbian/gay cultural cen¬ 
ter. Probably one of the silli¬ 
est plans to make the ballot in 
years is Prop. BB, which 
would give some publicity¬ 
seeking police officer the 
right to use a puppet dressed 
as a cop while performing his 
duties. (Yes, folks, this one is 
up for a public vote, and now 
you know why the phrase 
“only in San Francisco” is so 
often used.) What the hell, 
vote as you please next Tues¬ 
day, but please vote!

More than a few gays and 
lesbians in Representative 
Tom Lantos’ district are won¬ 
dering where the congress¬ 
man really stands on gays/les¬ 
bians in the military. Trying 
to have it both ways, the con¬ 
gressman is claiming to be 
supportive of homosexuals in 
the military while at the same 
time quietly voting for the 
Meehan amendment (with ad¬ 
ditions courtesy of Sam 
Nunn), which was also sup¬ 
ported by the anti-gay Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. I was never a 
fan of Tom Lantos, anyway. 
Hopefully, a more progressive 
candidate supportive of the 
gay and lesbian community 
will emerge next year in the 
Democratic primary against 
this guy. 

And speaking of sorry po¬ 
litical candidates, former 
Palm Springs Mayor Sonny 
Bono (you got it, babe, that 
Sonny Bono) is reportedly set 
to announce that he will run 
for lieutenant governor. Be¬ 
cause of his name recognition, 
the Republicans will probably 
nominate him, which should 
make Gray Davis, the only 
announced Democratic candi¬ 
date for lieutenant governor, 
a shoe-in (or is it shoo-in?) to 
replace Leo McCarthy. 

In other statewide races 
next year, you can look for 
Republican Assemblymember 
Bill Jones (Fresno) to run for 
secretary of state, former 
GOP Representative Frank 
Riggs (Windsor) to try for 
controller, and Republican 
Assemblyman Chuck Quack- 
enbush (San Jose) to run for 
insurance commissioner. 

As for the Democrats, 
Board of Equalization Chair 
Brad Sherman has announced 
for controller; retiring state 
Senator David Roberti (Van 
Nuys) will most likely run for 
state treasurer; San Francisco 
D.A. Arlo Smith is favored by 
the Democrats to take on in¬ 
cumbent anti-gay Attorney 
General Dan Lungren in an¬ 
other go-around; and Deputy 
Secretary of State Tony 
Miller reportedly already has 
the support of outgoing Sec¬ 
retary of State March Fong 


Eu (who will soon be appoint¬ 
ed to an ambassadorship in 
the Far East). 

If he wins, Miller would be 
the first openly gay person to 
win statewide office. Assem¬ 
blywoman Jackie Speier (San 
Mateo) and Assemblywoman 
Gwen Moore (Los Angeles) 
are expected to battle Miller 
for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion. Incidentally, March 
Fong Eu’s son, Matt Fong, is 
expected to be the Republi¬ 
can nominee for treasurer 
and will likely face either 
Roberti or Assemblyman 
Rusty Areias, the two likely 
Democrats seeking the job. 

Meanwhile, the California 
Republican Assembly (these 
people manage to make Pete 
Wilson look like a moderate) 
passed a resolution at their re¬ 
cent board of directors meet¬ 
ing asking Wilson not to run 
for re-election. The conserva¬ 
tive anti-Wilson group will 
probably enter former Assem¬ 
blyman Tom McClintock 
against the governor in next 
year’s GOP primary. 

If you want to meet the 
president of the United 
States, you might get the 
chance if you attend the 
$l,000-per-plate fundraiser for 
Dianne Feinstein at the Fair¬ 
mont on November 19. The 
Prez will be the guest speak¬ 
er; you can get tickets and 
info by calling 433-1333. 

The annual AIDS Walk in 
Philadelphia last week drew 
12,000 and raised $625,000 for 
AIDS organizations in that 
city. 

Homophobic televangelist 
Pat Robertson last week en¬ 
dorsed the Republican candi¬ 
date for governor of Virginia 
in next Tuesday’s election, 
and unfortunately, that candi¬ 
date is said to be now leading 
her Democratic opponent in 
the polls. 

With sisters like this: La 
Toya Jackson told the Jane 
Whitney Show audience that 
she thinks the public has “al¬ 
ready convicted” her brother 
Michael as regards those sex- 
abuse allegations. Then the 
psychic hypester went on to 
add, “As far as his sexual 
preference, he never had a 
girlfriend — ever.” 

Yale University is extend¬ 
ing health benefits to the part¬ 
ners of gay faculty members, 
administrators, and managers. 
Yale, in New Haven, Conn., 
joins other leading universi¬ 
ties — such as Stanford, Har¬ 
vard, MIT, and the University 
of Chicago — in extending cov¬ 
erage to gay partners. 

He’s back! Former Vice 
President Dan Quayle, ap¬ 
pearing at the dedication of 
the Dan Quayle Center and 
Museum (?!) in Huntington, 
Indiana, last week, dropped 
hints all over the place that 
he wants to run for president 
in 1996. Quayle broke nearly

Frankie and Johnny scrub 
and tidy the block of Polk 
Street between Washington 
and Clay, in exchange for 
which, as the B.A.R. reported 
in August, the merchants on 
the block have been helping 
the gay homeless couple out. 
The future started looking up 
for them after that story, but 
unfortunately, things have re¬ 
cently taken a turn for the 
worse. 

“Johnny’s been looking re¬ 
ally sick lately. I hope he isn’t 
going to die,” a friendly, 
green-eyed waitress at Bean’s 
Cafe told the B.A.R. when 
asked about the pair. The 
owner of the Cafe, Pat, 
agreed with the waitress’s as¬ 
sessment, adding, “I just saw 
Frankie down the street. Go 
down and find out what’s go¬ 
ing on.” 

It was true. Frankie was 
down the street — uncharac¬ 
teristically alone. “Johnny just 
won’t get out of bed,” he 
moaned. Only after a call to 
Johnny, and a half hour wait, 
did he show up wearing a 
brave smile and purple le¬ 
sions on his face. He didn’t 
have them in August. 

Even so, Johnny was up¬ 
beat. “Times are better than 
before,” he said. “We don’t 
live on the street anymore.” 

A man wearing round 
spectacles saw Johnny’s face 
and turned away as he 
passed. 

“Johnny’s been visiting the 
hospital,” Frankie said quiet¬ 
ly- 

“No I haven’t, I’ve been 
working each night,” Johnny 
insisted. 

Frankie put his hand on 
Johnny’s shoulder. “Cut the 
bullshit,” he said. 

"The police don't care” 

Frankie walked to a liquor 
store and came back with a 
pack of generic cigarettes for 
Johnny. While he returned, 
the two scrutinized the side¬ 
walk, which was scrubbed 
clean except for several white 
blotches caking on the pave¬ 
ment. “I washed the sidewalk 
today, but the damn birds 


come by and shit on it,” 
Frankie shrugged. 

A police car passed by and 
Frankie and Johnny automat¬ 
ically started hunching. The 
car continued south on Polk. 

“The police have been has¬ 
sling us,” Frankie com¬ 
plained. “We tell them we 
just cleaned the street but 
they don’t care. They tell us 
to walk away.” 

“Mayor Jordan with his 
MATRIX program!” grum¬ 
bled Johnny. “It’s supposed to 
be focused on the ‘criminal el¬ 
ement.’ But they don’t know 
who it is so they chase us [the 
homeless] all out.” 

Johnny told the B.A.R. he 
wasn’t scared about his cur¬ 
rent health problems, but ac¬ 
knowledged, “sometimes my 
face hurts and whenever I’ve 
gotta blow my nose or rub 
my face the sores crack and 
bleed.” 

Frankie and Johnny say 
they have recently adopted a 
new attitude towards sex. 
“We are still lovers and we 
practice safe sex by just hug¬ 
ging and kissing. We don’t 
have to prove our love with 
sex. We would still do any¬ 
thing for each other.” 

Once again, Frankie left, 
this time for Dos Amigos for 
a restroom break. 

“The merchants [Cinch 
Bar, Dos Amigos, Twin’s Bak¬ 
ery, Polk Street Bean’s Cafe, 
Polk & Clay Liquors, Sam’s 
Chinese, and Thai Spice] still 
help us out,” Johnny said as 
Frankie returned. “They have 
not treated me any worse be¬ 
cause of my condition.” 

A new street resident 
passed by, wearing a turtle¬ 
neck with a tie, black jeans, 
and pointy cowboy boots with 
silver tipped toes. He then got 
on all fours and sniffed 
Frankie before barking, “The 
devil takes you to the limit.” 

Frankie and Johnnie 
watched as the man stood 
and cartwheeled toward 
Washington Street, then 
stopped the tumbling and 
pointed at Johnny. “Oh God, 
look at his face!” he cried. 

“He always comes by 
here,” Frankie sighed. “He’s 
lost it.” ▼ 


Suspected Castro Bashers Arrested

Two adult females, an 
adult male, and a juvenile fe¬ 
male were arrested after an 
altercation in the Castro on 
Tuesday, October 27.

ADL Sued Over Gerard Files

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
A coalition of social and polit¬ 
ical groups filed suit Thurs¬ 
day, October 21, accusing the 
Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith of helping author¬ 
ities spy on them and discour¬ 
age their activities in three 
California cities. 

The groups, including asso¬ 
ciations of Arab-Americans, 
attorneys, anti-apartheid ac¬ 
tivists, American Indians, and 
others, contend that 40 years 
of cooperation between the 
ADL and police in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Los Angeles, and San 
Diego violated their federal 
and state constitutional rights. 

The suit seeks a court or¬ 
der to block further surveil¬ 
lance activities directed 
against the groups and un¬ 
specified monetary damages. 

In a statement issued 
Thursday, the ADL said the 
suit was “without merit” and 
said the charges of conspiracy 
were “completely false.” 

“The Anti-Defamation 
League conducts its factfind¬ 


ing seriously, professionally, 
and lawfully,” the statement 
said. “The conspiracy theories 
outlined in the complaint are 
completely false and serve 
only to highlight the plain¬ 
tiffs’ political agenda. The 
Anti-Defamation League will 
not be deterred from its man¬ 
date to counter extremism is 
defense of American democ¬ 
racy.’’ 

The lawsuit is the latest 
development since revelations 
high-ranking San Francisco 
police inspector Thomas Ger¬ 
ard supplied the ADL with 
confidential information ob¬ 
tained by police surveillance. 

The suit alleges the Jewish 
watchdog group turned infor¬ 
mation about Palestinian 
groups in the Bay Area over 
to the Israeli government and 
about anti-apartheid groups to 
the South African govern¬ 
ment. 

Lesbians and gays were 
also observed by Gerard on 
behalf of the ADL, and the 
Bay Area Reporter was re- 
ferred to in one ADL dossier 
as “pinko.” 


“This is an attempt to stop 
the illegal activities of the 
ADL and the San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, and San Diego 
police departments,” said 
Marc van der Hout, an attor¬ 
ney representing the National 
Lawyers Guild, at one of two 
simultaneous press confer¬ 
ences announcing the lawsuit 
in San Francisco and Los An¬ 
geles. 

“A state agency like the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment has no right to monitor 
the lawful activities of these 
organizations,” he said. 

Peter Schey, an attorney 
for the plaintiffs, said he be¬ 
lieved the violations were 
made by only a few members 
of the ADL. 

“It is our opinion that the 
vast majority of ADL support¬ 
ers and employees knew 
nothing about these covert 
ADL operations,” he said. 
“We hope that the suit will be 
a discovery mechanism allow 
us access to more documents 
so that we can unearth the 
full scope of the ADL’s activ¬ 
ities.” T

the Facts,” “It’s Time To Stop 
the Denial,” and “Women 
who Fuck Women Can Get 
HIV/AIDS Too.” Men ap¬ 
plauded from the doors of 
crowded bars. Rita Shimmin, 
Director of HIV Services at 
Lyon-Martin Clinic, spoke as 
she marched, telling the Bay 
Area Reporter that the event 
was “what Joan’s life was all 
about: being seen, being 
heard, making a difference.” 

“Take care of ourselves 
and each other” 

Shimmin continued, “It’s a 
testimony to what she has 
meant to all the women’s 
community — she stood up for 
services for all women. And 
because of what she demand¬ 
ed, everybody else will have 
an easier time getting [treat¬ 
ment needs met]. It’s still not 
easy. We have been taking 
care of our gay brothers but 
we also have to take care of 
ourselves and each other, and 
Jenn and Joan modeled that. 
We need to think highly 
enough of ourselves to de¬ 
mand that for ourselves.” 

Among the speakers who 
addressed the marchers and 
Saturday crowds at Harvey 
Milk Plaza were Maeder, Les¬ 
bian Avenger Judith Cohen, 
Rebecca Dennison of 
WORLD (Women Organized 
to Respond to Life-threaten¬ 
ing Diseases), Shimmin, and 
Melissa Jones and Tia Mar¬ 
tinez from the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health 
AIDS Office. Several speak¬ 
ers joined Shimmin in stress¬ 
ing the need for visibility and 
recognition of the women 
now living with HIV/AIDS, 
and the need to take care of 
each other. 

Speaker Dorothy Bartolo- 
mucci, who is living with 
AIDS, said, “No one is saying 
women are getting HIV, so 
women aren’t getting tested. 
Women wait until the last 
minute to get tested. They 
find out they have this dis¬ 
ease when they have full¬ 
blown AIDS. Five years 
down the line, women are go¬ 
ing to start getting sick, and 
aren’t going to have any¬ 
where to go, unless we get to¬ 
gether now and start making 


a difference.” 

Bartolomucci went to the 
March on Washington, where, 
she related, “I told the CDC, 
‘You have me listed as a het¬ 
erosexual woman. I’m not, 
I’m a lesbian, and I want to 
be counted.’” 

Also critical of the health 
bureaucracy’s response to 
women with AIDS was Den¬ 
nison, who asserted, “We 
have to demand more re¬ 
search. It’s not hard to get 
samples of vaginal fluid and 
menstrual blood, but they still 
don’t know what our risks 
are, and the fastest growing 
group of people with AIDS is 
women.” 

The FDA was specifically 
criticized for its exclusion of 
women from clinical trials in 
literature circulated by Kate 
Krauss of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate. Krauss explained, “This 
march coincides with an ef¬ 
fort by ACT UPs around the 
country to protest the new 
FDA guidelines on women in 
clinical trials. In the past, 
women have been totally ex¬ 
cluded. The new guidelines 
say women may be included, 
but there’s no requirement, 
no incentive, for researchers 
to do so. They’re permitted to 
exclude any woman of child¬ 
bearing age. ... Women have 
been sterilized to enter these 
trials.” 

Maeder had earlier told 
the B.A.R. that coming out to 
friends about Joan’s HIV sta¬ 
tus didn’t bring the couple the 


immediate support they saw 
extended to gay male friends 
same situation. Instead, her 
partner was immediately in¬ 
terrogated: “They would ask, 
‘How did you get it?”’ 

Maeder envisions a differ¬ 
ent response from a women’s 
community awakened to the 
realities of lesbians with HIV. 
“We need to support the 
women who are positive, ac¬ 
knowledge them, listen to 
them, lesbian, bi, or hetero¬ 
sexual. Part of the reason we 
are marching in the Castro is 
to be public outreach in our 
own community, to say this is 
not an issue that only affects 
men. We have a lot to learn 
from these women about 
compassion and courage. We 
need to acknowledge they’re 
human like the rest of us, and 
let them know they are wel¬ 
come.” 

Maeder again spoke at 
Harvey Milk Plaza, of the 
need for a unity transcending 
our labels. “We can’t ignore 
women’s needs. This doesn’t 
mean ignore men’s needs; 
we’re all in this together. We 
can’t concentrate on one gen¬ 
der, one preference, or one la¬ 
bel. Just think of the lives we 
can save, the lives we can ex¬ 
tend; imagine if a woman 
here today who might be at 
risk now gets tested, and if 
we can tell her she has a life, 
she has a future, she has a 
community that will support

There was a lively Reggae 
festival at Golden Gate Park 
on Friday, October 16, but 
that wasn’t what attracted the 
80 or so people to a spot a 
few hundred yards away off 
Bowling Green Drive. The 
men, women, and children 
singlemindediy went about 
the business of planting trees, 
trimming the grass, and clear¬ 
ing the area of weeds until 
exactly twelve o’clock noon, 
when they stopped their tasks 
to gather in a circle, join 
hands, and call out names of 
people they knew who had 
died of AIDS. 

This same kind of activity 
takes place one Saturday each 
month at the a 15-acre spot in 
the park, formerly called De 
Laveaga Dell, but now called 
the AIDS Memorial Grove. In 
the two years since the Grove 
was launched, it has evolved 
into a well-organized, volun¬ 
teer community effort. 

Each monthly “workday,” 
one corporate sponsor do¬ 
nates a minimum of $250 and 
brings in at least ten volun¬ 
teers to participate in the 
day’s scheduled activity. Oth¬ 
ers participate by donating 
$100 in memory of a loved 
one, or by organizing a group 
to help in the day’s work. 
This month, the sponsors 
were the McKesson Group, 
Mike Kurokawa, and the San 
Francisco League of Urban 


Gardeners (SLUG), which 
brought in the “green team” 
from Juvenile Hall, Youth 
Quest, and the Asian-Ameri- 
can Residential Recovery Ser¬ 
vices. Food and beverage 
donors included Spinelli’s, 
Noah’s Bagels, Magnani Poul¬ 
try of Oakland, and Garibal¬ 
di’s on Presidio. 

Keeping memories alive 

The grove began in 1991, 
when a group of friends de¬ 
cided they needed a physical 
location in which to harness 
the gifts of nature, as a way 
to keep alive the memories of 
loved ones who have passed 
away from AIDS, while pro¬ 
viding a venue for the living 
to cope with loss and grief. 
The search for a location led 
to Golden Gate Park, in a 
once-splendid section known 
as De Laveaga Dell that had 
fallen into disrepair over the 
years. 

The dell originally opened 
in 1921, a gift from the estate 
of Jose Vicente de Laveaga, 
and quickly became an attrac¬ 
tion with its lake and stream 
lined with artfully construct¬ 
ed false boulders, and a land¬ 
scape that featured rhododen¬ 
drons, camellias, oaks, irises, 
and spectacular ferns. Unfor¬ 
tunately, in recent decades it 
suffered a lack of mainte¬ 
nance and its popularity de¬ 
clined. 

With the help of park offi¬ 
cials, De Laveaga Dell was 


designated the home of the 
AIDS Memorial Grove. The 
design plan for the Grove was 
approved in 1992, with the 
goal of retaining the peaceful 
pastoral spirit of the dell 
while creating a powerful 
memorial. Part of the design 
is the development of four 
gathering areas — the Dog¬ 
wood Crescent, the Redwood 
Circle, the Neadcown Circle 
and Overlook, and the Fern 
Grotto — which will provide 
opportunities for individual 
or group remembrances. 

Todd Cole, co-chair of the 
site committee, told the 
B.A.R.that the full comple¬ 
tion of the Grove plan may 
take another two to three 
years, but says that most ev¬ 
eryone is pleased with the 
progress so far achieved in 
“rejuvenating” the area. 

For many volunteers, par¬ 
ticipation in a single workday 
leads to another — and anoth¬ 
er, and another. A few volun¬ 
teers have not missed a single 
workday, like Mary Clay- 
comb, who usually shows up 
at the Grove with her kids. 
Skip Moulton is another 
Grove faithful: each visit to 
the Grove provides him with 
a living memory of his lover 
who had passed away from 
AIDS. Another volunteer, 
Ben Small, gathers dried 
grass and leaves from the 
Grove and makes them into 
bouquet cards, which are sold 
to benefit the project. SLUG’s 


Joshua Bloom was quick to 
point out that the participa¬ 
tion of young kids in this pro¬ 
ject is a unique way to make 
them aware of the devastat¬ 
ing effects of the epidemic 
and to make them better un¬ 
derstand the human and spir¬ 
itual aspects surrounding 
AIDS. 

Saturday, November 6, 
1993, has been designated as 
“volunteer appreciation day,” 
where volunteers will be hon¬ 
ored for the time, love, and 


commitment they have ex¬ 
tended to the realization of 
the first ever significant living 
memorial for persons lost to 
AIDS. This time around, it 
will not be a workday, but 
rather a time just to have fun, 
enjoy the company of friends, 
and perhaps dance to Reggae.

Ryan White's Mom 
On AIDS Education

SAN FRANCISCO - In a 
tearful review of her son 
Ryan’s inspiring battle with 
AIDS, Jeanne White asked 
health care providers and 
AIDS activists on Wednesday, 
October 20, to work for uni¬ 
versal education in schools 
about the deadly disease. 

At a national AIDS gather¬ 
ing, White recalled her son’s 
ordeal of being forced out of 
school after his diagnosis in 
1984. He was 13 at the time. 
White said little was known 
then about how the disease 
was spread, and fear ran ram¬ 
pant. 

White said Ryan, a 


hemophiliac who contracted 
AIDS through a tainted blood 
transfusion and died five 
years later, held up coura¬ 
geously against the prejudice 
of his teachers, classmates, 
and even doctors. 

She said Ryan, whose life 
was featured in a television 
movie, forgave those who 
shunned him with humor and 
understanding. He became a 
symbol for activists promot¬ 
ing the civil rights of people 
with AIDS. 

White, who got a standing 
ovation, urged that all schools 
“tell the whole truth” in teach¬ 
ing children about AIDS, how 
it is contracted, and how to 
prevent getting it. T

Study: PWAs Need 
Change in Care System

SAN FRANCISCO - On 
Sunday, October 24, scientists 
urged a more centralized ap¬ 
proach to AIDS care, noting 
turf wars, limited resources 
and narrow goals typical of 
the current system of many 
small providers often inter¬ 
fere with services. 

Studies in Oakland, Cali¬ 
fornia, and Baltimore docu¬ 
mented a lack of coordination 
among AIDS care providers, 
noting many organizations 
duplicated functions, while 
other needed services were 
not available at all. 

“It is difficult to develop a 
sustainable HIV service deliv¬ 
ery system because so many 
organizations are operating in 
a fragmented way,” said 
Thomas Rundall, professor of 
public health at the Universi¬ 
ty of California, Berkeley. 

“Our research supports 
anecdotal stories in the popu¬ 
lar press regarding HlV-posi- 


tive clients who have difficul¬ 
ty understanding the system 
and difficulty using it to meet 
their needs.” 

In many communities, 
AIDS services are provided 
by dozens of small, indepen¬ 
dent organizations, often serv¬ 
ing narrow subgroups of pa¬ 
tients, such as homosexuals 
or women or blacks or 
hemophiliacs, and providing 
only a single service, such as 
home health care or delivery 
of meals. 

“Little effort is put into co¬ 
ordinating service delivery 
with others,” Rundall said. 
“AIDS patients often have to 
find and coordinate services 
on their own or go without. 
They may not know what 
they really need, much less 
where to get it.” 

Collaborative breakdown 

The researchers from UC 
Berkeley, Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity in Baltimore and the 
Federal Department of 
Health and Human Services 


recommended small organiza¬ 
tions join networks of service 
providers, to share resources 
and collaborate on planning. 

Currently, the studies 
found, small providers do few 
referrals, if any, and rarely 
share resources, in contrast to 
larger, multi-service providers 
that are much more willing to 
pool resources and provide a 
wide array of care. 

“The breakdown of collab¬ 
oration can be attributed to 
limited resources in small 
agencies, narrowly defined or¬ 
ganizational missions and turf 
protection,” Rundall said. 
“Goals for organizations pro¬ 
viding only a single service 
are very narrow.” 

The certain resistance to 
centralization and coordina¬ 
tion by many small providers 
must be overcome, the re¬ 
searchers said, noting that as 
the deadly disease spreads be¬ 
yond the original afflicted 
groups, “we are clearly enter¬ 
ing a new phase of the AIDS 
epidemic.” ▼

tudes, they said. 

“Although everyone agrees 
therapies need to be better 
than they are, the mood has 
recovered,” Dr. Paul Volberd- 
ing, director of the AIDS Pro¬ 
gram at San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital, said at the Sixth 
National AIDS Update Con¬ 
ference. 

Since the epidemic began 
in 1981, 315,390 Americans 
have been stricken with 
AIDS, and 194,344 have died, 
according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion in Atlanta. 

Of particular interest are 
studies of long-term survivors 
who have remained symp¬ 
tom-free five to ten years af¬ 
ter being infected. They may 
provide a critical clue as to 
why some people remain 
healthy while others become 
deathly sick when invaded by 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus that is thought to cause 
AIDS. 

Also on the front burner 
are therapeutic strategies in¬ 
volving combinations of 
drugs. 


Scientists agree there is no 
good therapy for AIDS, but 
hope while waiting for a non¬ 
toxic and effective drug to be 
developed, some combination 
of existing treatments might 
be used to prolong and im¬ 
prove life for at least some 
patients. 

Scientists also said initial 
test results on a group of 
drugs called protease in¬ 
hibitors, which block the 


growth of infectious viruses, 
has been promising. 

In addition, Volberding 
said, researchers are on the 
verge of developing tests that 
can quickly measure the effec¬ 
tiveness of a treatment in an 
individual. 

Because of the wide range 
of symptoms and reactions to 
HIV infection, such tests 
could prove vital in making 
sure no patient gets over- or 
under-treated. T

LA., San Diego Forums: HIV and People of Color

Of the numerous HIV/ 
AIDS conferences held every 
year throughout America, few 
are designed to specifically 
address the concerns of peo¬ 
ple of color, despite studies 
and statistics that identify 
communities of color — in¬ 
cluding gay men of color — as 
among the sectors where 
HIV/AIDS is increasing at 
alarming rates. 

To address that gap, the 
Western Region AIDS Educa¬ 
tion Project (WRAEP) Com¬ 
prehensive Health Center 
sponsored a regional confer¬ 
ence on people of color and 
HIV on October 13-15 at the 
Carmel Highland Doubletree 
Resort in San Diego, with the 
theme, “HIV and the Second 
Decade: Challenges, Priorities 
and Solutions.” 

The objectives of the con¬ 
ference were: to review the 
challenges people of color 
face in the second decade of 
HIV; establish priorities and 
identifying realistic and rea¬ 
sonable solutions to address 
the challenges; and provide a 
forum for community leaders 
and concerned citizens to de¬ 
fine their needs relative to 
substance abuse and HIV dis¬ 
ease. 

Workshops within the con¬ 
ference addressed HIV/AIDS 
issues that affect a wide spec¬ 
trum of populations within 
the different communities of

color. Specifically, the confer¬ 
ence workshops included 
such topics as “Resolving the 
issues of invisibility and isola¬ 
tion faced by lesbians of col¬ 
or,” and “Confronting HIV/ 
AIDS in gay men of color.” 

In addition to addressing 
the unique concerns of the 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
communities, the workshops 
took a fresh look at tradition¬ 
al healing practices for HIV¬ 
positive persons of color and 
tried to address specific needs 
of four communities of color: 
Asian and Pacific Islanders, 
African-Americans, Latinos 
and Native Americans. ▼

Two days after a confer¬ 
ence on HIV and people of 
color ended in San Diego, 
Hispanic community leaders 
in Los Angeles held a forum 
to discuss the rising tide of 
AIDS among Los Angeles

One of every three people 
with AIDS in Los Angeles 
County is Hispanic, state sen¬ 
ator Art Torres, D-Los Ange¬ 
les, said in his opening re¬ 
marks at the Los Angeles 
County Intergovernmental 
Hearing on HIV/AIDS in the 
Latino Community. 

Hispanics constitute the 
fastest growing segment of 
newly diagnosed AIDS cases,

Polanco (D-LA) stated that 
''it's time for us to develop 
consensus on strategy/' 


with a 95 percent increase 
among Hispanic males report¬ 
ed over the last year. 

“Without a proper Latino/ 
Latina strategy in place, we 
have every reason to believe 
these numbers will increase,” 
Torres said. 

Myths about the disease 
and its victims permeates the 
community, forum partici¬ 
pants agreed. 

In addition to addressing 
cultural and religious barriers 
to safe-sex preventative mea¬ 
sures, a network of low-cost 
clinics for people with AIDS 
needs to be established in 
East Los Angeles and other 
largely Hispanic areas of the 
county, forum participants 
said. 

“It’s time for us to develop 
a consensus on strategy. A 
strategy that comes from the 
community will bring long- 
lasting benefits to that com¬ 
munity,” said state Assembly- 
man Richard Polanco, D-Los 
Angeles. 

Also attending the forum 
were representatives from the 
county Board of Supervisors, 
the Catholic Archdiocese of 
Los Angeles, Mayor Richard 
Riordan’s newly formed hu¬ 
man relations commission, 
healthcare workers from local 
hospitals and clinics, and the 
Los Angeles Unified School 
District. ▼

SAN FRANCISCO - Dr. 
Donald Francis, the real-life 
researcher who was used as 
the central character of the 
film And the Band Played 
On, spoke at the Fifth Annu¬ 
al AIDS Update Conference 
in San Francisco, Wednesday, 
October 20. 

Francis reported on the 
progress on an AIDS vaccine 
that is expected to be tested 
on thousands of people begin¬ 
ning next year. Some 300 peo¬ 
ple already have been inocu¬ 
lated with the vaccine, devel¬ 
oped by the biotechnology 
firm Genentech of South Sar 
Francisco. 

Francis told his audience 
thus far the only side effects 
have been sore arms. 

He said the question re 
mains whether the vaccine 
can protect high-risk individ 
uals against infection. To an¬ 
swer this question, re¬ 
searchers plan to test the vac¬ 
cine on several thousand gay 
men and intravenous drug 
users in late 1994. 

Francis said liability, cost, 
and profits are the main ob¬ 
stacles in getting more drug 
companies interested in man¬ 
ufacturing an AIDS vaccine. T

Alioto Agrees To Alter 
Proposed S.F. Smoking Ban

Bars will not be included in 
the proposed San Francisco 
ordinance that would totally 
ban smoking in places of 
employment. Board of Super¬ 
visors president Angela Alioto 
offered this and several other 
amendments to her original 
proposal in what was seen as a 
compromise to strong objec¬ 
tions from restaurant and bar 
owners over the 100 percent 
smoke-free legislation. Also 
excluded from the proposed 
ordinance are restaurants that 
have bars in the same physical 
location. 

At a packed hearing held 
Tuesday, October 26, the 
Health, Public Safety, and En¬ 
vironment Committee voted to 
elevate the issue to the full 
board. The committee actions 
came after a series of public 
hearings over the last few 
months where health ad¬ 
vocates and the business sector 
clashed over whether or not 
government should be allowed 
to interfere in what was con¬ 
sidered private sector behavior 
of its citizens. The hotel and 
restaurant industry contends 
that passing such an ordinance 
would be detrimental to busi¬ 
ness, while supporters of the 
ban insist that the rights of 
non-smokers and employees 
where smoking is allowed 
should be protected. The En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agen¬ 
cy (EPA) has ruled that second¬ 
hand smoke is considered a 
cancer-causing Class A car¬ 
cinogen for which there is no 
safe level of exposure for 
humans. 

Alioto also proposed that if 
approved, the ordinance will 
take effect in January, 1995, 


and that after twelve months of 
being in force, a review of the 
ordinance will be conducted to 
determine whether or not it 
would cause financial hard¬ 
ship on the part of the restau¬ 
rant owners. Supervisor Ter¬ 
rence Hallinan’s counter¬ 
proposal cutting down the 
timeline of this review to six 
months, was approved by the 
committee. 

Supervisor Susan Leal Also 


offered an amendment to ex¬ 
clude hotel and motel 
guestrooms from the ban, pro¬ 
vided that no less than 35 per¬ 
cent of the guestrooms would 
be non-smoking. 

The office of Mayor Frank 
Jordan had indicated that, with 
the amendments offered by 
Alioto and Leal, the mayor 
would act favorably on the or¬ 
dinance when it get to his desk 
for signature. T

Bigger and Better: 

Growth Hormone and HIV Study

A study of genetically engi¬ 
neered recombinant growth 
hormone as a possible treat¬ 
ment for people with HIV 
who have wasting syndrome 
is underway by University of 
California Medical Center re¬ 
searchers. 

The trial, conducted at San 
Francisco General Hospital 
and the Veteran’s Administra¬ 
tion Medical Center, seeks 
volunteers who have docu¬ 
mented unintentional weight 
loss of at least ten percent of 
body weight, are taking an 
anti-retroviral drug such as 
AZT, ddi, ddC, or d4t, and 
are well enough to walk 
around and meet other study 
requirements. 

Participants will receive a 
full day of testing, including a 
physical exam and strength 
and endurance tests, at San 
Francisco General Hospital. 

Volunteers will be divided 
into two groups, with half get¬ 
ting the growth hormone and 
the other half a placebo. 

At the end of an initial 
three-month period in the 
study, all participants will be 
given growth hormone for an 
indefinite period, according to 
UCSF assistant research en¬ 


docrinologist Dr. Kathy Mul¬ 
ligan, who is the co-investiga¬ 
tor of the study, ‘‘as long as 
we feel it’s doing some good, 
unless side effects develop, 
the patients chooses to go off, 
or it’s approved by the FDA. 

“Several factors can con¬ 
tribute to weight loss in peo¬ 
ple with HIV,” Mulligan told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 
“There can be a decrease in 
food intake with a loss of ap¬ 
petite, or malabsorption, and 
people with HIV can have 
problems with diarrhea.” 

HIV-infected patients tend 
to lose more lean tissue than 
fat, and as a result may feel 
weak and fatigued, Mulligan 
said. Nutritional therapy can 
increase appetite and food 
consumption, but the weight 
gain tends to be in fat and not 
lean tissue. 

Previous positive results 

A previous SFGH study of 
recombinant growth hormone 
in 12 patients showed that all 
patients — including six with 
HIV infection —- gained 
weight. In that study, the pa¬ 
tients with HIV gained an av¬ 
erage of five pounds during 
one week of therapy. 

Mulligan said that re¬ 
searchers in the current study 


don’t believe that everyone is 
going to gain that much 
weight that quickly. She also 
acknowledged that the drug 
may induce a slight increase 
in blood sugar or fat levels 
and puffiness in the arms and 
legs as side effects. 

Mulligan said that the 
study is open to people with 
“some KS lesions on the skin, 
but excludes patients with 
oral or esophageal KS le¬ 
sions.” Patients must also not 
be in the midst of an oppor¬ 
tunistic infection or suffer 
from constant, unremitting, 
and debilitating diarrhea. 

Volunteers must also not 
be taking Marinol, a synthetic 
nausea reliever containing the 
active ingredient in marijua¬ 
na, or Megase, or other an¬ 
abolic medications.

Achtenberg Still Likes Clinton, 
And Her Son Loves Washington

A sizable crowd turned out 
for a reception honoring 
Roberta Achtenberg, Assis¬ 
tant Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development, at the 
Los Angeles Gay 8b Lesbian 
Community Services Center 
on October 18. She is the 
highest ranking openly les¬ 
bian or gay person in the U.S. 
government. 

Achtenberg, in the city to 
check in with the “Rebuild 
L.A.” effort and to visit with 
friends, took a few minutes 
out to talk with a reporter 
from her former hometown 
newspaper. 

Though she did not think 
it appropriate to comment ex¬ 
tensively on the gays-in-the- 
military issue, Achtenberg did 
say, “I don’t know anyone 
who’s happy with the result. 
... I have made my views 
known to the President.” She 
said someone in Washington 
had pulled her aside and said 
“I heard the President called 
you in to tone you down,” to 
which Achtenberg responded 
“I have no idea what you’re 
talking about — that’s ridicu¬ 
lous.” She didn’t elaborate on 
who inquired. 

“You agree to become part 
of a presidential team — which 
is what you are,” she contin¬ 
ued. “You serve at the plea¬ 
sure of the president. If it be¬ 
comes intolerable for you to 
serve, then you resign. Your 
obligation is to do your job to 
the very best of your ability 
and try to serve all the peo¬ 
ple. If you have issues you 
want to raise with the presi¬ 
dent, then you raise them pri¬ 
vately. You don’t raise them 
in the newspaper — at least in 
my view.” 

Achtenberg, one of Clin¬ 
ton’s biggest campaign sup¬ 
porters, still thinks Clinton 
“gets it. The President is a 
man with an exquisite appre¬ 
ciation of people in all their 
diversity,” she said. “But I 
don’t think anyone under¬ 
stood what it would mean to 
promise what he promised. I 
don’t think he did. I don’t 
think you or I did. 

"Not an issue in isolation" 

“I don’t think any of the 
observers really knew what it 
would mean and I don’t know 


that they knew that the issue 
would arise at a time when 
the administration had been 
dealt a blow politically on the 
stimulus package, and was 
about to confront a budget 
that only barely squeaked by, 
and was in the process of 
downsizing the military and 
trying to figure what the mil¬ 
itary’s mission should be in 
the post-Cold War era. I can 
understand why people 
would view this as an issue in 
isolation, but it was not an is¬ 
sue in isolation. That is not an 
excuse — it’s an explanation.” 

Achtenberg also noted that 
nobody “anticipated what 
would happen when I was 
nominated and what the con¬ 
firmation process might be 
like — nobody really knew 
that it was going to be like 
what it was. Not the veteran 
observers. The President 
didn’t know. I didn’t know. 

“And I don’t know that 
anybody could have known,” 
she said. “These things have 
never been done before. 
They’ve never been tried be¬ 
fore. To Bill Clinton’s credit, 
he has been willing to try and 
that is very important. What 
people decide that means in 
the end, I suppose, is an indi¬ 
vidual decision.” 

She told the B.A.R. she 
thinks the federal civil rights 
bill is “a number of years 
away, but closer than it has 
been. If more than two-thirds 


of the Senate are willing to 
judge people on their ability 
to do the job rather than their 
status, then I think that shows 
some promise. It’s a large 
leap from that to letting a gay 
and lesbian civil rights bill 
get out of a committee and 
onto the floor of Congress. 
But stranger things have hap¬ 
pened in our lifetime.” 

Achtenberg says that in 
her three months on the job, 
her department has become 
“very aggressive” in enforcing 
the federal fair housing laws, 
which essentially are civil 
rights laws. 

Achtenberg misses her 
friends. But, she said, “I get to 
do a really great job,” imple¬ 
menting on a national level 
the “principles” she learned in 
San Francisco. “I’m grateful 
every day for the kind of ex¬ 
perience I have had as a polit¬ 
ical person in the community 
at large and the gay and les¬ 
bian community,” she said. 
“It’s taught me a lot about 
how to try to move things for¬ 
ward and I think it’s served 
me well.” 

Meanwhile, her family — 
“the most important thing in 
the world to me” — is “great.” 
Her son Benjamin in particu¬ 
lar loves Washington, and 
since they live in the “burbs” 
he gets to “play every hour of 
the day and night” with the 
kids living next door. “It’s 
wonderful,” she said. ▼

Vacation Destination: Hell in So Cal 

Museum' Takes Creationism Seriously—and Condones Murder of Gays

SANTEE, CALIFORNIA 
— Nestled in an industrial 
park, fronting a freeway in 
East San Diego County, sits 
the 17-year-old Museum of 
Creation and Earth Science, 
the object of devout pilgrim¬ 
age. Thousands of tourists 
and schoolchildren walk 
through the new building 
(“we started in a basement 
with just slips of paper on a 
wall”) listening to a guide ex- 1 
plain that the earth is of re¬ 
cent origin and creation is 
anywhere from six to ten 
thousand years old; “debunk” 
evolution; and “prove” bibli¬ 
cal lore. 

Each exhibit is bolstered 
by piles of “documentation” 
from the El Cajon-based “In¬ 
stitute for Creation Research,” 
which viewers are free to 
take at the various stations 
along the way. An impressive 
list of names with Ph.Ds. in 
law, research biochemistry 
and hydraulics, biology, 
physics, and geophysics is not¬ 
ed on the handbills. 

Simply to look at the mate¬ 
rial, it might seem the aim of 
the museum’s supporters is to 
see both creationism taught 
alongside evolution in Amer¬ 
ica’s classrooms, with as 
much scientific evidence bol¬ 
stering each side as can be as¬ 
sembled. But a walk through 
the museum indicates a much 
different view. 

The museum proclaims 


the absolute truth of creation¬ 
ist beliefs, and attributes 
those beliefs to a significant 
number of fundamentalist 
populations, including ortho¬ 
dox Hebrew and Islamic. A 
sign states that most “other” 
religions are evolutionary: by 
implication, at best inferior 
and at worst, apostate. Bibli¬ 
cal passages are quoted and 
visitors are explicitly ordered 
to decide “where he stands on 
this vital issue.” For those 
who may hesitate in their de¬ 
cision-making process, anoth¬ 
er sign proclaims, “The Tree 
of Evolutionism bears only 
corrupt fruits, Creationism 
bears good fruits.” 

From that beginning visi¬ 
tors stroll through Genesis, 
where it is confirmed that 
God used 24-hour days during 
the Creation — this is a strictly 
literal interpretation of the 
absolute inerrant Word of 
God. As they tread upon 
brightly painted raised con¬ 
crete outlines of the earth and 
the cosmos, visitors are con¬ 
fronted with a sign proclaim¬ 
ing that “many top as¬ 
tronomers are now abandon¬ 
ing the ‘Big Bang’ theory” just 
before moving through the 
next doorway — to the Garden 
of Eden. 

Here, much is made about 
God’s directive to man to 
have “dominion” over the 
earth and its creatures — and 
indeed, an algae-ridden fish 
tank, a few little finches with 
scant food and water, a taran¬ 


tula with no water or food, 
mice climbing an endless 
wheel to escape their 
cramped cage, and poorly- 
kept reptiles assert that do¬ 
minion in no uncertain terms. 
All around the hapless ani¬ 
mals, Eden is a vision of 
formed concrete trees and ar¬ 
tificial greenery. 

“The billions of fossils of 
both men and animals in the 
rocks of earth speak of sin 
and death — not the evolution 
of life — they must ALL be 
dated AFTER Adam’s fall,” a 
sign proclaims. 

The Flood comes next, 
complete with theories about 
God putting most of the large 
animals in a hibernating state, 
a dimensional mural of the in¬ 
side of the ark, “space pho¬ 
tographs” of the mountainous 
region in Ararat where the 
ark was purported to have 
landed, strobe lightning, and 
water sounds. 

From there, the Ice Age 
room, replete with concrete- 
formed blue-painted stalac¬ 
tites and chilly temperatures. 
It is during this exhibit that 
modern science is explained 
away to visitors. 

“All of that water [after the 
flood] had to go somewhere,” 
a guide told a recent group 
consisting of a B.A.R. re¬ 
porter and six high school stu¬ 
dents, “so it probably went 
into making the glaciers in 
the Ice Age. The dinosaurs 
were in the ark, and when the 
Ice Age came they were

caught in it and that’s how 
come their bones are found in 
various places, because they 
were left by the glaciers.” (Di¬ 
rector Steven Speilberg has 
also fallen victim to this view, 
when orthodox rabbis in Is¬ 
rael declared his Jurassic Park 
heretical because it depicted 
evolution.) 

Several sets of displays 
hold odd collections of seem¬ 
ingly unrelated things: 
monarch butterflies in one 
case; a melted 45 rpm record, 
a paintbrush, a rusty hook, 
and a melted lab flask in an¬ 
other. Still another contains a 
lengthy pictorial discourse on 
Mount St. Helens and the un¬ 
reliability of radiometric dat¬ 
ing: “To determine the geo¬ 
logical age of a fossil: Do 
NOT use depth (where 
found); Do NOT use type of 
rock; Do NOT use radiomet¬ 
ric dating; Do NOT use stage 
of evolution; DO use the 
Word of God.” 

One particularly artless ar¬ 
rangement mixes cheap 
knock-off pottery and artifacts 
— heavy on the shekels and 
menorahs — plus oil lamps, 
widow’s mites, Greek and 
Egyptian artifacts, human fos¬ 
sils, and something called 
“Post-Flood Man.” Still anoth¬ 
er sign states: “Cave men 
were not human but weaker, 
probably degenerate descen¬ 
dants of those migrating away 
from the Tower of Babel.” 
Babel is identified, for those 
who may not know, as the 
hotbed of “evolutionary pan¬ 
theism, polytheistic idolatry, 
astrology, and occult 
spiritism.” 

A crude, black-bladed 
weapon in a display case of 
Egyptian, Incan, Aztec, and 
Zapotec artifacts between 
rooms frequently catches vis¬ 
itors’ attention. For one thing, 
it was allegedly used in hu¬ 
man sacrifice, and for anoth¬ 
er, its design is decidedly 
phallic: the handle is of a 
greenish male figure, legs 
astride, the handle and blade 
extending from between his 
legs to deliver the ultimate 
“screw you.” What makes it 
seem so out of place is not its 
sexual connotations, but its 
humor. 

The Egyptian, Sumerian, 
and Greek civilizations are 
brushed aside as “man-cen¬ 
tered, anti-Christian philoso¬ 
phies.” The disciplines of Epi¬ 
cureanism (341-271 B.C.) and 
Zeno’s Stoicism (336-264 B.C.) 
are faulted for “opposing [St.] 
Paul’s preaching,” even 


though they were expounded 
some 300 years before his ex¬ 
istence. Socrates, Plato, and 
Aristotle are dismissed as 
“atheistic” or “pantheistic.” 
Animism is described as the 
basis for the religions of “un¬ 
civilized tribes” — and also for 
Hindus, Buddhists, Shintoists, 
Confucianists, and Muslims. 

After a brief reintroduction 
to the Aztecs and Incas — all 
disapproving comments about 
their behavior, heathenism, 
and human sacrifice — visitors 
move on to the final display. 
To get there, they pass what 
even the guide calls “our wall 
of infamy.” 

Actually, the wall is a hall. 
On one side are “Bible-believ- 
ing Scientists,” and Evolution¬ 
ists on the other side include 
Friedreich Nietzsche, Andrew 
Carnegie, Karl Marx, John D. 
Rockefeller, Charles Darwin 
— and his grandfather. Nazi- 
ism, communism, and racism 
are listed as being “the fruits 
of evolution.” 

The final display is listed 
as The Decadence of Pre- 
Columbian Indian Societies. 
For this culmination of the 
tour, the museum features the 
opinion of self-professed au¬ 
thority on pre-Columbian civ¬ 
ilizations — and the justifica¬ 
tion for the killing and enslav¬ 
ing of indigenous peoples — 
William Dannemeyer. 

“Homosexuality was quite 
common in many Pre- 
Columbian Indian societies,” 
the exhibit reads. “Columbus 
discovered, with disgust and 
dismay, that both the violent 
Caribs and relatively peaceful 
Arawaks practiced sodomy. 
Cortez also found that 
sodomy was rampant among 
Indian tribes in Mexico. The 
priestly caste of the Cempoal- 
lan tribe, for instance, in¬ 
dulged in sodomy, and homo¬ 
sexual prostitution was com¬ 
mon among the community. 

“Due to constant in¬ 
ternecine warfare and ecolog¬ 
ical abuse the Mayan civiliza¬ 
tion had already collapsed by 
the time the Spaniards ar¬ 
rived. The residue left of that 
once mighty culture was a 
people that had retreated into 
abject barbarism. Congress¬ 
man William Dannemeyer 
has described the scene that 
greeted the Conquistadors: 
‘When the Spaniards came to 
Mexico in the early 16th cen¬ 
tury, the Mayan civilization 
they found was no longer the 
healthy vital culture that has 
produced so much wealth and 
learning. It had become deca¬ 
dent and self-indulgent. The 
pleasure-obsessed upper class¬ 
es were sacrificing human be¬ 
ings, indulging in orgies, and 
practicing sodomy without 
shame.

SAN DIEGO - About 50 
people gathered in a meeting 
room at San Diego’s Pan Pa¬ 
cific hotel, Sunday, October 
22, for the last of the week¬ 
end’s events for the politically 
moderate California Republi¬ 
can League. According to par¬ 
ticipants, the moderates are 
engaged in a mortal struggle 
for the soul of the Republican 
party against right wing reli¬ 
gious extremists; to that end, 
pro-choice, gay, and middle- 
of-the-road fiscal conservative 
types gathered together to 
hold discourse on the future 
of their party. 

Sunday’s two debates, one 
on Proposition 174, the 
School Voucher Initiative, 
and the other on Social Issues 
in the Republican Party, 
pointed out the deep schism 
that is causing some moder¬ 
ates to join conservative 
Democrats — and others to 
consider a third party alterna- 
tive. 

National Log Cabin repre¬ 
sentative and Pete Wilson ap¬ 
pointee Marty Keller debated 
social issues with H.L. 
Richardson employee and 
Gun Owners president, John 
Stoos. Keller, an English ma¬ 
jor from University of Michi¬ 
gan, was authoritative and ar¬ 
ticulate. Stoos opened by say¬ 
ing he was glad of the oppor¬ 
tunity to “share” with the 
group and assured them that 
he would “share from the 
heart” with them. 

Dealing with the original 
title of the debate — “Cracks 
In The Big Tent” — Stoos 
said, “We’re our own worst 
enemies, we need to realize 
that: we’ll agree to disagree.” 
He cited Samuel Rutherford, 
“a Calvinist and a powerful 
writer,” and John Locke, “also 
powerful — but not a strong 
Christian — but both were 
agreed on the way govern¬ 
ment should be run.” He list¬ 
ed areas of agreement and 
disagreement between GOP 
factions, saying, “We believe 
there is a set of standards: re¬ 
vealed law, divine law. We 
believe the concept that man 
is falling and they [liberals] 
believe man is basically good, 
therefore they would put ev¬ 
erything in the hands of cen¬ 
tralized government — i.e., bi¬ 
cycle helmets and healthcare 
— and we want limited gov¬ 
ernment with local control, di¬ 
versity of government, which 
encourages individual respon¬ 
sibility. 

Different from the Dems 

“We are different from the 
Democrats in that we believe 
in prioritizing family, church, 
charity, and then civil law.” 

Keller started by saying he 
subscribes to the Ann 
Richards political school. He 
told a story that when the 
newly elected governor of 
Texas was approached by a 
constituent to remove the life- 
sized Nativity scene near the 
capitol, Richards said, “Hon¬ 
ey, give it a rest. It’s the clos¬ 
est a wise man will get to the 
seat of government in Texas.” 
Having achieved the laugh, 
Keller got down to business. 
He said, “The issue that we 
face in our politics in the 
United States is about being 
honest, first and foremost. 
The amount of rank dishon¬ 
esty which permeates our po¬ 
litical discussions and our po¬ 


litical relationships with each 
other is odious at best. We’re 
afraid to confront each other 
about the lies that come out 
of our mouths. I think the 
problem in our Republican 
party is we’re no longer will¬ 
ing to confront each other 
about some very basic truths 
and some very basic issues.” 

Keller then stated his dis¬ 
agreement with Stoos’s phi¬ 
losophy. “We live in a world 
that is changing so dramati¬ 
cally,” he said, “that in our do¬ 
mestic political lives — not 
only in the United States but 
in western Europe and the 
other ‘established democra¬ 
cies’ — we’re seeing a dramat¬ 
ic rise in fear among the pop¬ 
ulations that’s driven by eco¬ 
nomic dislocation. It’s driven 
by the fact that we’re under¬ 
going a transformation that is 
so radical that you really have 
to go back 500 years to find 
something similar to it. 


"A moral price” 

“There’s a moral price to 
pay when we live a big lie. 
The truth about the Republi¬ 
can party is we’re disunited 
and we have to admit it.” 
Keller then gave the moder¬ 
ates a wake-up call. “We 
should take our hats off to the 
religious right; they have a 
sense of moral power and 
pride and they’re consistent 
about what they believe in 
and they’ve gone out there 
and they’ve earned their way 
to where they are today. And 
if we want to have any say in 
this Republican party and if 
we want to have any say in 
the future of America, then 
we ought to study what John 
and his friends have been do¬ 
ing for the past ten years. We 
should tell them, ‘we’re gonna 
learn from you.’ We should 
go to those Christian Coali¬ 
tion Road To Victory confer¬ 
ences in Pat Robertson’s com¬ 
plex in Virginia. We should 
go there to learn how they 
teach people to take over 
precincts, where they teach 
people how to take over state 
parties, where they teach peo¬ 
ple how to disguise what they 
do, where they teach people 
how to get around the Eighth 
Commandment which says 
‘Thou shalt not bear false wit¬ 
ness.’” 


Keller went on to say that 
the moderates have no burn¬ 
ing moral vision, but “every 
day with the collapse of the 
economy, people who are 
looking for certainty are told, 
‘I have the answer, I have cer¬ 
tainty.’ We should take back 
the Bible — the morality — 
take it from those who mis¬ 
use it, who use it for fear.” 


Death penalty 

Stoos and Keller had an¬ 
other basic disagreement 
when Stoos said party mem¬ 
bers could disagree in the pri¬ 
mary but then should unite 
behind the candidate. Keller 
asked, “How can I support 
people who fundamentally 
say I have no right to exist — 
that I should be stoned to 
death?” At that point, Keller 
held up a copy of the booklet 
by the so-called Reverend Pe¬ 
ter Peter, “The Death Penalty 
For Homosexuals Is Pre¬ 
scribed By the Bible.” 

After further debate Keller 
asked Stoos if he [Keller] 
should be put to death. Stoos 
responded that the act of pub¬ 
lic sodomy is not societally ac¬ 
ceptable but that the govern¬ 
ment should stay out of the 
bedroom. 

In an impromptu interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter 
a few minutes later, Stoos 
said that by “public sodomy” 
he meant places like bath¬ 
houses, and that if AIDS con¬ 
tinues to spread then the 
death penalty might have to 
be reconsidered. 

“A few years ago we 
would have found the death 
penalty for dope dealers to be 
unthinkable — but now, it’s 
the law,” he said. Stoos also 
mentioned having to deal 
with the issue of homosexual¬ 
ity in his own family — but 
didn’t elaborate. 

Log Cabin National Presi¬ 
dent Abner Mason was given 
a reception later by the San 
Diego Club. He spoke about 
the leadership position in the 
gay and lesbian community 
that will be taken by the Log 
Cabin office in Washington 
D.C. That office will be head¬ 
ed by former national presi¬ 
dent Rich Tafel, and intends 
to produce videotapes to 
counter activities of the reli¬ 
gious right. T

L.A. Gay Dems and GOPs 
Come Together for Mayor

Gay and lesbians partisans 
enjoy as much political debate 
— and practice as much inter¬ 
nal organizational bickering— 
as their non-gay counterparts. 
But for the past few years, 
other than at AIDS events or 
LIFE Lobby meetings, gay 
Republicans and Democrats 
have been so far apart as to 
border on open personal feud¬ 
ing. 

On September 30, 1991, 
when Republican Governor 
Pete Wilson vetoed the gay 
rights job bill AB 101, gay Re¬ 
publicans were no longer 
seen as quirky, rich members 
of the “other” party, but were 
recast as betrayers of the gay 
and lesbian civil rights move¬ 
ment. After all, outraged ac¬ 
tivists pointed out, the Log 
Cabin Club had taken out 
full-page ads urging gays to 
vote for Wilson over guberna¬ 
torial rival Dianne Feinstein 
because he could be trusted — 
and he had promised (behind 
closed doors) to sign AB 101. 

A number of gay Republi¬ 
cans in good standing with¬ 
drew their membership from 
the party after the veto, and 
even joined in their first ever 
street demonstrations. But 
other longtime Republicans 
such as Jim Baird, Frank Ric- 
chiazzi, and Marty Keller 
stayed with the Log Cabin 
Club, believing it better to 
fight from within. Indeed, 
Ricchiazzi and Keller, who 
are both Wilson appointees to 
government jobs, went to the 
1992 Republican National 
Convention in Houston as 
Wilson alternate delegates 
(with Tim Kincaid) and spoke 
out vigorously against the 
anti-gay virulence spouted by 
failed Presidential candidate 
Patrick Buchanan. 

This year, when it was re¬ 
vealed that Los Angeles may- 
oral candidate Richard Rior- 
dan had the backing of the 
Christian Coalition and the 
Catholic Church, many gays 
and lesbians stepped up their 
opposition. But many others, 
dissatisfied with Riordan’s op¬ 
ponent, longtime gay-support¬ 
er Mike Woo, and took a sec¬ 
ond look at Riordan, who 
wound up with about a third 
of the gay vote, according to a 
Los Angeles Times poll. 

But it was what Riordan 
did after he was elected that 
threw gay activists. Before 
taking office he rode in the 
Christopher Street West 
Pride Parade. And, his enthu¬ 
siastic supporter CityCoun- 
cilmember Joel Wachs re¬ 
vealed recently, Riordan had 
such a good time he wanted 
to stop his car along the pa¬ 
rade route — to buy a Planet 
Homo t-shirt he admired! 

After taking office, Rior¬ 
dan immediately appointed 
the first-ever openly gay 
deputy mayor and Police 
Commissioner. He has ap¬ 
pointed a number of other 
openly gay people to commis¬ 
sion and administration spots 
since, with more promised 
along the way.

Riordan’s unhesitating, 
pro-gay performance contrast¬ 
ed sharply with the “betrayal” 
felt by many gays and les¬ 
bians over Democratic Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton’s broken 
promise on lifting the ban 
against gays in the military. 
Clinton’s reversal prompted 
many longtime gay Demo¬ 
crats to call for withdrawal 
from their party and re-regis¬ 
tration as Independents. And 
if not withdrawal, a re-think¬ 
ing of how gays fit into the 
party. 

Therefore, when the Log 
Cabin Club sponsored a 
breakfast with Riordan on 
October 21, the host commit¬ 
tee included many Democrat¬ 
ic activists such as ANGLE 
members David Mixner; state 

Assembly prospective candi¬ 
date John Duran; Dr. Scott 
Hitt; and attorneys Diane Ab- 
bitt and Roberta Bennett. 
Richard Colbert, the only Re¬ 
publican member of ANGLE, 
co-chaired the event. 

Riordan could not attend, 
because he was in Washing¬ 
ton addressing Congress on 
the Crime Bill. “It’s kind of 
embarrassing when you have 
a prom and the prom queen 
doesn’t show up,” said one 
gay Republican who asked 
not to be identified. But Rior¬ 
dan did address the gathering 
at the Hollywood Roosevelt 
Hotel by video and promised 
a raincheck. Wachs, deputy 
mayor Mike Keeley, and Ri¬ 
ordan’s non-gay chief of staff, 
Bill McCarley, also spoke on 
his behalf. Riordan, it turns 
out, had called Wilson and 
urged him to sign the AB 260, 
the needle exchange bill 
(which Wilson vetoed), and 
asked LAPD Chief Willie 
Williams not to interfere with 
needle exchange programs. 

“I think it’s marvelous,” 
said Mixner about the break¬ 
fast. “I think it’s healthy” to 
have two vigorous partisan 
organizations — especially “in 
answer to the Administration 
when they think we have 
nowhere else to go.” 

“What we learned from 
the military experience,” said 
Abbitt, “is that we must con¬ 


sider the person and their 
commitment to our communi¬ 
ty,” and not react strictly 
along party lines. 

“As Mike Keeley likes to 
say,” Riordan said on tape, 
“I’m the first mayor who has 
lived up to the promises of 
his opponent.” The Mayor 
then asked for help in unify¬ 
ing and rebuilding Los Ange¬ 
les, something the gays and 
lesbians in the crowd seemed 
to deeply understand and ap¬ 
peared more than willing to 
do.Y 


O'Leary Goes to Dems' 
Nat'l Exec Committee

Open lesbian Jean O’Leary, 
a longtime Democratic Party 
fundraiser and former Execu¬ 
tive Director of the now-de¬ 
funct National Gay Rights 
Advocates, was named to the 
the Executive Committee of 
the Democratic National Par¬ 
ty by Party head David Wil¬ 
helm on October 9. The ap¬ 
pointment marks the first 
time an openly lesbian or gay 
person has been awarded 
such a key post, one of four 
openings for which 400 party 
insiders had vied. 

“This is a real honor,” says 
O’Leary. “This is where ma¬ 
jor decisions are made about 
the inner workings of the 
Democratic Party and the 
Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion. I would like to see the 
Democratic Party make more 
efforts in the gay and lesbian 
community.” 

One aspect she would like 
to see the party take on is 
help in coordinating cam¬ 
paigns to fight anti-gay initia¬ 
tives around the country by 
providing energy, money for 
polling and research, and me¬ 
dia expertise in helping to de¬ 
fine the issues. 

California Democratic Par¬ 
ty Chair Bill Press says he is 
“very excited” by O’Leary’s 
appointment.

New Lou Sheldon Video 
Pits Blacks Against Gays

SACRAMENTO - A new 
video, titled Gay Rights: Spe¬ 
cial Rights, is being sold by 
Lou Sheldon’s Traditional 
Values Coalition and is being 
viewed in churches across the 
country. The video is specifi¬ 
cally aimed for the African- 
American market and will un¬ 
doubtedly undermine al¬ 
liances between blacks and 
gays. 

Pam Akins, board member 
of Sacramento’s gay/b i/lesbian 
Lambda Community Center 
and an African-American, is 
extremely concerned. “There 
are black gays and lesbians 
that are going into churches 
in the community to try to 
mitigate the impact of the 
video,” she said, “but even in 
that context people in the 
African-American community 
are going ballistic when they 
see this thing.” 

The video, which was sold 
by Sheldon in San Francisco 
at his visit to the Hamilton 
Baptist Church, juxtaposes 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr.’s 
civil rights marches and 
speeches against gay rights 
marches and speeches. It 
opens with images of blacks 
standing shoulder to shoulder 
at the Lincoln Memorial lis¬ 
tening to King speak about 


the world he envisions for his 
children, not to be judged by 
the color of their skin but by 
their character, and then dis¬ 
solves to Larry Kramer, para¬ 
phrasing King, saying he en¬ 
visions a world “where men 
and women will not be 
judged by their sexual de¬ 
sires, but by the content of 
their character.” 

The video goes on to flash 
a number of other compar¬ 
isons on screen: Ever Denied 
The Right To Vote? Homo¬ 
sexuals - No, African-Ameri¬ 
cans, Yes; Ever Denied The 
Right To A Job? Homosexu¬ 
als - No, African-Americans, 
Yes - and so forth, ignoring 
facts and reiterating Shel¬ 
don’s often used rhetoric that 
gays “have hijacked the Free¬ 
dom Train to Selma.” The 
video keeps hammering home 
the message that white, mid¬ 
dle-class, well-educated homo¬ 
sexuals are taking over, steal¬ 
ing the elements of the civil 
rights movement, and twist¬ 
ing those hallowed principles 
to gain undeserved legal pro¬ 
tections and support from the 
unsuspecting masses who are 
taken in by them. 

And to judge from the re¬ 
sponse of some who have 
viewed the video, it may be 
paying off for Sheldon. 

“I can’t reiterate it 
enough,” Akin told the Bay 


Area Reporter. “It’s a real 
fear in all the minority com¬ 
munities that gays will be co¬ 
opting hard-won economic af¬ 
firmative action rights, rather 
than the fact of our seeking 
protections from discrimina¬ 
tion and the need for personal 
safety protections under fed¬ 
eral law. Somehow we’ve got 
to get the message across that 
we’ve got a body count go¬ 
ing,” she said. 

Amazingly, the October 18, 
1993, issue of Newsweek 
makes the point that at least 
two of the major figures fea¬ 
tured in the video — Mississip¬ 
pi Senator Trent Lott and for¬ 
mer Attorney General Edwin 
Meese — have been powerful 
figures in recent civil rights 
setbacks for blacks. Lott op¬ 
posed the Civil Rights Act of 
1990, and as a congressman in 
1981 tried to reverse the ban 
on tax exemptions for segre¬ 
gated schools; Meese was the 
major player in Reagan’s war 
on affirmative action. News¬ 
week reporter Farai Chideya 
concludes that “Gay Rights, 
Special Rights looks more 
like a cynical appeal to black 
homophobia than a principled 
defense of black civil rights.” 

One of the points News¬ 
week missed is that Shel¬ 
don’s TVC was also instru¬ 
mental in lobbying against 
the 1990 Civil Rights Act. T 


Coretta Scott King Comes to 
Sacto To Talk about Hate Violence

SACRAMENTO - Civil 
rights activist Coretta Scott 
King came to Sacramento 
Friday, October 22, urging lo¬ 
cal minority leaders to teach 
non-violence in response to 
hate violence. 

King’s visit comes as the 
city grapples with a series of 
at least five firebombings 
claimed by a previously un¬ 
known racist group called the 
“Aryan Liberation Front.” 

The widow of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. told a lun¬ 
cheon of state appointees that 
there is no “quick fix” that 
will end racism and said the 
best way to combat hate 
crimes is to lead a life of non¬ 
violence. 

One way to begin learning 
the lessons of her husband, 
King said, was to send young 
Sacramentans to the Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Center for 
Nonviolent Social Change in 
Atlanta, which she heads. Dr. 
King was assassinated in 1968 
in Memphis, Tennessee. 

In a prepared statement, 
King said her organization’s 
core mission is to “train a crit¬ 
ical mass of activists and lead¬ 
ers to apply Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s teachings in local, 
national, and international 
struggles against poverty, 
racism, war, and violence.” 

The training “empowers 
people, not only to struggle 
more effectively for nonvio¬ 
lent social change, but also to 
resolve conflicts more peace¬ 
fully,” King said “We feel that 
this training is more urgently 
needed in America and

around the world than ever 
before.” 

The civil rights leader de¬ 
parted from her prepared re¬ 
marks Friday to urge local ac¬ 


tivists to do more to fight 
hate, and to teach children 
about the contributions that 
blacks and other minorities 
have made to American soci¬ 
ety. 

“None of us is really doing 
all we can do,” she admon¬ 
ished. 

“We must give young peo¬ 
ple an alternative to the vio¬ 
lence in their lives — violence 
that is systemic now,” King 
said. “If we are not part of 
correcting the problem then 
we are part of creating the 
problem.” 

King’s remarks focused on 
the education of young peo¬ 
ple. 

“I would hope we could 
raise up a generation of 
young people who are taught 
to give something back to the 
community,” she said. 

She said the holiday hon¬ 
oring the birthday of her late 
husband serves as an ongoing 
reminder that children must 
be taught the history of the 
modern civil rights move¬ 
ment. 

“That doesn’t exist in our 
history books now,” King 
said, “and I feel America 
needs it to complete the pro¬ 
cess of democratizing our na¬ 
tion.” 

Later, King said, “In a 
democracy you can never 
make sure your rights are 
guaranteed. You have to 
struggle every day. ... You 
have to keep working to per¬ 
fect those rights that you have 
achieved.” 

Earlier in the day, King re¬ 
ceived a key to the city from

Homophobia is OK 
In Oklahoma—and Congress

Homophobia has reared its 
ugly head again in Congress. 
The Tulsa World surveyed 
the Oklahoma congressional 
delegation to see whether 
they would hire openly gay 
people for their staffs. The re¬ 
sults, as published on October 
3: three said definitely not, 
one refused comment, while 
four said that job perfor¬ 
mance was what counts, al¬ 
though their statements often 
were made grudgingly and 
with so many reservations as 
to question the speaker’s sin¬ 
cerity. 

Neither side of the political 
aisle responded much differ¬ 
ently from the other. “I have 
problems with the gay 
lifestyle to start with,” said 
Democrat Bill Brewster, “I 
just don’t think it is normal 
behavior. That should tell you 
what my feeling is.” Republi¬ 
can Jim Inhofe said, “I don’t 
think an overtly gay person 
should be a role model.” The 
homophobia and hatred was 
clearly bipartisan. 

One reaction to the article 
came from a closeted staff 
aide to one of the more bla¬ 
tant homophobes. The aide 
granted a background inter¬ 
view to the World, in which 
he moderately decried the 
prejudice and began to edu¬ 
cate the Congressmen that 
gays and lesbians are, in fact, 
everywhere. 

“Lawmakers need to real¬ 
ize when they make such 
statements they may be mak¬ 
ing them about someone they 
work with every day, some¬ 
one they may trust in a key 
position,” said the staffer. 

That second article, on Oc¬ 
tober 6, in turn set off what 
some have described as a 
“witch hunt” to try to uncover 
the aide’s identity. The aide 
himself had feared such a re¬ 
action and that was why he 
granted the interview only 
with the understanding that 
his identity be protected (He 
has since gone back into 
seclusion). So far it seems to 
have worked. 

The pot began boiling in 
Washington on October 18, 
when Roll Call, the well-re¬ 
spected twice-weekly newspa¬ 
per that covers Capitol Hill, 
published a recap of the 
World articles. 

Barney Frank, the openly 
gay Representative from Mas¬ 
sachusetts, cited that article 
when he took to the floor of 
the House the following day 
to call for a civil rights bill to 
protect gays and lesbians 
from such discrimination. 

“I have to note,” said 
Frank, “if we were a private 
corporation located here, we 
would be covered by the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia’s law that 
says you cannot discriminate 
against people based on their 
sexual orientation.” 

House Minority Whip 
Newt Gingrich responded 
through the media: “How can 
Barney Frank suggest that we 
impose on a member of 
Congress a standard which 
that member of Congress 
may regard as against his re¬ 
ligion?” Gingrich went on to 
say that “your private life 
should be kept private” and 
that he had no policy against 
open homosexuals on his 
staff. 

Frank countered with a 
letter that decried Gingrich’s 


“defending the right of Mem¬ 
bers of the House blatantly to 
discriminate against gay men 
and lesbians simply on the ba¬ 
sis of their being gay or les¬ 
bian.” It outlined a number of 
instances of how “people dis¬ 
criminating evoke a religious 
reason,” rightly or wrongly, to 
justify their bigotry.

“Your statement goes be¬ 
yond the fact that such dis¬ 
crimination [on the basis of 
sexual orientation] is now not 
prohibited, to legitimize it be¬ 
cause it is religiously based,” 
the letter concluded. It was 
signed by sixteen Democratic 
members of the House. 

While this dialogue was 
playing out, Michael Petrelis, 
spokesperson for the new 
group Gay 8s Lesbian Ameri¬ 
cans, condemned the anti-gay 
employment policies of the 
three Oklahoma Congress¬ 
men. The group called on 
Speaker of the House Tom 
Foley to condemn those poli¬ 
cies and show real leadership 
in pushing for a gay and les¬ 
bian civil rights bill. 

Foley was pressed on the 
issue at his daily news confer¬ 
ence. He waffled. “Foley De¬ 
nounces Gay Bias Remarks, 
Sort Of’ read the headline in 
the Washington Post. The 
Speaker felt it was important 
to allow members to make 
“personal judgments on the 
individuals that they hire in 
their personal offices.” 

The waffling was so in¬ 
tense that Foley even took 
the rare step of issuing a clar¬ 
ification later in the day. It 
said that he “in no way in¬ 
tended to endorse any inap¬ 
propriate bias.” Left unstated 
was what the Speaker felt 
were appropriate biases. 

Petrelis attacked Foley’s 
position, calling him a “sissy” 
for failing to take a stronger 
stand. “If they had said they 
would not hire a black, a Jew, 
or a woman,” Petrelis told the 
media, “I’m sure Foley would 
have strongly condemned 
that.” 

The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund (HRCF) sent let¬ 
ters to all members of Con¬ 
gress inquiring about their 
hiring policies vis-a-vis sexual 
orientation. That letter was 
sent on October 21; HRCF 
hopes to announce the results 
after the first of the year. 

One Capitol Hill staffer 
said that most of the letters 
would be ignored, with only 
the hard core of Congress 
members who support the 
gay and lesbian community 
bothering to return them. 

HRCF spokesman Gregory 
King acknowledge the likeli¬ 
hood of that outcome. He said 
HRCF wanted to use the let¬ 
ter and follow up opportuni¬ 


ties to educate members of 
Congress to support the gay 
and lesbian civil rights bill 
now being redrafted. 

When pressed as to why 
HRCF did not put together a 
broader coalition of women’s, 
civil rights, and other groups 
to send out a more inclusive 
survey that would be more 
likely to be returned, King 
seemed interested in the idea 
and said he would pass it 
along. 

This issue of Congressional 
homophobia — and a leader¬ 
ship failure to address it — il¬ 
lustrates anew the two-faced 
nature of Congress, which 
regularly exempts itself from 
laws it passes for the rest of 
the nation. Included in that 
are coverage of civil rights, 
fair employment and compen¬ 
sation, and occupational 
health and safety standards. 

Congress retains for itself 
the right to be bigots, slave 
drivers, misogynists, and ho¬ 
mophobes, while demanding 
that all other national employ¬ 
ees adhere to higher stan¬ 
dards. Congress is moving to 
change that, but the drafting 
of the legislation is slow, does 
not cover sexual orientation, 
and — if Foley’s perspective is 
enacted — would still leave 
large areas of exemption. 

This is the environment in 
which the lesbian and gay 
community must struggle to 
enact a national civil rights 
bill to protect itself. T 


Dear Mr. Gingrich: 

We were extremely disappointed to see you quoted in the 
Washington Times for Thursday, October 21 defending the 
right of Members of the House blatantly to discriminate against 
gay men and lesbians simply on the basis of their being gay or 
lesbian, no matter how diligent they are, how well behaved they 
are, etc. 

Your criticism of those who oppose such discrimination when 
the people discriminating evoke a religious reason has implica¬ 
tions far beyond the queston of overt discrimination against gay 
men and lesbians. At various times in American history, peo¬ 
ple have used religious reasons as a basis for refusing to hire 
people of other religions, women, and members of racial 
minorities. The use of religion as a basis for racial segregation 
is, of course, a very familiar one to all of us, and we assume as 
a historian you were aware of this when you made your state¬ 
ment. Jews have also encountered discrimination from those 
who felt that their presence would dilute the “Christian at¬ 
mosphere” of a particular work place. And women have been 
and still are victimized of people who believe that the Bible 
mandates separation of the sexes, and in some cases, a subor¬ 
dinate role for women. Is it your position that it is wrong to 
criticize the subordination of women in Iran or Saudi Aradia 
because that subordination is mandated by the interpretation 
of Islam prevailing in those societies? 

We note that your statement does not appear to leave room 
to judge whether or not the religious objection is a logically or 
morally sound one or not. Your statement is simply that one 
should not criticize others if they have a religious basis for 
discriminating. If in fact you mean to say that there are some 
religious objections that are better than others, we would be 
interested in what scriptural text or religious institution you 
would have us look to in discriminating between religious bases 
for discriminating. 

We are aware that nothing in the House rules now prohibits 
Members from discriminating on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. But your statement goes beyond the fact that such discrim¬ 
ination is now not prohibited to legitimize it because it is 
religiously based, and for a member of the Republican leader¬ 
ship to make such a statement seems to us to encourage 
behavior in Members of the House which contrasts with our 
ideals of fair treatment.

'Don't Ask, Don't Tell' 
Conies to the Private Sector

Michael Bowers, the Geor¬ 
gia Attorney General whose 
name will forever be tied to 
the Supreme Court’s anti-gay 
Bowers v. Hardwick deci¬ 
sion, is back in the news. This 
time, for arguing before a 
U.S. District Court judge that 
lesbians and gays who come 
out of the closet forfeit the 
right to retain their jobs. 

Judge Richard Freeman, 
according to the Wall Street 
Journal, ruled in Bowers’s fa¬ 
vor — thereby bringing the 
Clinton Administration’s 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy to 
the private sector. Freeman’s 
ruling, handed down in the 
U.S. District Court for the 
Northern District of Georgia, 
Atlanta Division, was in re¬ 
sponse to a suit brought by 
Georgia lesbian attorney 
Robin Shahar over an em¬ 
ployment dispute with Bow¬ 
ers himself. 

In 1990, Shahar worked as 
an intern in the Georgia De¬ 
partment of Law, which is 
headed by Bowers. One year 
later, Shahar was offered a 
job in the office. But when 


the A.G. learned that Shahar 
planned to marry her female 
lover in a private ceremony 
conducted by a rabbi, he 
withdrew the job offer. 

Shahar sued the A.G.’s of¬ 
fice, stating her religious 
rights and her right to associ¬ 
ate with her lover had been 
violated. The judge disagreed, 
ruling that Bowers had a 
right to fire lesbians and gays, 
partially because of the very 
sodomy law he helped defend 
in 1986: “Members of the pub¬ 
lic could view the defendant 
[Bowers] as acting inconsis¬ 
tently if he employed [Sha¬ 
har],” Freeman wrote in his 
decision. 

The judge also explicitly 
ruled that the policy was not 
discriminatory, according to 
the Journal, because it harred 
the hiring of only gays and 
lesbians who made their sex¬ 
ual orientation known. 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union, which represented 
Shahar in the case, has said it 
will appeal Freeman’s 
ruling. ▼

cause U.S. Solicitor General 
Drew Days “still was not 
ready to argue that an emer¬ 
gency stay was necessary.” 

Days apparently has 
“gummed up the works,” 
McGuire says, launching “a le¬ 
gitimate dispute within the 
government about whether 
they should be trying to over¬ 
turn the injunction on an 
emergency basis.” The contro¬ 
versy appears to be between 
the Departments of Justice 
and Defense, according to the 
Post’s source in the Justice 
Department. 


A grand a day 

The commotion was 
prompted by a September 30 
order issued by U.S. District 
Court Judge Terry Hatter that 
requires the military to stop 
enforcing the ban against 
gays in the military “in the 
absence of proven sexual con¬ 
duct — if such conduct is 
proven to interfere with the 
military mission of the armed 
forces of the United States.” 
Failure to obey his order 
would subject the govern¬ 
ment to possible contempt of 
court charges and a $10,000 a 
day fine. 

. In an October 1 memo, As¬ 
sistant Secretary of Defense 
Edwin Dorn complied with 
Hatter’s order, telling the 
Pentagon to halt all dis¬

of homosexual orientation or 
statements of homosexuality.” 
In an October 8 interview 
with the Los Angeles Times, 
Dorn said, “This is the law of 
the land for the moment. We 
have to comply.” 

The government appealed 
to the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, but a three-judge 
panel voted unanimously to 
let Hatter’s order stand. Until 
the government formally files 
a motion in the U.S. Supreme 
Court in November as expect¬ 
ed, and the high court inter¬ 
venes (if it does), the ban is 
temporarily lifted. The same 
three-judge 9th Circuit panel 
is expected to hear arguments 
on the constitutionality of the 
ban as it relates to the Mein- 
hold case in December. 

The Elzie case 

In the meantime, Marine 
Sergeant Justin Elzie was tak¬ 
en off “reserved status” and 
returned to active duty, his at¬ 
torney, Lanny Breuer, told 
the B.A.R. October 21. Elzie, 
an 11-year veteran who was 
named Marine of the Year in 
1989, has returned to his job 
as a requisition clerk at Camp 
Lejeune. 

Elzie got the news three 
days before he was to go to 
court in a lawsuit he and 
Breuer filed September 7 ask¬ 
ing a federal judge in Wash¬ 
ington D.C. to allow him to 
remain on active duty pend¬ 
ing the outcome of his case 
challenging the constitutional¬ 
ity of the ban. 

If the Supreme Court de¬ 
cides to stay Hatter’s order, 
Breuer says, they will pro¬ 
ceed with Elzie’s request for

direct relief. 

McGuire told the B.A.R. 
he is “saddened” by the gov¬ 
ernment’s legal persistence. 
“President Clinton has, under 
Judge Hatter’s injunction, the 
very policy he promised the 
gay community,” McGuire 
said. “Now he’s instructing 
his Justice Department to ask 
the Supreme Court to over¬ 
turn it.” 

The Los Angeles Times 
quoted an unnamed “senior 
government official” on Octo¬ 
ber 20, as saying the govern¬ 
ment felt it had a duty to fol¬ 
low up because “we made a 
deal” — referring to “compro¬ 
mise” hashed out between the 
administration, the military, 
and ban proponents such as 
Nunn.

The Dunning case 

Amy Brown, attorney for 
Naval Reserve Lieutenant 
Zoe Dunning, agrees. Dun¬ 
ning, who came out in Jan¬ 
uary based on Clinton’s 
promise to lift the ban, has 
been reporting for active duty 
at Alameda Naval Base under 
Hatter’s decision. A Naval 
board previously recommend¬ 
ed her discharge. 

“As far as we know she 
has a lot of support from her 
co-workers and superiors, 
many of whom testified on 
her behalf,” Brown told the 
B.A.R. And as long as Hat¬ 
ter’s order remains in effect, 
there will be “even more wit¬ 
nesses that her sexual orienta¬ 
tion didn’t effect her or their 
performance. Her unit is liv¬ 
ing proof of that. She’s been 
accepted back into the unit 
with no problems.” 

Brown is also “very disap¬ 
pointed” that the Clinton Ad¬ 
ministration is appealing Hat¬ 
ter’s ruling. She points out 
that it was precisely at this 
point in the Canadian debate 
over integrating gays in their 
military, that the government 
elected not to appeal a judge’s 
order, effectively ending their 
ban. She also finds it “very 
upsetting” that U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno and Solic¬ 
itor General Drew Days — 
both known for their staunch 
support for civil rights — are 
the attorneys pursuing the ap¬ 
peals. Brown would like to 
believe that the government 
attorneys are “dragging their 
feet on purpose,” but, she 
says, she’s “still skeptical, giv¬ 
en the broken promises of the 
Clinton campaign.” T

“And if we in New York 
don’t stop the militant gay 
rights radicals now, we’ll soon 
have a lot more to worry 
about than what’s being 
taught in our schools,” Mar¬ 
lin’s four-page letter said. 

Marlin said his campaign 
has mailed a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion copies of the letter that 
condemned gay civil rights 
and city school teachings en¬ 
couraging AIDS prevention 
and tolerance of gay men and 
lesbians. 

Outside City Hall, Marlin 
defended the letter, insisting 
he was not anti-gay or pro¬ 
moting hate, but trying to 
unite “Roman Catholics, Or¬ 
thodox Jews and Evangelical 
Christians” against the “homo¬ 
sexual agenda.” 

“I’m saying I don’t support 
special rights based on behav¬ 
ior,” Marlin said. 

Pointing to marketing 
claims by gay publications 
that the gay community has 


financial clout, he said, “They 
are a powerful lobby. They’re 
influential in City Hall.” 

The letter made numerous 
false or unsubstantiated 
claims. 

It said the cars of three lo¬ 
cal school board members 
were firebombed during the 
bitter debates about the “Chil¬ 
dren of the Rainbow” school 
program to promote tolerance 
of different groups. 

A Board of Education 
spokesman said one such 
claim was made but never 
substantiated. 

The letter correctly said 
that condoms would be given 
to students as part of efforts 
to curb the spread of AIDS. 

But it went on to say false¬ 
ly that the curriculum would 
have schools “advocate homo¬ 
sexual lifestyles and explana¬ 
tions of devices used during 
homosexual intercourse.” 

The letter also attacked a 
proposed state gay rights bill 
supported by the Republican- 
Liberal and Democratic may- 
oral candidates. 

“And the most alarming 
thing is, the gay rights lobby 
has so much money and pow¬ 
er that politicians are falling 
right into lock-step and back¬ 
ing their dangerous agenda,” 
Marlin’s letter said. ▼

The Warnings Keep Coming: 
Tuberculosis Is Up 20 Percent

WASHINGTON - A 
steady 20 percent annual in¬ 
crease in the number of tu¬ 
berculosis cases poses “an es¬ 
pecially serious threat” to the 
United States and requires 
federal action, a congressional 
study said Thursday, October 
7. 

The Office of Technology 
Assessment said the number 
of new cases of the lung infec¬ 
tion increased an average 20 
percent a year since 1985, 
when a 30-year decline ended. 

“Unchecked, this recent 
trend represents an especially 
serious threat to economically 
disadvantaged communities 
already saddled with signifi¬ 
cant social problems includ¬ 
ing poverty and poor health,” 
said Dr. Michael Gluck, the 
report’s lead author. 

The OTA said President 
Bill Clinton’s administration 
should request sufficient 
funds from Congress for a na¬ 
tional action plan against TB. 

At a news conference re¬ 
leasing the report, Senators 
Edward Kennedy, a Mas¬ 
sachusetts Democrat, and Or- 
rin Hatch, a Republican from 
Utah, called for tripling the 
federal budget to fight TB.

Hatch compared the TB situ¬ 
ation to the early years of the 
AIDS epidemic, when public 
health experts pleaded for 
funds but received little feder¬ 
al support. 

An estimated ten million 
to 15 million people are in¬ 
fected with the TB bacteria 
but are not sick. A total of 
26,673 people in the United 
States were diagnosed with 
the disease in 1992. 

TB has been a special 
problem among the poor, 
drug abusers, prison inmates 
and people infected with HIV, 
the virus that causes AIDS. 
Congressman Edoplphus 
Townes, a Democrat from 
New York state, noted an 


overwhelming majority of 
people infected with active tu¬ 
berculosis are black or His¬ 
panic. 

Congressman Henry Wax- 
man, a California Democrat, 
blamed the Reagan, Bush, 
and Clinton administrations 
for ignoring warnings about 
tuberculosis. 

“All three administrations 
— on a bipartisan basis — have 
ignored the warnings of the 
administration scientists and 
public health researchers. If 
there is such a thing as public 
health malpractice, it seems 
to me we have three guilty 
administrations,” said Wax- 
man. 

Gluck said although TB is 
transmitted through the air, 
“brief casual contact is unlike¬ 
ly to transmit [the disease.] 

“But the risk is not zero,” 
he added. 

Controlling its spread re¬ 
quires treating people who 
have it, which is difficult be¬ 
cause one out of every four 
TB-infected individuals do not 
complete treatment, Gluck 
said. 

Inability to pay for treat¬ 
ment is only part of the prob¬ 
lem, he said. Many TB victims 
are homeless or imprisoned 
and have limited access to 
medical care. ▼ 


Gays Get 

Screwed 
Again at 

Ohio State

COLUMBUS — Ohio State 
University has reversed its 
decision to allow gay and les¬ 
bian couples to live in the 
school’s 396-unit Buckeye Vil¬ 
lage. 

Last May the school ad¬ 
ministration recommended, 
pending board of trustees ap¬ 
proval, to permit gay and les¬ 
bian couples who signed an 
affidavit of “domestic partner¬ 
ship” to live in the housing 
unit. But strong opposition 
from fundamentalist and reli¬ 
gious groups forced to univer¬ 
sity to reconsider its decision. 

OSU President Gordon 
Gee said Friday, September 
10, he has removed from con¬ 
sideration any change in the 
housing policy, deciding to 
maintain the “status quo.” 

Gee said he made his deci¬ 
sion after discussions with 
many people, including indi¬ 
vidual conversations with 
members of the school’s 
board of trustees. 

The current policy, which 
will remain in effect, allows 
only married couples and sin¬ 
gle parents to live in the 
area. ▼

Human Resources Department 

To create one department to handle the 
myriad dealings with city personnel is a con¬ 
cept whose time has come. It makes sense to 
us to consolidate most of the city programs 
dealing with workers, i.e., certain functions of 
the Civil Service Commission, the Health 
Board, the Employee Relations Office and per¬ 
sonnel functions of the Department of Public 
Health.

Lutherans Come Around 
On Gays and Masturbation

A feature story in the 
Fall ’93 issue of Tell, a 
new teen magazine, 
profiles actor/rapper 
Will Smith (best known for his 
title role in the NBC sitcom 
The Fresh Prince of Bel Air). 
Feature writer Karen Catch- 
pole describes Smith’s “com¬ 
mitment to growing as an ac¬ 
tor,’’ explaining that he just 
hired his first acting coach and 
“is taking his best shot at be¬ 
coming a bone fide movie star” 
by playing the lead in the up¬ 
coming film version of Six De¬ 
grees of Separation. 

However, the “actor” shows 
few signs of growth when it 
comes to homophobia. His 
character in Six Degrees of 
Separation is gay. When he 
accepted the role, Smith knew 
that the script called for an on¬ 
screen kiss with another man. 
However, when the time came 
to shoot the scene, Smith re¬ 
fused. 

“I just couldn’t do it, “ Smith 
said. “I mean, I’m an actor. I 
can sit there with a greasy 
smile on my face and act like I 
kissed a man. But it’s different 
when you actually, physically, 
kiss a man. It wouldn’t have 
been acting. It would have 
been real. I have kissed girls 
on-screen. I could work that 
out. The difference is how 
people perceive it. If I’d kissed 
a guy and then went home, 
they’d be like, ‘Yo, man. 
Why’d you do that?’ And I’d 
be like, ‘You know, man. I’m 
an actor. I was acting.’ And 
they’d be like ‘Yo, man. You 
kissed a dude. Something’s 
wrong with you, man.’ I just 
didn’t want to hear that.” 

Let’s just ignore (for now) 
why Smith is so worried that if 
he “actually, physically, kissed 
a man” he would not have 
been acting but that “it would 
have been real.” Perhaps he 
suffers from the common het¬ 
ero-anxiety that straight men 
can become gay men just by 
touching or kissing another guy 
in “that way.” Perhaps not. 

In any case, Smith’s attitude 
demonstrates a remarkable 
lack of sensitivity. For Smith, 
apparently, acting is not a 
means for expanding aware¬ 
ness but reinforcing ignorance.

Star Trek ; The Next Gener¬ 
ation is now in its final season 
and we have yet to see any 
openly queer figures on the 
show. Star Trek: Deep Space 
Nine has begun its second sea¬ 
son; though there are represen¬ 
tatives of widely diverse cul¬ 
tures —from shape shifters to 
Ferengi —there seems to be no 
room for lesbian or gay charac¬ 
ters on the Bajoran space sta¬ 
tion.

Heterosexual marriages 
are not the only legitimate 
unions recognized in the 
Bible, according to a report is¬ 
sued by a task force studying 
human sexuality for the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in America (ELCA). 

“It is the binding commit¬ 
ment, not the license or cere¬ 
mony, that lies at the heart of 
biblical understandings of 
marriage,” says the statement 
reported by the Associated 
Press October 23. “In those 
circumstances where a legal 
marriage is not feasible, com¬ 
munities of faith need to con¬ 
sider other ways of publically 
affirming and communally 
supporting a loving binding 
commitment between two 
people.” 

The 21-page report, enti¬ 
tled “The Church and Human 
Sexuality: A Lutheran Per¬ 
spective,” will be sent to the 
church’s 19,000 pastors and 
other leaders of the ELCA’s 
5.2 million-member denomi¬ 
nation. The report, which em¬ 
phasizes the “created good¬ 
ness of sexuality” and took 


four years to complete, is only 
a first draft. A second draft, 
to include responses to this 
report, will be presented at a 
church-wide assembly in 1995. 

Although Martin Luther, 
founder of the Lutheran 
Church, was considered a rev¬ 
olutionary in his time, this re¬ 
port by one of America’s 
largest mainlines churches 
has already sparked contro¬ 
versy. 

Appropriate masturbation 

In addition to recognizing 
non-traditional unions, the 
task force also considers mas¬ 
turbation healthy. “Masturba¬ 
tion, a means of self-pleasur¬ 
ing, is generally appropriate 
and healthy,” the report says. 
The task force also calls sex 
education a “moral impera¬ 
tive,” especially the teaching 
of teenagers about condoms 
to prevent disease, though 
teens are encouraged to ab¬ 
stain from sexual intercourse 
until they enter “a permanent 
commitment.” 

The report does attack 
adultery, promiscuity, sexual 
abuse, prostitution, pornogra¬ 
phy, and the exploitation of 


sexuality in advertising and 
entertainment. “This is not 
anything goes. There are 
some things we stand 
against,” the Reverend Karen 
Bloomquist told the Associat¬ 
ed Press. 

But what the task force 
stands firmly for is challeng¬ 
ing anti-gay attitudes: homo¬ 
sexuals “have heard much 
condemnation but little life- 
giving Gospel addressed to us 
as gay and lesbian Chris¬ 
tians,” the report says. Rather 
than believing the Bible’s lit¬ 
eral condemnation of homo¬ 
sexuals in Leviticus and Ro¬ 
mans, the report suggests a 
more “responsible bibilical in¬ 
terpretation” that emphasizes 
the command to “love thy 
neighbor as youself.” 

The report cites the 13th 
chapter of the letter from the 
apostle Paul to Romans: 
“Love does no wrong to a 
neighbor; therefore, love is 
the fulfilling of the law.” 

Such love, the report says, 
“is pivotal for evaluating ho¬ 
mosexual activity. ... Gay and 
lesbian persons are indeed 
among the neighbors we are 
called by Christ to love.”V

Vision and Perspective of 
Beauty: Orchidman A1 Hill

A1 Hill is a Northern Cali¬ 
fornia gay man, a lighting de¬ 
signer, the Vice President of 
the San Francisco Orchid So¬ 
ciety — and much, much 
more. A native Chicagoan 
whose family moved to Van 
Nuys when he was one, Hill 
says he doesn’t exactly know 
where his interest in orchids 
came from. “Like a lot of peo¬ 
ple — ” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “they probably 


don’t know why they think an 
orchid is interesting. ... I have 
always been fascinated by na¬ 
ture, everything in the physi¬ 
cal world.” Unlike most peo¬ 
ple, however, Hill has taken 
his interest seriously enough 
to get an orchid named after 
himself — and another after 
his mother. 

It probably helps that 
Hill’s relatives were modest 
mini-farmers nearby as he 
was growing up. “My grand¬ 
parents had staked out a 


place and had a little semi¬ 
ranch type place where they 
raised poultry and had fruit 
trees,” he said. “They traded 
fruits, vegetables, and eggs 
with their neighbors, like peo¬ 
ple did in those days. 

“There were always these 
mysteries, like the opossums 
that would come at night and 
eat the chickens, and the man 
who would, at night, mow the 
half acre of grain; that was a 
mystery because it would be 
there one day, and gone the 
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Orchidman extraordinaire Al Hill, who has had an orchid named 
after him, believes "we are losing touch with nature by not 
having enough contact with it in our urban environment/'

next. I was always fascinated 
with that. 

“My father made wooden 
toys and cabinets. I learned 
some skills from him, but I 
didn’t learn very much from 
him, frankly.” 

Botany by degrees — 
and homosexuality, too 

Hill worked at UC Berke¬ 
ley as a botanist in the Botan¬ 
ical Garden for three years 
starting in 1969, and earned 
two degrees in botany from 
UCLA. He has studied plant 
taxonomy, bio-systematics, 
the classification and naming 
of plants, and an understand¬ 
ing of their evolutionary rela¬ 
tionships. And along the way, 
he has learned something 
about himself and the ways 
his own relationships have 
evolved. 

Hill said he became aware 
he was gay in his early thir¬ 
ties. “I had relationships with 
women before that,” he said, 
but “it was always a mystery 
to me as to why I wasn’t very 
interested in women. ... I’m 
not culturally very horny; al¬ 
though I find much of it fasci¬ 
nating, it is not the main 
thing that I’m interested in. 
My balance is always more 
towards nature rather than 
culture.” 

“I was living in a house 
with a lot of people,” he said 
of his coming out process. “I 
was having trouble, extreme 
trouble, possibly caused by di¬ 
abetes, and I was overweight, 
so I freaked out, and I really 
dieted and lost weight, which 
changed my self-image a lot. I 
decided to take a radical 
change in direction. I actually 
came out as a result of the 
use of LSD, through which I 
really discovered the gay side 
of myself. It was a great won¬ 
derful discovery, which I cer¬ 
tainly don’t regret in any way, 
shape, or form. 

“I guess as I discovered 
that I was attracted to men, I 
discovered myself as an indi¬ 
vidual. I realized that I had 
been attracted to men since I 
was very young but I had 
never allowed it to come out. 
When I told my mother about 
this on the phone, she imme¬ 
diately called my sister. By 
the time I got to my sister I 
discovered that my mother 
said that if my father ever 
found out about it, it would 
kill him. So that was not a 
good beginning, although, 
nothing ever really came of 
any of those predictions. It 
was some time, years later, 
when we discussed the sub¬ 


ject frankly. 

It was just a few years af¬ 
ter [the] Stonewall [Riots] and 
the gay movement was defi¬ 
nitely moving very rapidly in 
those days. I started going to 
the local rap group — a discus¬ 
sion group, not hip hop 
singers — within weeks of dis¬ 
covering my gayness. I met a 
man at the very first group 
that I liked.” 

Letting his lights shine 

Hill has become almost as 
renowned in the Bay Area for 
the laser lighting designs he 
creates as for his plants. “I 
had always been interested in 
Fantasia he said of his en¬ 
thusiasm for lighting, “and 
the relationship between mu¬ 
sic and light. I had an interest 
in creating a visual stimulus

that was like music. It was 
also commercially quite pop¬ 
ular.”

And that’s the way I 
relate to plants, as well. 
There is something about 
them that is just very beauti¬ 
ful to me. 

“Drums, the rock and 
dance club in Guerneville, 
was my first ongoing laser in¬ 
stallation. It was a quite a go¬ 
ing club in the summertime, 
and that installation looked 
really nice. I guess I enjoy 
bringing pleasure to people in 
some way, because I find in 
visual things so much plea¬ 
sure, and being able to do 
something like that was really 
a great treat.” 

Still, it is orchids that most 
people think of when they

Ken Doll Dolls Up 

Beloved Toy Gets an Earring (But Still No Dickj

Rumors about Ken Mat¬ 
tel’s sexual orientation are cir¬ 
culating and his very corpo¬ 
rate parents are happy know¬ 
ing that some gays find their 
buffed boy toy from El Se- 
gundo so endearing. 

An updated version of the 
venerable Ken doll is becom¬ 
ing trendy among some gays. 
Retailers nationwide report 
that gays are buying Barbie’s 
longtime companion to have 
as their own. 

“We’re happy with the 
way Magic Earring Ken has 
been selling, for whatever the 
reason,” says Gary Jockers, 
general manager of the FAO 
Schwartz toy store in San 
Francisco. 


“Any controversy is good 
for sales, Jocker says. “I’ve 
heard that a lot of gay men 
are buying Earring Ken 
across the country, especially 
in Chicago and New York.” 

Apparently gays in San 
Francisco aren’t as infatuated 
with Ken as the denizens of 
New York and Chicago, 
where some stores reportedly 
have trouble keeping up with 
demand, according to the 
Wall Street Journal. We’re 
only seeing a few gay men 
buying it in our store,” Jock¬ 
ers says. 

It seems Ken has tongues 
flapping since he’s started 
sporting a matching lavender 
mesh shirt and vest, plus an 
earring and neck chain to 


complement his two-tone hair 
coloring. The rumor that 
Ken’s relationship with that 
doll Barbie is apparently one 
of toyland convenience sur¬ 
prises few men who have 
sneaked a peek at his crotch 
over the years. 

Carefully avoiding the 
word “gay,” Mattel spokes¬ 
woman Lisa McKendall says, 
“if there are ‘other people’ 
who enjoy our product, of 
course we’re pleased.” 

McKendall doesn’t explain 
why Ken’s wardrobe was 
changed from milquetoast to 
campy. “We design Barbie 
and Ken to be wholesome 
products for little girls,” she 
said from corporate headquar¬ 
ters in El Segundo. 

Mattel officially denies fid¬ 
dling with Ken’s image is 
merely a publicity stunt. “We 
just thought it would be cool 
if Ken started wearing an ear¬ 
ring and chain,” McKendall 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The author of Barbie: 
Thirty Years of America’s 
Doll , Cynthia Robbins, says 
Ken is definitely gay. Rob¬ 
bins outed Ken recently in 
the Examiner where she’s a 
staff writer, but the real scoop 
belongs to The Advocate 
magazine, which ran a blurb 
on Ken’s suspicious new look 
back in February. 

Not surprisingly, Mattel 
and others who stand to gain 
financially from rumors about 
Ken’s sexual orientation don’t 
seem a bit perturbed: there’s 
money to be made by such 
idle gossip. 

This fascination with Ken 
comes with a price. While 
Magic Earring Barbie normal¬ 
ly sells for about $11, some 
stores, like FAO Schwartz are 
marking up the Ken version 
closer to $20 to take advan¬ 
tage of the notoriety. 

It’s hard to gauge the doll’s 
current popularity in San 
Francisco. Earring Magic Ken 
was spotted recently at the 
Folsom Street Fair, of all 
places. Although there have 
been no reports of him being 
seen at Cafe Flore yet. T

think of A1 Hill, and for good 
reason. “I have bred some, 
and named one after my 
mother, Dorthea Olivia, fortu¬ 
nately, just before she died,” 
he told the B.A.R. “The 
name of that orchid is Pa- 
phiopedilum Dorthea Olivia. 
There is an orchid named af¬ 
ter me, Paphiopedilum A1 
Hill.

not develop, but it is of the 
type that can be a houseplant 
and everybody can enjoy it, 
which is really one of my 
goals in hybridizing — devel¬ 
oping orchids that are easy 
for beginners to have in their 
home — because I believe we 
are losing touch with nature 
by not having enough contact 
with it in our urban environ¬ 
ments.” 

Hill estimates the number 
of large plants in his immedi¬ 
ate environment at home to 
be “several hundred,” plus 
“an innumerable number of 
seedlings of different hybrids 
of one sort or another.” It 
seems like a lot until Hill 
points out that “there are 
somewhere between 20,000 
and 30,000-plus species of or¬ 
chids.” 

“I’m interested in nature as 
a really grand expression. I 
see humans as a part of that 
picture,” he said, adding, “I 
guess I’m not very interested 
in money. Having money is 
really a very poor guarantee 
against running into troubles 
in life. I believe we can only 
really do it through our rela¬ 
tionships, and our support 
systems that we build. 

“At this time we are at a 


low ebb, regarding people 
working together as opposed 
to what it was back in the 
early 1970s. I think we still 
need to keep working in that 
direction and learn the skills 
necessary to make it work 
better than it has worked in 
the past. If you create some¬ 
thing positive, people will 
eventually migrate towards it. 

“The role of gay men in so¬ 
ciety,” he concluded thought¬ 
fully, “is to bring their unique 
perspective to the world: their 
vision, their perspective of 
beauty.” ▼

Uniform Standards

T he Boy Scouts of 
America, who got 
much negative press 
locally last year for 
persecuting gay scouts and 
leaders, had another PR dis¬ 
aster last week when it was 
revealed that they’ve dis¬ 
missed over 1,800 scoutmas¬ 
ters for child molestation in 
the past two decades. BSA 
spin doctors did their feeble 
best to explain away the 
statistic, which is all the more 
embarrassing as it comes 
from their own records, re¬ 
cently subpoenaed for a law¬ 
suit. Consider that there are 
millions of scouts overall, 
they pointed out, and that 
two decades is an awfully 
long time!

Consider, too, that many (if 
not most) molesting scoutmas¬ 
ters are never caught at all 
and that many who were per¬ 
haps avoided prosecution 
and/or dismissal. Even more 
damning is evidence that sev¬ 
eral defrocked troop leaders 
simply moved to another 


state and took over a new 
chapter, a maneuver 
smoothed by the BSA policy 
of avoiding any sort of screen¬ 
ing procedure that would 
turn up a criminal record. 

Quibbling aside, the BSA 
now ranks officially as the 
number-one child-molesting 
organization in America, at 
last displacing the Catholic 
Church, the traditional leader. 
Worldwide the Vatican prob¬ 
ably outranks the scouts, 
since they provide pederasts 
with parishes all over the 
world instead of just in one 
country. And no single scout¬ 
master can probably hope to 
challenge the record of Fa¬ 
ther Porter, an ex-priest who 
just pled guilty to nearly 50 
separate counts of sexual 
abuse and is charged with 
hundreds more. 

This could be because the 
wayward troop leaders had to 
relocate on their own and per¬ 
haps even change their 
names, while accused priests 
could always count on being 
quietly transferred across the 
county, the state, the archdio¬ 
cese, or the country if need be 
(as was done for Father 
Porter) by the Church itself. 
And keep in mind that scout 


leaders only had the opportu¬ 
nity to molest boys, whereas 
priests are given access to 
children of both genders. 
This, perhaps, is why scout¬ 
masters have only to deny be¬ 
ing gay, while priests have to 
promise to swear off sex alto¬ 
gether. 

Homo Haberdashery 

It all makes me wish that 
I’d gotten more involved in 
scouting when I was a kid. 
But at the time I had no idea 


that scouts were having so 
much fun. I was a cub scout 
for a while, but I never made 
it past the rank of Weblo (pro¬ 
nounced, I kid you not, “We 
Blow” — perhaps a veiled ref¬ 
erence to what we’d do if 
paired up with a hot Boy 
Scout). Alas, I was put off by 
their single-minded drive to¬ 
ward achievement of rank via 
acquiring apparently endless 
“merit” badges. A sloppy 
dresser, I was largely immune 
to the lure of the scouts’ 
paramilitary uniforms. 

These uniforms, decorated 
with those arcane but impres¬ 
sive badges, have always con¬ 
stituted one of the BSA’s ma¬ 
jor allures. Getting a cut of 
the sales on officially sanc¬ 
tioned outfits is how the hon¬ 
chos who run the scouts — a 
clique of self-appointed good 
ol’ boys down in Irving, 
Texas — make most of their 
money. 

Obviously these boring 
bubbas never figured out 
such a scam for themselves. It 
was the founder of the scouts, 
Lord Baden-Powell, who be¬ 
queathed the organization its 
love of militaristic haberdash¬ 
ery when he created the 
group at the turn of the centu¬ 
ry. One of the creators of 
South Africa’s apartheid sys¬ 
tem, a noted militarist and au¬ 
thoritarian (some would say 
“fascist”), Baden-Powell is cur¬ 
rently acknowledged by all 
but the most naive historians 
to have been an avid and ac¬ 
tive — if not hyperactive — 
pederast. Nothing turned him 
on like a boy in uniform, and 
putting boys in uniforms, he 
discovered, made them even 
more vulnerable to orders 
and suggestions that might at 
first glance appear to violate 
the famous scout oath to al¬ 
ways be “morally straight.” 

But Catholic priests don’t 
appear to have been hindered 
overmuch by their own oaths 
of chastity either, so perhaps 
the underlying lesson taught 
by both organizations is the 
benefits of moral hypocrisy. 
The main difference between 
these two leading pederastic 
groups seems to be that the 
Catholics appeal more to 
youth who prefer effeminate 
clothes (those altar-boy outfits 
and the nelly cassocks worn 
by priests), while the scouts 
tend to get those who favor 
butch drag. 

Good Goddess! 

Meanwhile the Marines, 
who like the Catholics en¬ 
courage chastity and like the 
Boy Scouts promote the wor¬ 
ship of uniforms and like 
both completely ban homo¬ 
sexuality, have declined to 
press their investigation of a 
gay Marine porn ring recently 


uncovered in San Diego. As 
part of their accelerated witch 
hunt of queers, a backlash in¬ 
spired and encouraged by 
Clinton’s bumbling efforts to 
lift the military’s gay ban, 
they gleefully pursued the 
case at first when it looked 
like it involved only two or 
three Marines. It would be ed¬ 
ucational, they felt, to drum 
them out of the corps with 
maximum pomp and publici¬ 
ty. 

But when preliminary re¬ 
ports suggested they would 
find two or three hundred 
easily proved cases, and re¬ 
veal a major and long-estab¬ 
lished industry of homosexual 
porn featuring bona-fide 
USMC personnel, they quick¬ 
ly dropped the project. Now, 
for the first time, they’re be¬ 
ginning to understand the 
principles at the bottom of 
“don’t ask, don’t tell.” 

In contrast to the moral- 
ism, exclusivity, and 
hypocrisy manifested by the 
BSA, Vatican, and Marines, 
the Girl Scouts of America 
(who are organizationally 
completely independent of 
the BSA) just announced a re¬ 
vision to their own oath. 
Young women will no longer 
have to promise to serve 
“God” but may substitute any 
“words they deem more ap¬ 
propriate,” such as “Allah” or 
“Goddess.” 

The change is intended to 
make the group more inclu¬ 
sive, for example to Asian 
and American-Indian girls 
and others from outside the 
Judeo-Christian tradition. The 
Boy Scouts, who offer no 
merit badges for honesty or 
inclusivity, are miffed by this 
liberalization and make it 
clear they have no intention 
to follow suit. Present a smug 
and morally superior front, 
they’ve discovered, and you 
can get away with just about 
anything behind the scenes.

Readers familiar with the 
intricacies of our welfare sys¬ 
tem will doubtless have no¬ 
ticed that in last week’s col¬ 
umn, “Managed Scare,” I re¬ 
peatedly referred to “Medi¬ 
caid” (the “safety net” for the 
indigent) when I actually 
meant to say “Medicare” (the 
retirement system funded by 
Social Security).

fact it’s pretty good. Medicaid 
is AID to poor people, which 
is always given grudgingly 
and tends to be pretty bad.”

Anti-Gay Cracker 
Barrel Chain Sued

NEW YORK — A federal 
judge has ruled in support of 
a lawsuit trying to challenge 
anti-gay hiring practices by 
Cracker Barrel Old Country 
Stores. 

Mayor David Dinkins ap¬ 
plauded the ruling, by U.S. 
District Court Judge Kimba 
Wood in Manhattan, that 
shareholders have a right to 
question employment prac¬ 
tices of companies in which 
they’ve invested. 

“Her decision provides us 
with an essential weapon in 
our battle against employ¬ 
ment discrimination in both 
public and private sectors,” 


Dinkins said. 

The ruling contradicted 
the position taken by the Se¬ 
curities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission. 

The company based in 
Lebanon, Tennessee, had de¬ 
clared it would not “continue 
to employ individuals whose 
sexual preferences fail to 
demonstrate normal hetero¬ 
sexual values.” 

Cracker Barrel reportedly 
fired at least nine gay employ¬ 
ees on that basis. 

The New York City Em¬ 
ployees Retirement Systems 
moved to challenge the policy 
and sued when Cracker Bar¬ 
rel omitted the proposal in a 
proxy package. ▼

chapter from Weiss’s book, 
Vampires and Violets: Les¬ 
bians in Film, a critical guide 
to the presence/absence of cel¬ 
luloid lesbians.

As a fitting tribute 
to the book’s recent U.S. pub¬ 
lication, Weiss will tour the 
country, lecturing principally 
from the book’s less ghoulish 
chapters. Bay Area vam- 
pirophiles will be pleased to 
note they will receive an ex¬ 
clusive all-fangs-bared treat¬ 
ment. 

“I’m starting the tour in 
San Francisco with the Vam¬ 
pire lecture, which seems to¬ 
tally fitting to me,” said Weiss 
in a recent interview, “be¬ 
cause that’s where it all start¬ 
ed.” The book, that is, not 
vampirism. It was a phone 
call from Frameline in 1987 
that motivated Weiss to com¬ 
plete the first chapter of 
Vampires and Violets. 
Michael Lumpkin, then with 
Frameline, picked vampires 
from Weiss’s wish-list of pos¬ 
sible chapters as the topic for 
her first clip-and-quip night at 
the Castro. 

“It went over very well,” 
recalled Weiss. “Even though 
it was kind of half-baked, my 
thinking about it has devel¬ 
oped tremendously since that 
time, but that first event real¬ 
ly helped me to develop it.” 
No one present who enjoyed 
Weiss’s first unearthing will 


want to miss this year’s pre¬ 
sentation, of which Weiss 
says, “I have a much better 
understanding of the lesbian 
vampire now than I did in ‘87 
and I know some much hotter 
gossip about the behind-the- 
scenes stories.” 

Ambushed by Vampires 

A reluctant vampire- 
hunter, Weiss admits that she 
had vampires thrust upon 


her. “I was never interested in 
vampire films,” she confessed. 
“I was interested in lesbian 
films. And when you look at 
lesbian films, inevitably 
you’re going to stumble on 
vampire films, because that’s 
the dominant form that les¬ 
bianism has taken in cinema 
— before the onset of current 
independent films made by 
lesbian filmmakers,” artists 
like Barbara Hammer, Ulri- 


ka Ottinger and Chantal Ack¬ 
erman. 

When it was suggested 
that digging up the dyke un¬ 
dead was promoting a sleazy 
self-image at odds with 
wholesome American lesbian 
chic, Weiss kicked into semi¬ 
otics mode: “An image means 
more than its surface, or first 
reading. There are many 
ways you can read an image. 
The overwhelming way in 
which the lesbian vampire 
image is constructed is all di¬ 
rected toward a kind of, as 
you say, sleazy and very hate¬ 
ful image.” Despite their care¬ 
fully constructed negative 
vibe, vampires, like anybody 
else in our deconstructed 
world, are nonetheless in the 
eye of the beholder: “The les¬ 
bian vampire films also have 
this element of fun. And be¬ 
cause they’re so outrageous — 
they’re not really that subtle — 
they’re easier than more neg¬ 
ative images to play with.” 

If the preceding sounds 
dangerously close to camp 
sensibility — it is. “One of my 
agendas,” confirms Weiss 
about the writing of Vam¬ 
pires and Violets, “was to ex¬ 
plore or try to understand 
what is lesbian camp. Does 
camp exist for lesbians? And 
what does it look like and 
how does it work? These les¬ 
bian vampire films lend them¬ 
selves to all kinds of camp 
readings. In that sense the im¬ 
ages can be somewhat re¬ 
deemed.” 

As a cultural historian, “as 
opposed to a military histori¬ 
an or a political historian,” 
Weiss sees the lesbian vam¬ 
pire’s redemption in cultural 
rather than political terms. 
“You can dismantle some of 
that negativity with humor, 
sort of disarming it. When les¬ 
bian audiences see those vam-

Chen Kaige and 'FarewellMy Concubine' 

Banned in Beijing

ity in China, but sooner or lat¬ 
er we must face the fact.” So 
says 41-year-old Chinese direc¬ 
tor Chen Kaige, whose 
Farewell My Concubine, a 
historical melodrama about a 
Peking Opera star who car¬ 
ries a life-long torch for one 
of his fellow actors, shared 
the prestigious Palme d’Or at 
the Cannes Film Festival this 
year. 

Chen’s picture became the 
toast of European film circles, 
but that didn’t save it from 
being banned in Beijing the 
day after a splashy premiere 
for violating political and sex¬ 
ual taboos. A desire to keep 
up the pretext that homosex¬ 
uality doesn’t occur in China 
may have been behind the 
censorship directed at the gay 
content. 

Or maybe not. Chen’s po¬ 
litical views — particularly 


about China’s tumultuous 
Cultural Revolution of the 
1960s and ’70s — probably ran¬ 
kled the bureaucrats as much 
as the passions of his lead 
character, Dieyi, who is 
played by Hong Kong super- 
star Leslie Cheung. 

Farewell was rescued, 
Chen heard after the fact, by 
Chinese head of state, Deng 
Xiaoping — who as a victim of 
the Cultural Revolution him¬ 
self may not have found the 
film’s critique of that period 
such a threat to national secu¬ 
rity. But Farewell was with¬ 
drawn again, Chen says, by 
lower-level authorities, who 
insisted on a switch near the 
end that (ostensibly) softened 
the gay overtones. 

A Bad Joke? 

“Was it because they want¬ 
ed to deny the closeness be¬ 
tween the men?” the director 
asks rhetorically over tea at 
the Prescott hotel recently. 
“Maybe yes, maybe no. I real¬ 
ly think it’s just a bad joke. 
They wanted to prove they

The Joe Boxer underwear 
company threw a champagne 
reception at the Castro The¬ 
atre last Wednesday, a benefit 
for Frameline to kick off the 
week-long series of short 
films called, appropriately, 
Boys’ Shorts. Alas, the pro¬ 
gram’s run will have ended 
by the time you read this, but 
if you ever get a chance to see 
writer/director Mark 
Christopher's short flick, 
The Dead Boys’ Club, see it. 
It’s a perfect little piece of 
work — funny, charming, and, 
for an indie short, very slick. 
Looking at the cast list on the 
press release before the film, 
I asked Christopher how on 
earth he got Erik Estrada 
to perform in his movie. Un¬ 
fortunately for the gossip 
columnist (and fortunately for 
the movie), Dead Boys’ 
Estrada is a young man who 
just happens to spell his name 
the same way as the 70s TV 
beef starlet. 

Christopher told me that 
he’s currently working with 
Paul Schrader (American 
Gigolo) on a script about the 
zenith of Studio 54. Which 
got me thinking, now whom 
would you cast in that? Yours 
Truly has a few suggestions: 
How about Quentin Crisp 
as Halston, and wouldn’t 
Jaye Davidson make a per¬ 
fect Bianca Jagger? But 
whom to cast as the irritating 
Liza Minnelli? Personally, I 
could easily see Shannen 
Doherty in that little pixie 
haircut. 

The November Movieline 
features an interview with 
Antonio Banderas, who’s 
playing Tom Hanks' 
boyfriend in Philadelphia 
and Armand in Interview 
With the Vampire. Calling 
himself “a big fan of Anne 
Rice," he says he looks for¬ 
ward to playing Armand, de¬ 


scribed by Movieline as “a 
lover of the vampire Lestat” 
(played by you-know-who). Of 
course, a “big fan” would 
know that in the book, Ar¬ 
mand was actually a lover of 
Louis (Brad Pitt). When 
asked if the lovers in 
Philadelphia “deep kiss and 
romp in bed the way off¬ 
screen lovers do,” Banderas 
replies that he and Hanks do 
have one kiss: “we kiss like 
brothers.” Sounds like real 
longtime companions, actual- 

ly. 


And Paul Rudnick 

sounds off to Movieline 
about homophobia in Holly¬ 
wood, which he says “comes 
from a certain amount of self- 
loathing. It goes back to when 
these Eastern European Jews 
founded the film industry, yet 
found it necessary to present 
perfect, wholesome, WASP-y 
versions of American life. 
Likewise, with gay film exec¬ 
utives, there is often this fear 
that the world hates them ... 
as a result, they behave more 
homophobically than straight 
people.” (Hold your water; 
Rudnick is Jewish as well as 
gay.) Hollywood is often ac¬ 
cused of having no memory 
of its past, but it seems that 
memory loss is sometimes se¬ 
lective: Rudnick notes that 
‘Making Love, a bad 10-year- 
old gay film, made no money, 
so it is held as proof that gay 
subject matter doesn’t work.” 


However, Variety notes 
that Rudnick’s play Jeffrey 
may be made into a film by 
N.Y.-based Working Man 
Films. Seems the way for gay 
material to reach Hollywood’s 
heart is through the stage 
door: other hit plays about to 
be made into movies include 
Angels in America (to be di¬ 
rected by Robert Altman, 
no stranger to three-hour-plus 


epics) and Twilight of the 
Golds. Why, you may ask? 
Well, because they’re what’s 
called “proven commodities,” 
having already made good 
money on stage. 

Three cheers for Randy 
Shilts. Yes, Randy Shilts. 
When HBO included a pic¬ 
ture of vindictive harpy 
Kimberly Bergalis in the 
schmaltzy montage at the end 
of And the Band Played On, 
Mr. S is rumored to have 
pitched a fit and demanded 
her removal. For those whose 
memories are shorter than a 
shoelace, it was the Thor¬ 
oughly Modern Medea who 
appeared before a Congres¬ 
sional hearing and said, “I am 
not a homosexual; I am not a 
drug addict — I have done 
nothing to deserve this dis¬ 
ease.” HBO neither confirmed 
nor denied when asked about 
the rumor by The Advocate, 
but a spokesman said “the 
whole notion of the montage 
was to show the great loss 
we’ve suffered in the arts and 
gay communities. Given this, 
Bergalis might not have been 
appropriate.” 

Meanwhile, Variety says 
Band will air on NBC some¬ 
time during the current TV 
season. Producer Aaron 
Spelling said he was “grate¬ 
ful to NBC for this coura¬ 
geous move,” which is laying 
it on thick, since the flick was 
originally at NBC, who 
dumped the project. The al¬ 
leged “courage” refers to ad¬ 
vertisers’ tendencies to pull 
out of anything gay or AIDS- 
related, but since Band 
pulled a healthy 25 share on 
HBO (see above under 
“proven commodity”) and will 
probably score even higher 
on free TV, the decision to air 
it now looks like pure and 
simple chickenshit greed. 

She stuck in her thumb, 
and pulled out a ... turkey? 
The release of Gus Van 
Sant's Even Cowgirls Get 
the Blues has been abruptly 
canceled by Fine Line fea¬ 
tures. Variety notes that the 
film got a “lukewarm” recep¬ 
tion at the Toronto Film Fes¬ 
tival, and rumor is that the 
film as it stands is confusing, 
and has been pulled for a re¬ 
cut. 

Released on video yester¬ 
day, gregg araki's The Liv¬ 
ing End, priced for rental (at 
$89.95) and not sale. This is 
not just the best “gay” movie 
ever made; it’s one of the best 
movies made in the last 
decade — period! You are re¬ 
miss and your soul is incom¬ 
plete until you have seen this 
film. So what are you waiting 
for? ▼

his king into his life, creating 
no end of conflict for his co- 
star Xiaolou (Zhang Fengyi) 
and Xiaolou’s wife Juxian 
(Gong Li, of Raise the Red 
Lantern and other films), a 
former prostitute. 

The movie’s concluding se¬ 
quence mirrors that of the 
opera. According to Chen, the 
authorities required that in¬ 
stead of calling out “Dieyi” 
(the character’s name in the 
“real life” of the film), Xiaolou 
cry out “Concubine” — a 
change that supposedly coun¬ 
teracts the nearly three hours 
of obsessing over Xiaolou in 
which Dieyi has engaged. 

By this logic, Xiaolou is 
then responding with concern 
not over a man who is in loye 
with him, but over a woman 
(the concubine) who is merely 
being played by a man. 

Splitting Hairs 

If that seems like splitting 
hairs, imagine how it feels to 
the filmmaker, who never 
conceived of Farewell as a 
gay love story in the first 
place — or of his lead charac¬ 
ter as gay, even though he’s 
in love with a man. 

“Dieyi believes that he is a 
woman,” Chen maintains. “He 
has convinced himself that he 
can love this man because ‘I 
am a woman.’ But at the end 
of the film he realizes this is a 
mistake. The mistake is that 
his sexual identity is male, 
not female, which means that 
he’s been dreaming of being 
a female for almost his 
whole life 

“He was forced into this 
role by the opera master 
when he was a child. At the 
end of the film comes the 
time to correct this mistake, 
to come back and be a man. 
But he doesn’t. That is why 
I think this is the story of a 
man in love with another 
man, not a woman in love 
with another man. But it isn’t 
really about homosexuality, 
it’s about a confusion of iden¬ 
tity.” 

Still, for gay folks in a 
country where the mere dis¬ 
cussion of same-sex love re¬ 
mains a strong taboo, 
Farewell’s high profile — it is 
said to be one of the most ex¬ 
pensive pictures produced in 
China to date — and the par¬ 
ticipation of an icon like 
Leslie Cheung (think Johnny 
Depp or Luke Perry at the 


height of their popularity) 
pfovide the solace of recogni¬ 
tion at the very least. 

Paying Respects 

“I don’t really know how a 
gay person in China would 
see this film,” Chen says. “I 
think I pay my respects to 
gay people, but I realize that 
since I am not gay I’m not 
that good to represent gay 
people. To do that I must 
know a lot about their lives, 


authorities 
insisted on a 
switch near 
the end that 
softened the 
gay overtones. 


their inside world and so on, 
then I can say something 
about that.” 

His humility and convolut¬ 
ed take on Dieyi’s psychology 
notwithstanding, Chen’s han¬ 
dling of the character makes 
it clear that the director is in 
tune with the nuances of 
same-sex attraction. Beyond 
that, he displays a canny 
sense of the grand theatrics in 
which a diva like Dieyi might 
engage. 

For all the politics and so¬ 
cial analysis Farewell en¬ 
compasses, it is often quite 
funny. Chen isn’t past inject¬ 



ing bitchy humor — as in the 
scene in which Dieyi taunts 
Xiaolou for marrying a whore 
— when the situation war¬ 
rants. 

The director declares him¬ 
self “very curious about ev¬ 
erything, including homosex¬ 
uality. I don’t believe it’s an 
evil thing. It’s not. This is 
modern society. We are not 
living in ancient times. There 
is nothing forbidden. Every¬ 
thing is possible in China, just 
like everything is possible in 
New York.” 

Chen’s knowledge of sexu¬ 
ality stateside comes in part 
from a late-1980s stay in Man¬ 
hattan, where he lectured at 
New York University’s film 
department. He professes to 
be “somewhat” aware of gay 
community concerns about 
media depictions here, but as¬ 
serts — convincingly — that his 
picture’s tragic ending has to 
do with dramatic symmetry 
and the intensity of Dieyi’s 
passion rather than a disdain 
for homosexuality. One could 
easily make the case that it is 
the Chinese government’s al¬ 
teration of the film’s ending, 
as opposed to Chen’s original 
one (which will be seen by 
American audiences), that be¬ 
trays a wish to deny the pos¬ 
sibility of homosexuality. 

Asked whether or not he 
believes films can make a dif¬ 
ference in how people per¬ 
ceive their sexual, political or 
other realities, Chen re¬ 
sponds, yes, passionately. 

“This is why I continue to 
work in China. If I lived here 
in the States I could have a 
better life. Everything is more 
convenient here than in China. 
That’s for sure. 

“I’m not saying that I have 
such great power in my hands 
in terms of changing people’s 
lives, but I do believe that my 
film will influence them, at 
least to make people think 
about what’s going on in our 
lives, about what kind of peo¬ 
ple we want to be, what 
changes we need to make.” 

As for gay films, despite the 
controversy over Farewell, 
Chen sees his first one as 
ahead of him rather than be¬ 
hind. Perhaps still pondering 
Dieyi, he concludes, “I think a 
person is gay, not only because 
of the sex, but also the feeling. 
People used to focus on the 
sex relationship to find out 
whether a person is gay or 
not. It’s more than this. It’s 
how he sees the whole world, 
how he feels it. I can’t prove it, 
but I’m convinced.... Someday 
I will make a film about this.”

Narrative, Images, 
Power Fine “Fareweli" 

Fateful 

Drama

A n hour into Chen 
Kaige’s engrossing 
Farewell My Concu¬ 
bine, a stern Chinese 
opera master outlines for his 
troupe the moral to a famous 
tale they’ve been performing 
about a loyal concubine who 
refuses to abandon' her king 
even as defeat in battle awaits 
him. The chief message of 
this opera (also titled 
“Farewell My Concubine”): 
You can’t beat fate. 

The master is lecturing to 
a group of boys whom he is 
molding into elite performers 
through whippings, endless 
exercise and the excruciating 
realignment of their physical 
structure. 

His conclusion about fate 
has, of course, a paralyzing 
potential. If one’s fate — or 
one’s country’s — has already 
been decided, why try to fight 
it? Why push for change? 
Why challenge injustice? 

But the opera contains an¬ 
other, somewhat contradicto¬ 
ry lesson, namely that each 
person is responsible for 
his/her own fate. The tension 
between these two positions 
powers Farewell My Concu¬ 
bine, a film that at once man¬ 
ages to be highly entertaining 
— this is one heck of a yarn 
about tortured love — and ex¬ 
tremely insightful. 

Perceptive Discussion 

The surface narrative con¬ 
cerns two of the trainees, who 
grow up to be stars of the 
Peking Opera. Offstage, Dieyi 
(Leslie Cheung), who plays 
the concubine, falls in love 
with Xiaolou (Zhang Fengyi), 
who plays the king. 

The intertwined fates of 
the men form the basis for a 
perceptive discussion of Chi¬ 
nese history and politics from 
the 1920s to the 1970s. This 
period of near-constant up¬ 
heaval began with the fall of 
dynastic rule, which gave way 
to the messy years during 
which the Kuomintang at¬ 
tempted and ultimately failed 
to consolidate its leadership, 
followed by the post-World 
War II communist years. 

As in earlier films, such as 
Yellow Earth and Life on a 
String, Chen examines the 
Chinese soul, searching for 
clues as to why political tran¬ 
sitions in this century have 
been so violent and affirming 
his society’s need for values 
in which to believe while si¬ 
multaneously critiquing its in¬ 
ability to let go of unfair and 
outmoded tenets. 

when a boy in Farewell 
views magisterial operatic 
performances that achieve the 
ideals his master has tried to 
pound into him, the boy cries 
out, “What does it take to be¬ 
come a star? How many beat¬ 
ings?” His questions are as 
much a commentary on his 
nation’s evolution as his own. 

Strong Narrative 

Chen, whose earlier films 
are characterized by long 
takes and purely visual expo¬ 
sition of themes, has to a 
large degree eschewed that 
approach in Farewell in fa¬ 
vor of a strong narrative. The 
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his strongest points through 
imagery. This happens both 
subtly, as with Dieyi’s deal¬ 
ings with Xiaolou’s wife Jux- 
ian (Gong Li) after her hus¬ 
band is jailed, and emphatical¬ 
ly, as with the rendering of 
life at the opera school. 

One memorable shot oc¬ 
curs in a scene during the 
Cultural Revolution: A dazed 
Dieyi lists to screen right in 
his tattered concubine cos¬ 
tume. Both he and Xiaolou 
are seen through the heat of 
flames fueled by “counterrev¬ 
olutionary” documents set 
afire by Red Guards. The har¬ 
rowing image builds in inten¬ 
sity as Dieyi, Xiaolou and Xi¬ 
aolou’s wife, worn down by 
the badgering of a near-hys¬ 
terical mob, betray each other 
in hopes of saving them¬ 
selves. 

This is but one dazzling se¬ 
quence in a triumphant con¬ 
versation specific to China 
but with universal relevance. 
Farewell My Concubine ac¬ 
knowledges the hand of fate — 
and the realities and foibles of 
human nature — yet insistent¬ 
ly presses for change. ▼

pire films they have a lot of 
enjoyment of the films, partly 
because they’re just so ex¬ 
treme and obvious.” 

Subtle Collusion 

Those seeking psychologi¬ 
cal parallels with the draining 
nature of lesbian relationships 
will be disappointed. Weiss 
does not pretend to know 
what insights even a some¬ 
what redeemed lesbian vam¬ 
pire might have to offer. “I 
tried not to look at films in 
terms of how so-called realis¬ 
tic they are, but rather to 
point out that films aren’t re¬ 
alistic at all. They’re com¬ 


pletely constructed.”

necessary when sitting 
through schlock-fests like 
Hammer Studio’s X-rated 
“sexploitation” flicks, the re¬ 
vamped approach of more re¬ 
cent films is easier on the 
throat. Weiss cited the late, 
great Delphine Seyrig’s per¬ 
formance as the legendary 
Countess Elisabeth Bathory 
of Transylvania in Harry 
Kumel’s Daughter’s of Dark¬ 
ness. “The subversion’s not 
just going on by the spectator, 
it’s going on within the film. 
And she (Seyrig) brings to it, 
certainly, a tremendous 
amount of dignity. That’s a 
deliberate reworking of the 
lesbian vampire.” 

When she’s not staking out 
those immortal bloodsuckers 
of the screen, Weiss divides 
her time between “writing 
and filmmaking” in Paris, 
Berlin, New York and Lon¬ 
don. Her professional partner, 
Greta Schiller, with whom 
she worked on the films Be¬ 
fore Stonewall (1985) and In¬ 
ternational Sweethearts of 
Rhythm (1986), is also her 
lover and flatmate of 13 years. 
Lesbian vampires should al¬ 
ways love so long. ▼

Framing Lesbian Love 

Vampires and Violets: Lesbians in Film 
by Andrea Weiss; Penguin Books, $12.50

I mages of women loving 
women are so scarce in 
the cinema that it is dif¬ 
ficult to draw solid con¬ 
clusions about what the exist¬ 
ing examples really convey. 
Even more complicated, giv¬ 
en the mechanics of life in the 
closet and patriarchal cul¬ 
ture’s indifference to all wom¬ 
en’s history (much less les¬ 
bians’), is determining how 
lesbians of the past reacted to 
and appropriated images 
from the cinema. 

Filmmaker and cultural 
historian Andrea Weiss 
makes a bold and intelligent 
attempt to analyze both inVf- 
olets and Vampires, pub¬ 
lished last year in Britain and 
now available in the U.S. 

The book covers six major 
areas: early silent and sound 
films; lesbian spectatorship 
during Hollywood’s “Golden 
Age”; the emerging visibility 
in post-World War II cinema; 
the lesbian vampire genre; 
how art films position same- 
sex love; and post-Stonewall 
independent cinema. The al¬ 
ways accessible text refines 
some discussions about repre¬ 
sentation that have been tak¬ 
ing place in lesbian-feminist 
and other theoretical circles. 

Weiss makes an adept con¬ 
nection between screen por¬ 
traits of lesbians and prevail¬ 
ing psychological theories in 
any given decade. Since these 
theories until the mid-1970s 
were consistently disparaging, 
it will come as no surprise 
that she finds the dominant 
cinema working to “construct 
lesbianism as deviance.” 

The combination of nega¬ 
tion and erasure that Weiss 
chronicles renews one’s ea¬ 
gerness to participate in the 
removal of cinema stereo¬ 
types, but the author is wary 
of any knee-jerk quest for 
“non-stereotypical” portraits. 
She rues the “ ‘happen to be 
gay’ syndrome” in post-gay 
liberation films and televi¬ 
sion, in which characters have 
same-sex lovers but look and 
act “heterosexual in all other 
regards.” What she believes 
will bring about true change 
is not simply removing an of¬ 
fending stereotype but attack¬ 
ing and “questioning the ide¬ 
ological processes that gave 
rise to it in the first place.” 

Vampires and Violets 
does precisely this, and its 
main strength is Weiss’ con¬ 
centration on the aesthetic 
strategies — some of them 
blunt, others quite subtle — 
employed over the decades to 


undermine lesbian desire. 

Adroit Analysis 

The book’s analysis of 
Night of the Iguana (1964) is 
particularly adroit. In Night, 
actual references to lesbian¬ 
ism are slight. Even the “les¬ 
bian” character, Miss Fel- 
lowes, doesn’t fully perceive 
her orientation. Says another 
character, “If she knew the 
truth about herself, it would 
destroy her.” 

Yet despite Miss Fellowes’ 
lack of self-awareness, 
through framing and juxtapo- 
sitioning of imagery, the film 
establishes “heterosexuality as 
‘natural’ and homosexuality 
as ‘unnatural.’ ” In a show¬ 
down between female hetero¬ 
sexuality and lesbianism, the 
former’s triumph is so com¬ 
plete that Miss Fellowes is 
“permanently banished” from 
the film. 

If the neurotic Miss Fel¬ 
lowes is an ineffectual preda¬ 
tor, the women in Weiss’ 
chapter on vampires more 
than pick up the slack. Unlike 
some of the more heinous les-

bian villains throughout cine¬ 
ma’s history, the vampires, 
destructive as they may be, 
are far more complex. 

That the vampires res¬ 
onate with lesbian audiences 
even though in most cases the 
primary audience for the 
films is male, has to do with 
lesbians’ relationship to the 
characters. 

“Instead of feeling endan¬ 
gered,” Weiss writes, “les¬ 
bians can derive vicarious en¬ 
joyment from the vampire’s 
dangerous powers. But due to 
her unique position, the les¬ 
bian spectator doesn’t develop 
a fear of the vampire. And of 
course, as a horror film, it 
then falls flat. Without the el¬ 
ement of danger, the film be¬ 
comes a burlesque, to be ap¬ 
preciated primarily as camp.” 

Speculations such as the

Gay Character Struggles for Identity 
on Fox Series 

Melrose Man

O n Melrose Place, 
gay character Matt 
Fielding married a 
woman. That may 
upset viewers who are anx¬ 
ious to see honest portrayals 
of gay and lesbian relation¬ 
ships on television. But it’s 
just fine with Doug Savant, 
the actor who plays Matt on 
Fox’s prime-time soap. 

“The show has every inten¬ 
tion of making Matt a break¬ 
through character,” Savant 
says. “Last year, that wasn’t 
the case. But we’re getting 
there.” 

When Melrose Place 
debuted last fall, Matt got off 
to a strong start in a series of 
episodes that cast him as a 
gay-bashing victim. Then he 
began to fade, and his future 
on the program was unclear. 

During the past year, the 
creators of Melrose Place 
eliminated two unsuccessful 
characters on the series, and 
introduced two new ones. Yet 
all they changed about Matt 
was his job. No longer a so¬ 
cial worker, Matt is now a so¬ 
cial services administrator at 
the same hospital where an¬ 
other Melrose character, Dr. 
Michael Mancini, works. 

According to Frank South, 
Melrose’s co-executive pro¬ 
ducer, Matt’s locale move 
will enable him to interact 
with the rest of the show’s 
cast more frequently. It will 
also involve Matt in storylines 
that concern issues other than 
his sexuality. “We’re trying to 
push Matt on all fronts,” says 
South. 

But the plots that concern 
Matt’s sexuality still need the 
biggest push. And, as asexual 
as Matt’s current “marriage” 
storyline is, South says that 
the show’s creators had to 
fight for its approval at Fox. 

For those who missed the 
season so far, here’s a brief 
synopsis: A Russian intern 
who is working at the hospi¬ 
tal on a visa, Katya Petrova, 
falls for Matt, and invites him 
to dinner. During the meal, 
Matt tells Katya he is gay. 
They become “friends.” Katya 
also has a 5-year-old daughter, 
Nikki, and Matt grows fond 
of the little girl. He begins to

spend more time with them. 

Katya then tells Matt her 
visa is up. She asks Matt to 
marry her, so that she and 
Nikki can remain in the Unit¬ 
ed States. At first Matt is re¬ 
luctant, but as his fondness 
for the mother and daughter 
grows, he agrees. 

“That storyline is a little 
worrisome,” says Jehan Agra- 


ma, Media Co-Chair of the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation’s Los An¬ 
geles chapter. “It’s still scary 
for people to conceive of gays 
and lesbians in relationships 
of their own. They’re not 
ready for the sexual element.” 

However, Agrama adds, 
“Matt is one of the only recur¬ 
ring gay characters on series 
television. He might not be 
doing everything we want 
him to, but he’s on the air.” 

The void Matt helped to 
fill on television prompted 
GLAAD’s Los Angeles chap¬ 
ter to present Melrose Place 
with an award for “Outstand¬ 
ing Television Dramatic Se¬ 
ries” last March. At the same 
time, Matt’s character had al¬ 
ready begun to vanish from 
most of the show’s plotlines. 
The irony of that timing was 
not lost on Savant. “I’d be ly¬ 
ing if I said I wasn’t disap¬ 
pointed then,” he says. “From 
the outset, I was excited 
about getting the role, and I 
anticipated much greater par¬ 
ticipation on the show.” 

South agrees with him. 
“Last year was frustrating,” 
he says. “It’s like a new fron¬ 
tier out there. And people are 
feeling it out.” In time, South 
says he is hopeful that Matt 
will become more integral to 
the series. And he points to 
Matt’s expanding role this 
season as proof. “Now that 
the show is established, the 
network is willing to take a 
hit and lose advertisers — lose 
money — because they know 
the show is solid, and that 
other sponsors will come up.” 

Double Standard 

In the coming weeks, 
South says several gay ro¬ 
mantic interests will be intro¬ 
duced into Matt’s life. And 
coupled with his “commit¬ 
ment” to Katya and Nicki, 
Matt will experience a series 
of conflicting emotions that 
are the bizarre, albeit rightful, • 
domain of any soap star. 

But questions remain as to 
how far the show can go. Will 
America ever be ready to ac¬ 
cept two men, or two women, 
in an ongoing sexual relation¬ 
ship on television? “The 
amount of affection we can 
show heterosexually...I don’t 
think we can do that with a 
gay character,” says South. 
“We can have the relationship 
part of this, the dates, the 
emotional reality in Matt’s 
life...” South stops there. 

But the fears expressed by 
viewers, and in turn, network 
executives, indicate how 
deep-seated homophobia is in 
the television industry. And 
Savant faces those fears every 
day. So much so that he 
makes no statement about his 
own sexuality. “If you’re a 
straight actor playing a gay 
character, Hollywood tends to 
pigeonhole you. The gay com¬ 
munity wants to know why a 
gay actor isn’t playing that 
role. And if you are a gay ac¬ 
tor, why should you be 
judged solely on that? The 
point we’re trying to make on 
the show is that sexuality 
shouldn’t matter.” 

Yet, he adds, “You’d be an 
idiot if you didn’t think about 
the implications of playing a 
gay character.” And for les¬ 
bians and gays on television, 
implications are often the bot¬ 
tom line. ▼

queer-based and otherwise, 
was James Raymond’s Fin¬ 
gered!, in which a lesbian 
finds the end to her sexual 
frustration when she puts her¬ 
self in a musician’s hands, 
and, incidentally, gets her 
comeuppance for using wom¬ 
en as human vibrators. Lisa 
Farmer, Leigh Crow (not as 
Elvis Herselvis, but as a girl!), 
Sydney Erskine and Justin 
Bond all shine in this witty 
12-minute film, a kind of Ex¬ 
pressionist piece perfectly set 
to Mozart. 

Playing with Fingered! a s 
part of the “Love is a Many- 
Splendored Thing” program 
are Ife, shown in this year’s 
Gay and Lesbian Film Festi¬ 
val, and For Better or For 
Worse, which has screened 
on PBS. Ife, by H. Len Col¬ 
lier, seems much longer than 
its five minutes as it sleepily 
attends a black French les¬ 
bian in her fabu vintage vehi¬ 
cle as she eyes women on the 
streets of San Francisco. 


For Better or for Worse 
interviews one gay and five 
straight couples who have 
been together more than 50 
years. Inconsistency in the 
questions asked (singer Pearl 
Jones and husband aren’t 
quizzed on monogamy, unlike 
the other couples, and the gay 
men, one of whom was en¬ 
gaged to a woman when he 
met his life-mate, aren’t asked 
how they felt about children) 
keep this film on the Pollyan- 
nish side. On the other hand, 
it’s wonderful to see older/el¬ 
derly couples frankly discuss 
sexual desire, and there are 
some pleasant surprises — it’s 
the ex-military husband and 
his wife who had an open re¬ 
lationship. One caveat: al¬ 
though Betsy Thompson is 
listed as David Collier’s co¬ 
producer, the interviews are 
definitely canted toward fo¬ 
cusing on the male, both liter¬ 
ally and figuratively.

T he goals of the 1993 
Film Arts Festival 
(Roxie Cinema, Nov. 
3-7) are more laud¬ 
able in concept than execu¬ 
tion. Programs with themes 
such as “Mediated Identity,” 
“Hunger of Memory” and 
“Into the Great Tribulation” 
integrate documentary and 
fiction, queer and straight, 
and a wide span of other 
themes and genres. In this 
year’s schedule, there are no 
single nights set aside for 
queer films or films on racism 
or environmental films or ex¬ 
perimental works. Everything 
is mixed. The pleasant vision 
of diversity integrated but not 
assimilated is, unfortunately, 


cancelled out by the generally 
poor quality of the films 
themselves. Most of the films 
with queer writers or content 
were simply not worth advis¬ 
ing people to spend their 
money on. 

Limited Vision 

Why is this? Did the FAF 
not receive enough good en¬ 
tries this year? If so, why not 
shorten the festival rather 
than pretend that this is the 
cream of contemporary inde¬ 
pendent filmmaking? Con¬ 
trary to new festival director 
Lissa Gibbs’ introduction, 
small budgets are not the de¬ 
cisive factor here, rather 
small imaginations or capabil¬ 
ities. The absolute charmer of 
all the films we previewed,

one above about how lesbian 
audiences relate to imagery 
are among the chief joys of 
Vampires and Violets.

Too Slim? 

This being the first gener¬ 
al, English-language overview 
of lesbianism on film, my 
only quibble with Vampires 
and Violets is with its slim¬ 
ness — with the index and fil¬ 
mography the book comes in 
at less than 200 pages. Weiss’ 
observations about the films 
she chooses to highlight are 
so masterful she leaves one 
longing to know her opinions 
of those she doesn’t examine. 

In the chapter on art films, 
for instance, she touts the 
Dutch film A Question of Si¬ 
lence (1982) as “an example 
of how a film without a les¬ 
bian character or theme can 
specifically address (at least 
some) lesbian spectators” 
without including any com¬ 
mentary on the first two fea¬ 


an 11-minute look at an older 
Castro artist. The straight 
screeners before us apparent¬ 
ly howled with laughter at 
what they considered camp, 
but we found it a little sad 
and really dull. Although one 
of the six Asian-American 
men interviewed in Stolen 
Ground is a gay Filipino, his 
comments on racism are not 
at all gay-specific. The most 
moving portion of this 43- 
minute talking-heads fest is 
one concerning children and 
parents: how to unlearn 
parental concepts of assimila¬ 
tion while acknowledging the 
valiant struggle that led immi¬ 
grants to believe safety was 
found in assimilation, and 
how to deal with the pain 
racism brings our children. 

Dear Rock, a posthumous 
letter to Rock Hudson by Jack 
Walsh, posits Rock as a 
traitor to queerdom for at¬ 
tempting to stay in the closet, 
and gives little insight to the 
man himself. Did he love act¬ 
ing too much to risk being 
shut out of his work, or was 
he only in it for the money? 
The visuals include a few 
clips from Hudson’s films and 
endless paeans to the male 
body, a la his films, but re¬ 
main unintelligible to non¬ 
devotees, as Walsh continues 
his AIDS rant over the clip’s 
dialogue. The competition be¬ 
tween narrative and visuals 
makes this a particularly frus¬ 
trating experience. 

Even more frustrating is / 
raise my arm, by Elise Hur- 
witz. Supposedly about the 
interior spaces of the body 
and “reading the body as 
text,” it features stark black 
and white abstracts (of the 
body?) interspersed with pic¬ 
tures of pieces of film tacked 
to typewritten scraps, with a 
delightful soundtrack of a 
projector running. This is the 
kind of piece that gives “ex¬ 
perimental” a bad name. ▼

ture-length, lesbian-themed 
films from the Netherlands, 
A Woman Like Eve and 
Twice a Woman, both re¬ 
leased in 1979. 


Also curious is Weiss’ deci¬ 
sion to leave Donna Deitch’s 
Desert Hearts out of Vam¬ 
pires and Violets’ final chap¬ 
ter on lesbian independent 
cinema. The film, which is 
mentioned briefly in an earli¬ 
er chapter, has likely been 
seen by more lesbians than all 
the films — Damned If You 
Don’t, Dyketactics, She Must 
Be Seeing Things among 
them — Weiss does cover. 


Although the focus of the 
chapter is on “transgressive” 
works whose form challenges 
customary ways of seeing, in 
a book that focuses on why 
and how lesbians have reacted 
to cinematic portrayals, it 
is odd that a movie as popu¬ 
lar with contemporary audi¬ 
ences as Desert Hearts 
should get such short shrift. 


Weiss clearly had other 
priorities, and given that 
Vampires and Violets is such 
a first-rate piece of scholar¬ 
ship, one must repeat that 
any disappointment her omis¬ 
sions engender is solely be¬ 
cause the volume she did pro¬ 
duce is so brilliant. ▼

Center for the Arts 'Inaugural Exhibition 

Daunting Debut

N ow that most of the 
bally hoo and media 
blitz surrounding the 
opening of the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts has 
calmed down, it’s time for a 
critical assessment of what 
we’ve been given. The new 
buildings themselves are im¬ 
pressive, showy in some 
regards, oddly sterile in others. 
The theatre is a 755-seat jewel 
box, with a real feeling of in¬ 
timacy. The “gardens” are 
cute, refreshing even, although 
I fear for the continued vitali¬ 
ty of the stocked butterfies, 
and someone should turn the 
waterfalls down just a 
smidgen. 

Most importantly for the 
city’s art scene, the Center for 
the Arts galleries are a major 
new venue for contemporary 
art, with a curatorial staff ev¬ 
idently committed to support¬ 
ing local artists and recogniz¬ 
ing new talent. “In Out of the 
Cold,” the Center’s inaugural 
exhibition, a stimulating if un¬ 
wieldy assortment of art¬ 
works, is reason enough for 
joining in the general acclaim. 

Defusing Ethnocentrism 

My first reaction was that 
the distance from the show’s 
stated theme, the end of the 
Cold War, to its true empha¬ 
sis, on identity politics and 
multicultural inclusion, was 
something of a stretch. After 
walking through the three 
galleries with Artistic Direc¬ 
tor for Visual Arts Renny Pri- 
tikin (who conceived the 
.show with Assistant Artistic 
Director Rene de Guzman), 
the organizing intelligence be¬ 
came clear. 

The entrance to the gal¬ 
leries is graced by a lightbox 
reproduction of the Signing 
of the United Nations Char¬ 
ter in 1945 by American Del¬ 
egation, an oil painting 
which hangs in the Herbst 
Theatre lobby. This tribute to 
the birth of the U.N. right 
here in SF is described by 
Pritikin, with tongue in cura¬ 
torial cheek, as “eight white 
people deciding the fate of 
the world.” We’ve come a 
long way, baby, from that cul¬ 
turally naive, ethnocentric 
paradigm, or at least I like to 
think we have. 

The end of that raison 
d’etre of the military-industri¬ 
al complex, the Cold War, 
with its simplistic dualities of 
East and West, is not merely 


a metaphor for our confusing, 
turbulent times. “In Out of 
the Cold” shows the tangible 
fall-out from our govern¬ 
ment’s outrageous, sustained 
squandering of national re¬ 
sources on “defense.” Side by 
side in a display case are rem¬ 
nants from three ruins: a slag 
of rubble from the Berlin 
Wall; debris from the LA up¬ 
rising and a chunk of Moam- 
mer Qhadafy’s house, site of 
an American bombing in 
1986. Presenting these three 
artifacts together points up 
the neglect and gutting of our 
own cities, as much a sou¬ 
venir of the USA’s militaristic 
priorities as any piece of the 
Wall. Chris Burden’s 1979 in¬ 
stallation, The Reason for the 
Neutron Bomb, makes the 
massive waste of funds clear: 
the work is a sea of nickels, 
each topped with a match- 
stick and representing a Rus¬ 
sian tank deployed behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

Moving through architect 
Fumihiko Maki’s elegant con¬ 
nective chamber— graced by 
an American Bomb Drop unit 
labelled “safe” (whew) — into 
the Center’s large gallery, we 
are met with art which testi¬ 
fies to the New World Or¬ 
der’s furor of identities. Chi¬ 
nese, Burmese, Filipino, Chi- 
cano, African-American, Ko¬ 
rean, Native American, even 
Christian — you name the sub¬ 
culture, it’s covered. Much of 
this art is very, very good, 
such as Ernie Pepion’s paint¬ 
ings, which engage with his 
experience as quadriplegic, 
Vietnam vet, and Native 
American. Some of it is 
overblown. But the real tri¬ 
umph of the exhibit is in its 
multiplicity, its insistence on 
inclusion, its defiant cacopho¬ 
ny of voices. 

Hard to See 

Alas, some of the strongest 
works are simply badly hung. 
San Francisco’s most feisty 
subculture, drag queen cul¬ 
ture, is represented by the 
inimitable Jerome Caja, but 
her endlessly amusing minia¬ 
tures are stacked so high up 
into the ether that some of 
the best and sexiest are hard 
to see. Likewise, Manuel 
Ocampo’s untitled antifascist 
mural and Alfred J. Quiroz’s 
caricature of racist identifica¬ 
tion, Novus Ordo, are hung 
so far up they don’t register 
with their true impact. 

It’s impossible to mention 
a fair number of the artworks 
here worthy of your visit, but

if you go, don’t miss Franklin 
U.D. Westbrook’s superb 
computer prints, which posit 
what public figures are really 
thinking while they’re offer¬ 
ing acceptable soundbites. 
These are politically savvy 
graphics reminiscent of the 
John Heartfield photomon¬ 
tages recently seen at SFMO- 
MA. 

An artist who works with 
the homeless, Elaine Badgely- 
Arnoux, shows The New 
Frontier: Rebuilding the 
American Dream, an installa¬ 
tion of shopping carts turned 
Conestoga wagons, their 
child-seat flaps inscribed with 
the personal histories of 
members of America’s fastest 
growing subculture. 

And there’s no denying the 
gee-whiz appeal of Greg 
Barsamian’s Putti, an inge¬ 
nious application of clay ani¬ 
mation techniques to a three- 
dimensional installation. Yes, 
helicopters do turn into an¬ 
gels — and, ominously, back 
again — right in front of your 
eyes. The effect is thrilling in 
its visual magic, and the piece 
even fits into the show’s 
theme, with its swords-to- 
ploughshares bent. 

So its premiere outing 
turns out to be an auspicious 
debut for our newest arts in¬ 
stallation. Not that SFMO- 
MA, its new home going up 
across Third Street, looming 
like a fortress of modern art, 
need feel the threat of redun¬ 
dancy. The Center for the 
Arts will not be establishing a 
permanent collection, nor pre¬ 
senting exhibitions on the 
scale of the Modern; Pritikin 
characterizes his galleries as a 
“Kunst Halle,” and their po¬ 
tential is as a splendid show¬ 


case for curators willing to 
take risks and present art that 
might not otherwise be seen 
in our institutionalized spaces. 

A final caveat, which is to 
note with some disdain the in¬ 
creasing preponderance of 
corporate sponsorship in 
these venues. Inured as I am 
to receiving, say, press kits 
from AT&T as part of muse¬ 
um shows, I can’t help but 
feel it’s ironic that “In Out of 
the Cold,” a show at least in 
part about the excesses of 
Cold War militarism, is spon¬ 
sored by Citibank. Need I re¬ 
mind readers that corporate 
America, banks and chemical 
companies alike, were among 
the primary sponsors of that 
vigorous national enterprise?

The Heart and Soul of Marty Pottenger 

New Butch in Town

M arty Pottenger, a 
professional car¬ 
penter, and one of 
New York’s most 
refreshing and honest perfor¬ 
mance artists, will perform se¬ 
lections from her new work, 
Construction Stories, for 
three nights this week at Life 
On the Water’s new Mission 
District studio space. 

I had the good fortune to 
catch Pottenger’s perfor¬ 
mance of Construction Sto¬ 
ries in England last month. 
It’s a unique piece that chron¬ 
icles her life as a lesbian in 
the trades. Her style is sim¬ 
ple, candid storytelling. 
There’s no pretense, no art 
for art’s sake. She shoots 
from the hip, and her target 
will most likely be your heart. 

“I want to bring out the 
people I know from the con¬ 
struction industry,” she said 
in a recent interview, “bring 
them out and let them be 
there on the stage.” 

Pottenger told me she 
hopes that, among other 
things, Construction Stories 
will teach her audiences 
something about electricity. 
This made me extremely cu¬ 
rious. She laughed and then 
explained: “I originally wrote 
and performed What is Elec¬ 
tricity on International Wom¬ 
en’s Day, as a way to empow¬ 
er women,” she explained. 
“See, women keep trying to 
get concrete knowledge about 
the world; I decided to pro¬ 
vide some.” 

Though it may not sound 
like it, Pottenger doesn’t deal 
with “issues” in her straight¬ 
forward writing and perfor¬ 
mance. The work itself sim¬ 
ply raises questions for audi¬ 
ence members to consider. “I 
have a tremendous confi¬ 
dence in my audience,” she 
explains. “I think it’s fairly ac¬ 
curate to assume people are 
as smart as our friends.” 

Pottenger sees herself as a 
gatherer. Someone who is in¬ 
terested in how things work. 
For Construction Stories, she 


interviews people and weaves 
their words into her art. She 
uses unusual texts as part of 
the work: conversations, bits 
of tape from her answering 
machine, words found on 
walls or scrawled on side¬ 
walks. The end result is a 
startling realism, made all the 
more powerful because of her 
loving take on being an artist. 

In town for several months 
while she finishes up a novel, 
Pottenger tells me she’d always 
been a wage-worker: 
baby-sitter, waitress, construc¬ 
tion worker. What, I asked, 
made her want to become a 
performance artist? 

“It was doing art that 
spoke to me,” she said, smil¬ 
ing. “When I was five, I 
would produce plays: orga¬ 
nize them, collect the cos¬ 
tumes, and set up the theater 
space. I would charge the au¬ 
dience a nickel.” She looked 
up at me with a grin. “My 
biggest struggle was the 
moral dilemma of wanting to 
do all the best parts myself. 
This was a problem! So, I 
solved that. Now I’m a solo 
performer!” 

My take on Pottenger’s 
performance led me to see 
her as something of an urban, 
butch lesbian Will Rogers. 
Her honesty is disarming; her 
humor is absolutely infec¬ 
tious. She leaves you wanting 
more. 

“I see myself as an ordi¬ 
nary person who is interested 
in talking about an ordinary 
life, which is profoundly unor¬ 
dinary,” she says laughing. 
“I’ve always been a story col¬ 
lector. The telling of my own 
stories has made it possible 
for me to survive.” 

Marty Pottenger is only 
scheduled for three nights in 
our fair city. Catch this wom¬ 
an’s performance while you 
can, and hang on to your 
heart. ▼

both psychological and philo¬ 
sophical development on 
Michael’s part. However, 
these scenes ring false be¬ 
cause it’s so clearly the author 
speaking — the artificiality 
draws hoots where sympathy 
and serious connection are in¬ 
tended. 

Further diminishing the 
novel’s credibility is its 
grasshopper point of view. 
Edelson jerks the reader 
around from mind to mind to 
mind. The result can only be 
confusion — who is thinking 
or feeling what? — and finally 
incredulity. 

To compound the prob¬ 
lem, Michael has interior dia¬ 
logues with Reason, Emotion, 
Guilt, and what have you. 
There are howlers aplenty, 
not to mention some “facts” 
that also strain one’s belief. 
At one point, the ship’s cap¬ 
tain remarks that in his first 
years of service, there were 
cabin boys as young as 10 
years old. He must’ve served 
with Captain Blood. 

Vahoors, an anti-Semitic 
officer that the author 
dropped into the plot to ha¬ 
rass the Jewish Michael, is 
supposed to be a Nazi who 
served in World War II. This, 
25 years after the end of that 
conflict! 

One wonders if the defini¬ 
tive gay novel of the Vietnam 
War will ever appear. Ten 
years ago, Charles Nelson’s 
The Boy Who Picked the 
Bullets Up came close but 
“no cigar.” Edelson obviously 
wanted Black Glass to be 
such a book, but its sheer in¬ 
eptitude kept it from being 
the soaring myth he wanted 
to create. ▼

A uthor Stuart Edelson 
has subtitled his nov¬ 
el Black Glass, “A 
Sea Myth.” That ap¬ 
pellation serves as advance 
notice of his intention to cre¬ 
ate a story that is universal in 
its place, time, and human ex¬ 
perience. But, of course, he’s 
also written a narrative of a 
young gay man’s difficulties 
with himself and those 
around him in a hellish time 
and place: wartime Vietnarrf 
Given the central character 
and the situation — a youth 
approaching manhood in the 
brutally testing crucible of 
war — Black Glass does in¬ 
deed have the fundamentals 
of a classic myth: The hero 
makes a journey (U.S. to the 


Edelson knows the ele¬ 
ments and seemingly has the 
thrust to shoot for the moon. 
Unfortunately, this narrative 
is so burdened with impedi¬ 
ments that it never gets off 
the launching pad. 

The main problem appears 
early; ironically, it’s the hero 
himself. Michael Silver is 20, 
Jewish, sexually undecided, 
artistically inclined (sculp¬ 
ture), and a dedicated social¬ 
ist. Naturally, he’s very sensi¬ 
tive. As the gay male psyche 
goes, he’s a cliche.

W ielding a three- 
and-a-half octave 
range and looks 
that could stop a 
truck, Diamanda Galas is the 
kind of superstar who sets the 
competition packing. Her 
blaring sound system would 
be the envy of Hendrix him¬ 
self. Likewise, her highly de¬ 
veloped socio-political mes¬ 
sages could teach a genera¬ 
tion of young rock wannabes 
how to look and sound like 
the ultimate musical rebels. 
Religious zealots have labeled 
her “cursed,” “sacrilegious,” 
and “blasphemous”; the bour¬ 
geoisie dismiss her as 
“cheap.” But for those of us 
who’ve followed her career 
with fascination and a notice¬ 
able tinge of envy at her lack 
of inhibition, Diamanda is 
nothing short of a musical 
saint. However you define her 
sound and message, she is, 
undeniably, an artist of origi¬ 
nal power and spiritual con¬ 
viction. Recently, I had a 
chance to sit down and talk 
with Galas about her ongoing 
Plague Mass tour — which 
comes to the city on Nov 5 and 
6 — and other matters. 

Scott Goetz: How would 
you describe your work to 
people who’ve never seen 
you perform? 

Diamanda Galas: I have re¬ 
ferred to my sound as Inter- 
venal Sound. What that 
means is the sound is coming 
straight from the blood¬ 
stream. It’s a very visceral 
sound. Intervenal Song is 
something I’m comfortable 
with, if I had to use an ex¬ 
pression. 

Did your operatic training 
influence this sound, or did 
you have this idea before 
you trained? 

Oh, way before. I only 
studied bel canto technique 
because I wanted to be able 
to use the voice — I wanted 
the voice to be as piercing as 
a laser. I wanted it to be a 
very powerful instrument and 
I knew that that technique 
would make the voice as pow¬ 
erful as any technique could. 
So I studied and continue to 
study. 

What about the show you’re 
currently doing, The Plague 
Mass? 

I’m doing The Plague 
Mass in LA and San Francis¬ 
co for the first time. I’ve per¬ 
formed the work all over the 
world, most recently in Oslo. 
I’ve performed it virtually ev¬ 
erywhere. 

You call it a “scream opera” 
for those who have suffered 
from AIDS and those who 
dare to judge them? 

I haven’t termed it a 
‘scream opera, 1 but some 
people have. I just call it The 
Plague Mass. A Plague Mass is 
different from a tradition 
requiem mass in that it pri¬ 
marily honors people living 
with AIDS, the struggle of 
people living with AIDS and 
those who’ve died of AIDS. 

You created the work in 
segments and then put them 
together? 

I started working on it in

Hunters Point, outside San 
Francisco. That was the only 
place I knew at the time 
where I could really rehearse 
without having the cops 
come. So out there I started 
to work on the text from the 
Old Testament. I created a lot 
of the work there, then I went 
back to London to work with 
my friend Dave Hunt. We 
went to work on the other 
section of The Divine Punish¬ 
ment, which includes the 
“this is the law of the plague” 
in the Leviticus chapters. 

Religion seems to be a big 
focus of your work. 

I use the Old Testament 
because in it we find a book 
of laws, upon which the cler¬ 
ical systems today base their 
decisions. For example, the 
decision to forbid safe sex by 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
is based on the book of laws 
in Leviticus — that shows a 
quarantine mentality. It man¬ 
dates a separation of the clean 
from the unclean. The 
Church is used to house the 
clean and keep out the poor, 
powerless and sick. These 
texts show a kind of behav¬ 
ioral system, a paradigm for 
an epidemic. 

Do you know that people 
have identified you with Sa¬ 
tan because of working with 
these texts? 

Oh, I’ve been identified 
with Satan since 1980! I 
mean, I don’t think it’s new. 

I’ve heard that religious 
groups have tried to exor¬ 
cise you through your 
records. Is that true? 

Yeah. (Grinning.) It’s a 
bunch of good old boys who 
don’t have much else to do. 

Where does the anger come 
from in your work? 

(Laughs) It comes from liv¬ 
ing in the world as it is. 

What things scared you as a 
child? 

Being born in San Diego! 

Were you somewhat isolat¬ 
ed? 

Oh, completely! We were 
Greek American — Greek Or¬ 
thodox. We didn’t have kids 
around the neighborhood and 
stuff. It was all older people 
so we stayed indoors and 
worked and did things. 

Some people have said that 
you speak in tongues. 

What’s your definition of 
that? 

. I don’t have one. I’ve never 
tried to define that. 

Where do you find beauty 
in your life? 

That’s a lovely question. I 
find it primarily from my 
friends. My friends are sweet 
to me. I also find a lot of 
beauty by being alone. But 
primarily it’s the sweetness of 
my friends. ▼

T here are three ap¬ 
proaches rock bands 
normally take to live 
performance. First, 
there’s the we’re-musicians- 
not-performers-route, where 
the band just plays and hopes 
that all goes well. Then 
there’s the egomaniacal rock- 
god method wherein bands 
pander to the crowd by hoist¬ 
ing themselves on a pedestal 
where they can be wor¬ 
shipped by their devoted fol¬ 
lowers from a distance. And 
then, there’s the more down- 
to-earth approach wherein the 
band establishes a rapport 
with the audience by playing 
as if they were putting on a 
show for a bunch of friends — 
a bit of lively banter here, 
some gleeful horsing around 
there. As evidenced by their 
show at Slim’s last week, 
Sacramento’s Tiger Trap falls 
easily within this latter cate¬ 
gory. 

Tiger Trap is four young 
women who take an honest, 
amicable approach to rock ’n’ 
roll. Playing with wide-eyed 
spunk, I would dare say that 
the band almost comes off as 
cute, if only that didn’t sound 
like a put-down. 

With their do-it-yourself at¬ 
titude and youthful exuber¬ 
ance, Tiger Trap easily could 


be labelled as yet another 
“riot grrrl” band, only these 
girls play with skillful preci¬ 
sion, unlike those other brash 
dyke-maven bands, Bratmo- 
bile and Bikini Kill. Sure, 
they’re not virtuosos (guitar 
solos are pretty rare), but they 
do write instantly hummable, 
three-minute pep songs, com¬ 
plete with rhyming choruses, 
songs about the joys and sor¬ 
rows of falling in and out of 
love, you know, the kind of 
stuff that’s perfect for warm, 
sunny, bright days. 

Which is not to suggest 
that Tiger Trap is shallow or 
derivative. While still a punk 
band, these girls definitely 
know a thing or two about 
melody. The voices of Rose, 
Angela, and Jen (they’re iden¬ 
tified only by first name on 
their self-titled debut CD) har¬ 
monize beautifully around 
simple three-chord guitar 
crashings. Their sound on 
record is more tempered than 
when playing live, yet there is 
still a sense of urgency and 
longing to their songs. Just lis¬ 
ten to the joyous musings on 
“Puzzle Pieces,” or the bitter 
accusations of “For Sure.” 

One of my favorite songs 
from their CD is “Prettiest 
Boy,” a soft, slow number 
about someone who “looks 
like a girl but who’s really a 
boy.” It’s sung sweetly by 



lead guitarist Angela who, un¬ 
fortunately, couldn’t sing it in 
concert last week because of a 
sore throat. To make up for 
it, the other band members 
traded off instrumental and 
lead vocal duties, mixing 
things up for the last five 
songs, which were enthusias¬ 
tically received by the audi¬ 
ence, especially the last song, 
scream-sung by Heather. Hav¬ 
ing been liberated from the 
drum kit, she grabbed a gui¬ 
tar and belted out a raucous 
number, just before stage-div¬ 
ing into the audience. “She’s 
always wanted to do that,” 
said Jen, as she watched her 
bandmate head-walk atop the 
crowd. It was such a stereo¬ 
typical rock-music moment, 
but, hey, it rang true. Tiger 
Trap frequently plays San 
Francisco. Watch for them. ▼

Gay Games 
Registration Opens

Gay Games IV registration 
began the week of October 18, 
1993. Gay Games organizers 
planned media oriented events 
across the country to announce 
the official registration packets 
from New York headquarters.

Do It Soon 

Gay Games IV’s registra¬ 
tion deadline is December 31, 
1993. However, we urge you 
to register as early as possible 
because there is a ceiling on 
the number of participants. 
After registration closes, Gay 
Games organizers will use the 
month of January for tabula¬ 
tion. If organizers find there 
is room, late registration will 
begin on February 1 and 
close March 31, 1994. Team 
sports have a longer window 
of opportunity for changes: in¬ 
dividual players on team ros¬ 
ters may be changed up until 
May 15, 1994. 

Your Money or Your ... 

Participating in the 1994 
Games will be an extremely 
expensive endeavor. Regard¬ 
less of sport, each participant 
is required to pay a basic $60 
participation fee (which they 
say offsets certain costs and 
provides for discounts to cer¬ 
tain events). 

In addition, depending on 
your sport, you will be re¬ 
quired to pitch in another $30 
to $100. The average fee 
seems to run about $50. The 
low end is table tennis ($30), 
the high end being golf and 
ice hockey ($100). These fees 
reflect the expense of renting 
the particular venue (i.e., 
Paramount Theater in Madi¬ 
son Square Garden for 
Physique). Please note that 
participating in a second sport 
is discouraged. It requires a 
second fee for that sport, 
along with a $25 surcharge 
for participating in a second 
sport! Also, late registration 
(past December 31, 1993) will 
cost you another $50! 

Plane Tickets and Sleep¬ 
ing Bags 

While we’re on the subject 
of deadlines and expenses, let 
me remind you that Winship 
Travel is handling travel and 
housing for Team San Fran¬ 
cisco participants. There are 
still some rooms available for 
individuals who have not yet 
turned in their $100 deposit. 
For those of you lucky 
enough to have friends and 


family in New York, the $100 
deposit can be used towards 
travel expenses. Winship has 
put a lot of effort into negoti¬ 
ating on TSF’s behalf for rea¬ 
sonable fares with the air¬ 
lines, but be forewarned: Air 
tickets will be limited because 
it’s the peak travel season, 
and we’re competing with 
both the Stonewall Celebra¬ 
tion and the World Cup. 
Keep some money in your 
bank account, because if a 
deal comes our way (with a 
limited time window) we 
need to jump on it. 

Business Backers/ 
Scholarship Fund 

To help offset these pro¬ 
jected expenses, Team San 
Francisco created a scholar¬ 
ship fund two years ago. 
Points are given automatical¬ 
ly to any TSF member, with 
additional points rewarded 
for each volunteer activity, at¬ 
tendance at a committee 
meeting, etc. Point accrual 
ends on December 31, 1993, 
when organizers will calcu¬ 
late points and assign approx¬ 
imate values.

Bay Area Boxing Club 
Prepares for Second Tournament 

Putting On the Gloves

“Thank you for calling the 
Bay Area Boxing Club..” 

Since I don’t know any les¬ 
bian or gay boxers personally, 
it was with some trepidation 
that I phoned the Bay Area 
Boxing Club, a gay and les¬ 
bian boxing group, for per¬ 
mission to watch a pre-tourna¬ 
ment training session. Lucki¬ 
ly, I got an answering ma¬ 
chine. 

“The Bay Area Boxing 
Club ... the boxing club that 
actually boxes.” 

What else would a boxing 
club do? I wondered as I left 
my name and number. It’s 
not like the Bohemian Club, 
which you can be pretty sure 
isn’t full of guys in goatees 
smoking reefer and reading 
Gary Snyder. Boxing is box¬ 
ing, right? You put on your 
gloves, shake out the creases 
in your Everlasts, the bell 
rings, and bam! Clean left 
hook to the jaw, TKO, 
screaming fans, “He’s down!” 
— three, two, one, BZZZZ! But 
I asked around town until a 
New York source told me 
there are certain boxing clubs 
where boxing is a eu¬ 
phemism, a code word like 
Plato’s Symposium, where 
the activities are more along 
the lines of the wrestling 
scene in D.H. Lawrence’s 
Women in Love than a 
Tyson-Spinks bout. 

The Bay Area Boxing Club 
is serious about boxing. 
Tough, sweaty, rule-abiding, 
competitive boxing for men 
and women — an anomaly in a 
sport where men-only rules 
rule. In fact, the hour and a 
half that the BABC works out 
is the only time all week 
women are allowed in the 
gym. 

Five men and one woman 
warmed up at the punching 
bags, shadow boxing in the 
wall of mirrors with the con¬ 
centration of Russian balleri¬ 
nas. And everywhere, there 
were posters, photographs, 
banners, hand-lettered good 
wishes to locals heading off to 
distant matches — all testa¬ 
ments to the glory of boxing. 

“My lover and I started 
this particular boxing club in 
our attic in 1977,” said club 
trainer Greg Varney. “It 
stayed underground for about 
a good thirteen, fourteen 
years. People boxed each oth¬ 
er in garages, set up matches, 
and everyone, including my¬ 
self was a little afraid — be¬ 
cause you know boxing’s got 
rough aspects.” 

Coming Out to Colleagues 

Varney, a professional 
trainer for over twenty years, 
had to come out to his boxing 
colleagues in order to make 
the club public. His fellow 
coaches took his homosexual¬ 
ity in stride. Varney stated, 
“We’ve gotten all the support 
in the world.” However, the 
club still doesn’t publicize the 
whereabouts of workouts and 
tournaments, since they use 
facilities in recreation centers 
low on general supervision. 

The club’s upcoming tour¬ 
nament, the Second All-Gay 
Boxing Rainbow Champi¬ 
onships, will be held Oct. 30 
in San Francisco, with boxers 
coming from Seattle and 


Washington, D.C. With the 
1994 Gay Games looming, the 
exclusion of boxing as a Gay 
Games sport rankles Varney. 
“Because we’re not officially 
included in the Games, this is 
our trial event for what we 
like to call the Games in Ex¬ 
ile — the sports that don’t 
quite make it.” 

Unlike previous exhibition 
matches, the tournament’s ten 
to fifteen matches will be 
competitive, with boxers 
scored on the number of 
clean blows hit as well as 
overall form. However, as 
Varney pointed out, there 
will be no Rocky-style fight¬ 
ing. This is a sport, not a 
brawl, and the sort of take-no- 
prisoners mauling so popular 
among the Stallone set has no 
place in this ring. “We stop 
where there’s blood, we give 
standing counts, and we stop 
when a good blow is thrown. 
Unless it’s very even, we

don’t let it go. There’s no rea¬ 
son for anyone to get the shit 
beat out of them.” 

It took me a minute to 
pick out Elia, the one woman 
in the group. Compact and 
muscular, her attention never 
wavered from the mirror as 
she worked on her jabs. 


“We’ve had some trouble 
getting off the ground with 
women,” Varney admitted. “A 
lot of women wanted to have 
a woman trainer. I can under¬ 
stand that. But then I came 
back and I said, ‘Well, there’s 
not a lot of women boxing, 
and I don’t know a woman 


who can box as good as me, 
so why don’t I teach you?’ By 
using that approach, I started 
getting women in here.” 

Varney took obvious pride 
in Elia’s form and concentra¬ 
tion, honed after only six 
weeks of training. Her moves

San Jose: Reaching for Identity 




F or the past few years 
now, leather men and 
leather women in San 
Jose have been doing 
the same things that leather 
people in communities across 
the nation have been doing: 
educating those who might 
find the leather lifestyle and 
all its sub-cultures to their lik¬ 
ing; raising consciousness for 
community involvement, sup¬ 
port and input; raising funds 
for AIDS and other agencies 
that need financial support 
and selecting leather-title 
holders, male and female, to 
become dynamic leaders and 
enhance what is the least un¬ 
derstood sub-culture of our 
community. 

All this, of course, was un¬ 
der the umbrella of the 
Southbay Leather & Uniform 
Group (S.L.U.G.), a group that 
encompassed leather people 
from throughout the South 
Bay. 

Before S.L.U.G., most 
leather-oriented men and 
women from that area headed 
to San Francisco on week¬ 
ends to be with leather peo¬ 
ple they could identity and in¬ 
teract with. From my own ex¬ 
perience, I know this to be a 
fact because I was involved 
for more than 10 years with a 
leather man from San 
Jose/Cupertino who wouldn’t, 
to this day, be caught dead or 
alive in Southbay bars. 

An honest evaluation of 
S.L.U.G.’s endeavors is that 
the purpose of the group 
from the beginning was cer¬ 
tainly right on. Whatever hap¬ 
pened after those initial years 
with Southbay leather-title 
holders, functions, fundraising 
and widespread integration 
with the rest of Southbay 
communities is subject to as 
many interpretations as you 
care to imagine. I always had 
a good time at their functions 
and contests and I wouldn’t 
dare speculate on the 
reason(s) for disenchantment 
with S.L.U.G. among South- 
bay leather residents. I only 
hope the organization soon 
enjoys a renaissance because, 
despite internal conflicts or

should continue to be a vital 
and driving force in the 
Southbay, as they have been 
in the past. I don’t think I’m 
meddling in their affairs ei¬ 
ther.

I get 
enough mail and input from 
lots of Southbay people who 
are in a dilemma about the 
situation with S.L.U.G. I wish 
them much luck in making a 
dynamic comeback.

were good, but she’s a 
lightweight — 130 pounds and 
dropping. Varney’s only wor¬ 
ry now is finding someone to 
match Elia with in the tour¬ 
nament; he heard the women 
coming in from Seattle are 
big. They could easily have 
fifty pounds on her — not a 
handicap a new boxer wants 
for her first tournament. 

Most Consistent 

But Elia’s used to competi¬ 
tion — she’s going to the Gay 
Games next year as a cyclist 
with Team San Francisco. Al¬ 
ready familiar with karate, 
she started boxing as a way 
to cross train. Although other 
women attend, Elia’s the 
most consistent female boxer. 
As we talked in a corner of 
the gym, men paired up for 
three-minute rounds with the 
punching bags. This is tough. 
Elia told me, “You go for 
three minutes, and I swear, 
you feel like you’re made of 


noodles by the end, like you 
don’t have anything left. With 
cycling and everything else, I 
don’t feel like I really sweat, 
but this is a real workout. Cy¬ 
cling is fun — this is work!” 

After a few rounds of spar¬ 
ring, she demonstrated the 
truth of her words: she 
emerged from the ring soaked 
with sweat. 

The training paused for a 
pre-tournament pep talk. The 
boxers are reminded to be at 
the gym before four o’ clock, 
“And if you don’t think I’ll 
scratch you [for being late], 
just try me,” warned Varney, 
sounding like everyone’s 
tough-love high school foot¬ 
ball coach. Members are 
warned against eating ba¬ 
nanas (they increase the pain 
of body blows), reminded to 
use the facilities before get¬ 
ting their hands wrapped, and 
above all, encouraged to stay 
focused and relaxed before 
their matches. That means no 
talking to the other clubs, no 
forgetting of mouth guards or 
last-minute fussing. Have a 
San Francisco attitude, the 


boxers are told. Use your 
head. Psyche ’em out. 

When the practice re¬ 
sumed, I sidestepped swing¬ 
ing bags to talk to a few guys. 
I wanted to find out why they 
went out for boxing. 

For some it was an expres¬ 
sion of a simple desire: the 
love of fighting. “I love to 
fight,” said a boxer named 
Mike, wearing a tight red T- 
shirt with the phrase “Come 
Into My Office” emblazoned 
under an image of a boxing 
ring. “I was looking for an 
outlet besides the streets. 
Here, it’s safe, it’s structured 
— it’s fantastic. It’s an incredi¬ 
bly intense way of relating to 
other men,” he said, “a high- 
stakes dance so passionate in 
physical awareness that it’s al¬ 
most like sex.” 

Tommy started boxing as 
a way to combat his fear of 
the ring. “I wanted to get into 
another sport besides weight 
lifting, and boxing always 
kind of frightened me, the 
confrontational aspects of be¬ 
ing in the ring and not being 
able to run. So I wanted to
